HEAT KILLS TWENTY-FIVE IN ST. LOUIS 


Morgue Is Overcrowded and Physi- 
cians Are Taxed Beyond Endurance 
—Horrors of Tenement District. 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 8.—[{Special.]—Twen- 
ty-five people died here today from pros- 
tration from the heat.

St. Louis is really in a critical condition. 
All this week the sun has shone with unre- 
mitting vigor, thé thermometer climbing a 
little higher each day until at 2:35 this after- 
noon it reached its maximum of 100°. 
Fortunately, however, the humidity today 
was only 46 per cent, else the record.of heat 
prostrations and deaths would have been 
greater. 

As it was, upwards of sixty collapsed dur- 
ing the day, and twenty-five of the cases 
brought in yesterday and today proved 
fatal. The morgue is overtaxed, and if the 
torrid siege continues a day or two longer 
the present facilities for handling the dead 
will be insufficient, and temporary quarters 
will have to be arranged, as during the days 
following the tornado.

EWD TRIO 15 CAUGHT 


RESULT OF RECENT -MOVEMENT 
* AGAINST BUCKET-SHOPS. 


Two More of a Quintet Charged with 
Crooked Stock, Grain, and Mining 
Operations Said to Be Lotated in 
New York—Prisoners Fail to Give 
Bond and Are Locked Up—Will Go 
to Jail if No Friends Come to the 
Rescue. 


With the appearance of three men before 
United States Commissioner Humphrey last 
night charged with using the mails for fraud- 
ulent purposes was inaugurated the judicial 
proceedings whereby the Civic Federation 
proposes to show up what is asserted to be 
one of the most gigantic swindling schemes 
since the days of *“* Fund W.” 

William A. Thomas, John I. Tolman, and 
James F. McClure are the threemen. Their 
bond was fixed at $2,500 and a hearing set 
for next Friday morning. In default of this 
the trio were locked up at the Harrison Street 
Police Station, and if bail is not forthcoming 
tomorrow will be sent to the County Jail. 

The authorities are also after W. H. Mc- 
Clure and Dr. James Craig, whe are in New 
York. A telegram from that city last night 
announced that the whereabouts of the men, 
is known. ' 

For over six months the men have been 
watched and tracked by John Hill Jr. of 
the Board of Trade and the federation. For 
the last month the postal inspectors have 
been working on the case in connection with 
the Civic Federation. During all of the last 
week James F. McClure, Tolman, and Thom- 
as have been shadowed day and night by 
Postal Inspectors Stuart and Christian, Dep- 
uty Marshal Daniel White, and the detectives 
of the federation.

SECRETARY HOKE SMITH TO STEP OUT. 


His Resignation Is Now in the Hands 
of President Cleveland, but Ac- 
ceptance Is Delayed. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—{Special.)— 
Secretary Hoke Smith’s resignation as a 
member of the Cabinet and the head of the 
Interior Department is in the hands of the 
President. The authority for this statement 
is a close personal friend of Secretary Smith. 

As the story goes Secretary Smith for- 
warded his resignation to the President at 
Gray Gables on the same day that he au- 
thorized the publication in his paper, the 
Atlanta Journal, of the editorial declaring 
that the paper would support Bryan and 
Sewall, although deprecating the platform 
upon which they were nominated. In his 
letter to the President, it is said, Secretary 
Smith announced the position he was going 
to assume, pointed out that he had during 
the campaign in Georgia given a solemn 
pledge that he would abide by the action of 
the Chicago convention, and then went on 
to say he could not, in justice to the Presi- 
dent, longer remain in his Cabinet. 

While Secretary Smith is nat here either 
to affirm or deny the story, and while he has 
maintained a persistent silence towards the 
public on this question, the suggestion that 
he has already placed his Interior Depart- 
ment portfolio at the disposition of President 
Cleveland is believed here to be correct. The 
question is, what will the President do about 
it? If the President maintains his present 
policy of silence and apparent indifference 
towards the independent sound meney move- 
ment as well as the Chicago ticWet, and at

sum. The city garbage wagons are not able 
to remove the bodies, so rapidly have they 
fallen, and many are left to decompose in 
the streets. 

The Washington weather bureau promises 
a cooler spell from tomorrow, but the local 
prognosticator says this is a mistdke. 

The dispensary physicians, to whom all 
cases of prostration are first taken have been 
rushed to the limit of their powers.. While 
the greatest number of prostrations are 
usually brought in hetween noon and 6 
o’clock, there has been a steady stream all 
the time. Even in the middle of the night 
some of the victims have been claimed. 

In the poorer quarters the tenement dwell- 
ers know no rest. All night they are up, 
snatching only such little sleep as they can 
secure by laying:on blankets stretched 
across the sidewalks. The women in many 
quarters put in half their nights rolling 
their children up and down the streets in 
baby carriages. 

New York, Aug. 8.—{Special.]—The killing 
wave of heat which has hovered over New 
last four days reached its 
maximum today. Eleven deaths and forty- 
three heat prostrations is the terrible record 
of the day, and there were many cases not 
reported to the police. Nine persons were 
overcome by the heat in Brooklyn, and each 
neighboring town offered its grim contribu- 
tion of from one to four.

Recent Operations. 


Tw weeks ago they were then operating 
in Chicago under the name of Tolman & Co", 
and in New York under the name of J. M. 
Morgan & Co., mining brokers. Ww. B. 
McClure and Dr. Craig were in New York. 
They were daily expected to return to Chi- 
cago. The arrests were postponed, await- 
ing their return. A week ago it was dis- 
covered that the name of Tolman & (Co. 
ad been dropped and that of Thomas & 
Co. assumed and the rooms in the Com- 
merce Building were opened. Last week a 
complaint was lodged. with United States 
Commissioner Humphrey against the five 
men. it was made on the Strength of a 
letter Sent through the mails to:H. H. Leach 
Henry, Ill., one of the men employed by Mr.

Bryan, but he would not remain indifferent 
to a member of his official family giving sup- 
port. te,a ticket,-the suceess of Which would 
not only bring disaster upon the country, 
but carry with it a condemnation of the ad- 
ministration. 

The disagreement of Mr. Cleveland and 
Mr. Smith on the point at issue being mere- 
ly one of political policy does not relieve the 
situation much, however, though it makes it 
impossible there should be a personal rupt- 
ure between them. There is a thorough un- 
derstanding between Mr. Smith and the 
President, and the former is no more apt to 
yield a point than the latter. 

The attitude of Mr. Cleveland toward the 
Bryan ticket is much more positive and ag- 


| gressive than has been indicated by any of 


the guesses ‘indulged in. There is nothing 
passive or indulgent in his attitude. He is 
intent upon the accomplishment of Bryan's 
defeat, and can be depended upon to do any- 
thing he thinks will best serve that end. 
His is not an ordinary opposition, which sim- 
ply disapproves, but is intense, and will be 
active. Under the circumstances a man 
supporting the Popocratic nominee would 
be as much out of place in his Cabinet as 
would a protectionist as Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Secretary Smith has never made a formal 
announcement of his personal attitude tn 
the present fight, but there is no doubt about 
his following the policy adopted by his pa- 
per, which would not have been taken with- 
out hisapproval. But though Mr. Smith has 
not taken the public fully into his confidence 
he has not left Mr. Cleveland in doubt.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—{Special.]— 

It is said at Popocratic headquarters here 


that the Indianapolis conference had no. 


right to adopt the name of “ National 
Democratic’ party.”’ .The regularity of the 
primaries and of the national conventicn 
held at Chicago was never disputed and 
there was no warrant for a self-constituted 
committee to make use of the party name. 

It is presumed this has been done to evade 
the law in certain States which will not 
permit irregular nominations to be placed on 
the State ticket.

Whenever not only Emperor William 
but all the European powers will agree to do 
as much for us, then Uncle Sum will recip- 
rocate and do as much for them, but In the 
meanwhile, through the enunciation of the 
Republican party, he most respectfully de- 
clines to be so generous.”’

M’KINLEY LEAGUE IN NEW YORK 
MAKES COMPLAINT. 


Document Is Sent to Chairman Hanna 
Wherein It Is Charged He Would 
Knife the Canton Man to Maintain 
His Own Supremacy in the Empire 
State — National Committeeman 
Gibbs Is Also Accused—Factional 
Differences in Virginia Are Healed. 


New York, Aug. 8.—(Special.J—The Mc- 
Kinley League is out with open charges 
against Thomas C. Platt and the State ma- 
chine leaders of treachery to McKinley. 
Their charges, which have been forwarded 
to National Chairman Mark Hanna, say that 
Mr. Platt, National Committeeman Gibbs, 
and the other organization leaders stand 
ready to beat McKinley in New York in or- 
der to retain their control of the State. 

There was a long and secret meeting of the 
Executive committee of the league, lasting 
all Friday afternoon and evening. It will be 
remembered that Mr. Hanna spent three 
hours with members of the committee on 
the last evening he spent in the city. At 
Friday’s night meeting the principal sub- 
ject discussed was the war with the State or- 
ganization. It was alleged that the regular 
organization was really hostile to the na- 
tional ticket, and a subcommittee was ap- 
pointed to put the charges into writing. 
Their report was presented in the form of 
a letter to Mr. Hanna of the National com- 
mittee, and after being adopted by the league 
was forwarded to him. The report says, 
among other things: 

“We have most reluctantly come to the 
ecnclusion that our services are objectiona- 
ble, and that in many sections the regular 
organization has placed faction above party, 
and in its jealously and dislike of the ad- 
herents of McKinley deliberately intend to 


‘imperil, if not sacrifice, the natiOnal ticket 


if necessary to maintain local power and 


‘ patronage." 


This report is also made the vehicle by 
which the long report of the committee of 
twenty-five, made last February upon the, 
enroiiment frauds, is trundlied out again. 
All this leads up to National Committeeman 
Fred 8S. Gibbs of whom it says: “ It is well 
known that Mr. Gibbs is merely the persqnal

GREAT DEMONSTRATION AT DULUTH 


Five Thousand Miners Join in the Re- 
publican, Procession. 

Duluth, Minn., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—Five 
thousand peopie from the two iron ranges 
came to Duluth this evening by special 
train to assist in the demonstration 4n honor 
of the appearance of Senator Thurston, whe 
spoke tonight to an audience of 10,000 peo- 
ple. The parade preceding the addresses 
was the greatest political demonstration 
that has ever been seen in this city. 

Business-men that have never before ap- 
peared in politics were in line, prominent 
among them Capt. Alex. McDougall, the 
whalceback inventor: A. D. Thompson, and 
G. G. Barnum, a prominent grain shipper. 
B. F. Searle and nearly every man prominent 
in business in this city Kept step with the 
humblest of dock laborers, saw-mill men, 
and miners from-the iron districts. A fcat- 
ure of the parade was two miners’ brass 
bands. 

The speeches were delivered in a huge 
street car barn, in which the audience was 
packed almost to suffocation. The. meet- 
ing was presided over by ex-Gov. Burke, 
President of the Central McKinley aml 
Morris club, who briefly presented the Sen- 
ator from Nebraska. 

Mr. Thurston was suffering from a severe 
cold and sore throat when he arrived here 
and when he began tO speak he could scarce- 
ly be heard away from the platform on 
which he stood. But as he proceeded he 
overcame the temporary difficulty and 
became the master of eloquence he normally 
is. His address was received with the 
greatest enthusiasm and the meeting was 
marked throughout with an interest and 
zeal that was a surprise to those that feared 
the extent to which the sentiment in this 
part of the State had followed the course 
of Congressman Towne.

St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 8.—[{Special.]—Being 
a Nebraskan and having met Bryan before 
on the political field, Benator Thurston, who 
is now campaigning tn Minnesota, naturally 
knows a thing or two about the Democratic 
Presidential nominee. 

In this campaign Senator Thurston says 
the Republicans of his State are prepared to 
see to it that the favorite of the fusionists 
carries neither his precinct, his ward, his 
city, his county, his Congressional] district, 
or his’ State.

ABOUT OFFICERS. 


He Will Report to the Naval Commit- 
tee of the House That the Engineers 
on Men-of-War Should Be Given 


Rank Because “in Days of Sailing 
Vessels the Intelligence Was on 


the Quarter-Deck, Now It Is in the 
Hold.” 4 


New York, Aug. 8.—[{Special.]—Congress- 
man Francis H. Wilson of the Third District 
of Kings County and member of the Naval 
committee of the House, is at work on a 
report of startling facts to be made next 
week in aid of his project for improving the 
condition of the’navy. His project is to in- 
crease the number of engineers, to give them 
positive rank, and to make vacant places 
accessible by competitive examinations to 
others than graduates of the Naval Acad- 
emy. 

“The graduates are unpractical college 
men,’ Wilson says. “They rise in the 
service by seniority, and then, being unprac- 
tical, imagine they own the navy.

I am not 
prepared to say that the Naval Academy 
should be abolished, but [ know that it never 
produced a great Admiral; yet it is the acad- 
emy which governs the navy. 

‘The line officers resent any suggestion 
from civilians. When sails only were used 
the intelligence of the navy was on the quar- 
ter-deck; now that machines are used, the 
intelligence of the navy is in the hold, 

“The engineers are doing the work of the 
modern navy and see how they are regarded. 

“We have 173 engineers in the line and 
714 officers, or 4.13 line officers to each engl- 
neer. Compare this ratio with that of years 
past. and note how startling the discrepancy 
is. In 1864, in war times, there were 2,846 
line officers and 1,728 engineers, regular 
and volunteer, or a ratio of only 1.64 to L. 
Of this number there were in the regular 
service 464 line officers and 501 engineers, 
or more engineersghan line officers. 

‘* Exigencies of war fixed these numbers, 
and it is for war thgt navies are formed.

CHAMBER MAID SAID TO HAVE TAKEN 
$4,000 WORTH OF DIAMONDS. 


Warrant for Lilian Dickson’s Arrest 
Issued at the Instance of J. W. 
Hearn of New Orleans, Who Has 
Been a Guest, with His Wife, at the 
North Shore Hotel—Accused Pro- 
tests Her Innocence and Says There 
Is Animus Back of Prosecution. 


Lilian Dickson, a prepossessing young 
woman, is locked up In the woman’s depart- 
ment of the County jail charged with the 
larceny of $4,000 worth of diamonds.

The story of the robbery as told by Mr. 
Hearn to the police is to the effect that his 
wife was in the habit of concealing the 
jewels under her pillow at night and lock- 
ing them in a burglar proof trunk in the 
morning. Wednesday the precaution was 
forgotten and the diamonds were left under 
the pillow of the bed. The couple left the 
suite of rooms at 7:45 and proceeded to the 
dining-room. Two hours later Mrs. Hearn 
told her husband of her forgetfulness and 
their walk in Lincoln Park was brought to 
an abrupt close.

BIG BOOM FOR EXCURSION BUSINESS 
Oppressive Temperature Drives Thou- 
sdinds to the Water, 

Excursion boats have profited by tle in- 
tense heat. The patronage of all the steam- 
ers has been enormous for the last week, and 
it is expected today will cclipse all previous 
records with them. st 

The five Lake-Front steamers running ta 
Windsor Park and Manhattan Beach have 
been loaded to the guards on every trip 
since the extreme warm weather began. 

The Jackson street viaduct, over which 
one must pass to take the Lake-Front steam- 
ers, was thronged yesterday with the crowds 
coming and going from the boats. At Wind- 
sor Park hundreds of men, women, and 
children were in the water from the time the 
first boat arrived in the morning until dark. 

The Chief Justice Waite, Ivanhoe, and R. 
J. Gordon of thé Lake-Front line ran moon- 
light excursions from’ the foot of Clark 
street, and were crowded with pleasure- 
seekers. 

The larger excursion steamers running to 
Milwaukee, St. Joe, South Haven, Holland, 
and other ports have had enarmous increase 
in their business during the hot weather. 
The Christopher Columbus and the Vir- 
ginia carried about 2,500 people each on their 
trips to Milwaukee yesterday morning. The 
City of Milwaukee carried as many to St. 
Joe, and all the other boats were propor- 
tionately loaded. 

“The excursion business has had a sur- 
prising increase in the last week,” said H. A. 
Bonn, passenger agent for the Goodrich 
Transportation company, yesterday. ‘I do 
not believe that so many people ever left Chi- 
cago by boat in the same length of time in 
the history of the city. They are not only 
leaving for a day's trip to Milwaukee or 
some other point, but are going to the sum- 
mer resorts along the shores of the lake. 
We have been kept busy for ten days 
answering questions regarding the charac- 
ter of the resorts at which our boats stop, 
and every steamer leaving carries a full list 
of passengers.” 


HORSES KILLED BY THE SUN’S RAYS. 


Reports of Deaths Flood the Health 
and Police Departments. 
Judging from the number of horses whith 
died from the effects of:the heat, animal life 
suffered even more tn Chicago yesterday than 
did mankind. Every day this week has killed 
sixty horses oh an average. Yesterday 
doubled that ‘number at least, and proba- 
bly trebled it. The actual number is im- 
possible to.obtain, because reports are sent 
to different places by those who are interest- 

ed in having the dead animals removed. 

Not so much hauling was done yesterday 
as usual, many people wishing to save their 
horses from the killing labor under 
the broiling sun. In many cases where a 
had to be driven, drivers were careful with 
their charges, and this saved many a beast 
from exhaustion. In spite-of all’care, how- 
aver, horses died all over the city. With an 
increased number of wagons in use,the Union 
Rendering company, which has the contract 
for removing dead: horses, was not able to 
keep up with the list of fatalities among the 
animals. 

When a horse would drop on the street, 
forthwith the people of the neighborhood 
would begin to harass the Health Depart- 
ment, the precinct police station, and every 
policeman in sight. As a consequence near- 
ly every dead animal was reported to the 
authorities several times. During the morn- 
ing all reports finally reached the Street and 
Alley Cleaning Department in the City Hall, 
whence the rendering company was notified. 
in the afternoon Lists of dead animals were 
sent to the Health Department until the 
two unfortunate individuals who were de- 
nied their Saturday afternoon off were near- 
ly frantic because of the protests which 
came in over the telephone wires. 

From noon until 6 o’clock twenty dead 
horses were reported to this department 
alone. These carcasses were scattered all 
the way from Rosehill Cemetery to Engle- 
wood. and it was a wonder the horses which 
drew the dead wagons did not succumb 
from the long pull. 

Increased numbers of dead animals were 
reported at nearly every police station dur- 


ing the day, twenty-three requests for re- | 
moval of the dead animals coming into Des- | 


plaines Street Station in twenty-four hours 
from residents of the precinct. 
The delay occurring because of the failure 


to remove the carcasses created nulsances | 
At Twenty-second street | 


in many places, 
and Wabash avenue a dead horse lay for 
twenty hours before it was removed, anda 


neighboring druggist was finally compelled | 


to thoroughly disinfect the body tn order-to 
make life bearable thereabouts. In other 


places the bloated bodies became not only | 


a serious menace to public health, but to 
street traffic as well. 


Horses were not the only animals.that felt | 


the heat. Cats, dogs, goats, in fact almost 
every’ kind .of domestic animal were among 
the dead reported to the Health Department 
and police stations.

FAILS TO LOWER IT. 


JOHN 8. JOHNSON SOES FOR HALF 
MILE INDOOR RECORD. 


| Faulty Pacing Prevents the Accom- 


plishment of the Feat—Last Half of 
Final Lap Ridden Practically Alone 
~—Close ef the Coliseum Meet Ends 
One of the Most Successful Racing 
Events Ever Held in Chicago—Heat 
interferes with the Attendance, 


The bicycle races at the Coliseum last night 
closed one of the most successful meets ever 
held in Chicago. The racing was of the high- 
est order, and the 4,000 present loudly ap- 
plauded the riders in each event. The stars 
were out in full force, some of the fastest 
men in the country appearing. 

John 8. Johnson, the American champion, 
went a half-mile in an attempt to lower the 
world’s indoor paced record. He covered 
the distance in :54 4-5, missing the record. 
Johnson rode in fine form, and but for the 
faulty pacing would have accomplished his 
object. A good part of the distance he rode 
with his shoulders up, making ‘little effort, 
and the.last half of the final lap was ridden 
practically unpaced. 

The first event on the program was the 
two-mile professional open, the final of 
which was left over from Friday night. It 
was hotly contested throughout, and looked 
at the lap before the last turn age if Jay 
Faton would again cross the tape a winner. 
Eaton was yards behind’ the last man when 
he gave one of his great spurts and took the 
lead, | 

Sprints Too Quick. 

He sprinted too soon, however, and 
couldn't last to the finish, falling back into 
third position. W. E. Becker rode a gool 
race and won in a hot finish from J. C. 
Tinkham, second, in 4:42. 


A warm pace was set throughout the entire | 


second race. H. B. Marsh rode from scratch 
and took the lead at the first half of the 
second lap, followed by Fisher, the other 
scratch man. The finish was of the exciting 
order, all the riders being well bunched in 
the stretch, with the tWo scratch men slight- 
ly in the lead. Marsh won out at the tape 
by a wheel's length from Fisher, second, in 
1.01 1-5, fast time for the distance. The 
race was one of the best events of the even- 
ing. The handicapping was, most excellent, 
a scratch man qualifying in each heat and 
first and second place in the final. 

The crowd evidently did not care to see any 
loop races, and loudly hissed th® riders in 
the final heat of the third race.

Time allowances were so generous in the 
fifth event that the men were scattered 
all around the track. At the end of the first 
mile the seratch men caught the bunch. 
They remained bunched the next two laps. 
On the last lap Eaton and Holmes camie up 
rapidly. Holmes _— dropped back and 
Eaton won at the fape by a yard from W. 
E. Kenyon in 4:28, lowering the world’s in- 
door record for two miles in competition. 

Becker had met with a hard fall, being 
thrown down the steep embankment to the 
floor, where he lay for a time as if stunned. 
Several persons rushed to his assistance and 
picked him up, imp as a rag, and carried 
him away from the track. He soon came 
around all right, however, and entirely re- 
covered from his fall, much to the relief of 
the spectators, some of whom thought he 
was seriously hurt.

BY THREE MINUTES.

Wind, Makes the Race Close and 
Gives Both Crews Opportunity for 
Displaying Their Best Seamanship. 


Charlotte R. won from Sadie in the match 
race yesterday afternoon by a margin of 
nearly three minutes corrected time. The 
crew of the latter boat took their defeat 
gracefully, but the Captain of Charlotte R.

The judges had been 
waiting at the club-house for the steamer 
Contest, which was to carry them, but ata 
late hour they learned that that steamer 
had broken its wheel and then there was 
some lively skirmishing by Chairman Boyle 
of the Regatta committee to get another. 


Charlotte RBHas Better Start. 
At 1:50 the preparatory gun was fired. 
Sadie R. let go anchor and stood down for 
the line, followed shortly after by Charlotte 
R. At 2 p. m. the starting, gun was fired. 
Sadie gybed over and crossed the line three 
minutes and fourteen seconds after the gun. 
Charlotte R. being well to the southward 
came about, and setting gaff topsail and jib 
topsail bounded across two minutes and 
twenty-seven seconds after Sadie, making by 
far the better start. The first leg of the 
course was to the northward, and Sadie now 
also set gaff topsails and jib topsails, and 
both yachts, with sheets well started, went 
bowling along toward the Lake View crib. 
The judges had to wait on the pier some 
time before their boat, Minnie B., put in an 
appearance. It finally arrived, however, and 
under full head of steam went after the 
racers, who were far ahead. It was seen 
Charlotte R. had its spinnaker boom out to 
port, but evidently the skipper concluded 
not to set this immense sail in such a breeze, 
for the boom was soon hoisted aboard again. 
Near the Lake View crib it could plainly 
be seen Charlotte R. was overhauling Sadie 
rapidly. The boats rounded the crib as fol- 
lows: Sadie, 2:45:30; Charlotte R., 2:45:40. 
As Sadie rounded it took in its topsail 
und jib topsail and started off on a close reach 
to the four-mile crib. As Charlotte R. 
rounded it also took in topsails, and luffing 
well up soon lapped Sadie’s weather quarter. 


Sadie’s Skipper Works Hard. 

At this point is was exciting, and Sadie’s 
skipper did all in his power to prevent his 
rival from passing him. But Capt. Ralstron 
of Charlotte R. handled his boat most skill- 
fully, and, with canvas well trimmed, shot 
by Sadie to windward. The large, new jib 
of Charlottee R. helped it greatly:on this 
leg, pulling it along in good shape. | 

Charlotte R. slowly but surely increased 
the lead, and the four-mile crib was reached 
as follows: Charlotte R., 8:48; Sadie, 3:52. 

After rounding this crib both boats set 
their jib topsails again, but Sadie soon took 
them in, and Capt. Lovedale, having his 
sheets trimmed well aft, began to outpoint 
his antagonist. Charlotte R. soon took in 
the jib topsail, but was now well to leeward, 
and could not fetch in without making a 
tack. As it came about to do this the tack 
lashing on the jib gave away, and the sail 
went aloft on the stay. 

The crew was quick, however, and lowered 
the sail, had, it relashed, and hoisted again 
in remarkably short time. 

Sadie, meanwhile, was coming along like 
a race horse, heading well up, so that it 
could cross the line without having to make 
a tack, but Charlotte R., quickly gathering 
way again, came about, and flew across the 
line, saluted by guns and whistles of the tug- 
boats and excursion steamers, followed three 
minutes and twenty-one seconds later by 
Sadie,, which was also well cheered for its 
game fight.

Gottlieb of Kansas City, 29 yards; and Wal- 
lace Miller of San Antonio, Tex. Out of the 
125 men.who shot in the race they were alone 
with straight scores. At5 o'clock the squads 
quit shooting on the east traps and the shoot 
off for the trophy was called. Some delay 
Was Caused by the absence of Gottlieb, who 
went down the street to “‘ see a man.” When 
he came the quintet was Nned up for a pho- 
tographer and then lined up for the final 
trial. The shoot was a “ miss and wait ”’ 


affair. When a man missed he shot no more 
until all missed a bird.

Of the five George Roll was the most proba- 
ble winner. His shooting during the entire 
week has been phenomenal. He shot in 
every event and had a clean score in each. 
In the events he had a total! score of sixty- 
eight straight birds. This won him the 
prize for the highest average. In practice he 
killed fifty-seven more, making 119 straight 
he had killed during the week.

London, Aug. 8.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Times.j]—England has at last 
done something in the line of what En- 
glish-speaking people have been hoping and 
praying for these fifteen months. It has 
withdrawn unreservedly from the shadowy 
eoncert of Europe and’ has refused to join 
others in either forcing the Cretans to sub- 
mit to the Turk or blockading the island so 
as to prevent Greek sympathizers * from 
_ janding arms and supplies for the rebels. 
This action is recognized as adding a good 
deal to history. 

What its immediate effects will be it would 
be difficult for the moment to predict. Ger- 
many has been all along the master spirit in 
the combination for maintaining the Sultan’s 
position, no matter at what expense of 
bloodguiltiness. Hence it is only reasonable 
now to find the German reptile press de, 
nouncing England and English treachery 
and greed at the very top of its lungs. 

It is not surprising, either, to learn that 
the German Foreign Office is pasisng through 
a violent crisis and that Prince Hohenlohe 
is one the eve of a tumble, if he has not al- 
ready fallen. -There is, indeed, an effort on 
the part of German official journals to per- 
suade Europe that English aid should be a 
matter of indifference and that Europe is 
quite able to do what it wishes without 
England. But this is received with suspicious 

- silence where there are not sounds of dissent. 


Russia’s Radical Change. 


All these signs point to the conclusion 
which, I think, was first anticipated in these 
dispatches, that there has been a radical 
change in Russia’s attitude. Prince Loban- 
off remains in office, and stress is laid in 
an official dispatch today from St. Peters- 
burg on the fact, that he will accompany 
the Czar on his forthcoming tour of the 
political capitals of Europe, but apparently 
the mastery is no longer in his hands, and, 
indeed, he may easily not last till September. 
No doubt it was a knowledge of this change 
which rendered England’s,;nominally inde- 
pendent action possible. We get a token 
that it is comprehended in Paris as well, 
where the Figaro and other journals have 
suddenly been seized with a great admira- 

- then for England’s courage and disinterest- 

@ibess. What the practical fruit of this 
altered situation will be it would still, as I 

gald, be hard to guess. ‘ 

Crete grows worse each week. Excited 
tales are coming by way of Athens of terri- 
ble massacres of Christians at Heraklion, 
or Candia, as it is more generally called. 
For the time being this ancient city, whither 
20,000 Moslem refugees are said to have fled, 
is a center of news interest, but Canea may 
usurp the place any day, and for that mat- 

ter the whole isiand is ablaze. 


Situation in Macedonia. 


There is less success in claiming attention 
for the Macedonian revolt, which appears to 
be considerably scattered in the skirmishing, 
but the Turk at least ig holding his own. It 
is reported, however, that three tribes of 

_Arnauts, or Bashi-Bazouks, have 
armed by the Turks to guard the Thessalian 
frontier, and their operations are not un- 
likely to arouse general interest. There are 
also circumstantial ‘reports.of Turco-Bul- 
garian conflicts on the latter frontier. 

The Sultan’s treasury has been cleaned out 

“absolutely by this year of disorder, and the 
need of money has become at last impera- 
tive at Constantinopie if Turkey’s interest 
obligations are not to be repudiated. This 

_ has led to rumors that England is thinking 
of advancing money to the Porte, either by 
the conversion of the Crimean lodn or otier- 
wise obtaining it in return for substantial 
guarantees of decent government in Crete. 
It is doubtful, however, whether matters 
have not gone much too far make any 
such rosewater solution possiblé. — 

To add to the uncertainty it is said in Ber- 
lin, and apparently believed, that something 
Will probably happen or will be invented for 
& pretext for a postponement of the Czar’s 
Western tour, since he is really not fit physic-

A Horrifying Possibility.

While the political and journals which 
profess Republicanism in Spain all depre- 
cate disorder, it is apparent that there is 
a powerful undertone in the other direc- 
tion which gives the authorities at Madrid 
much concern.

The French are taking to heart the un- 
pleasant showing of their new census, much 
more than they did five yearsago, Then the 
republic was in the first throes of its ecstacy 
at the prospect of a Russian alliance, and 
consoled itself by the thought that if the 
French population did not increase the Rus- 
Sian expanded at a tremendous rate, but 
now a good deal of gilt is off the ginger- 
‘bread. 

Dependent on French Loans. 

Those multiplying Muscovite hordes by 
no means are so definitely under the French 
thumb as they were expected to be, and the 
Russian alliance itself is openly dependent 
on an unbroken guccession of loans from 
French savings. These savings still make 
France the richest country in the world, but 
they also make it a shining attraction to 
outside robbers. Germany has now 14,000,- 
QUO more people than France and the dispar- 
ity increases with tragic certainty yearly. 

The Emperor William has improved the 
leisure of his Norwegian cruise to construct 
a full sketch for a new symbolical picture as 
a pendant to his famous composition of 
“The Invading Eastern Terror,’’ which 
every flunkey in Germany paid his mark for, 
and it is already in the hands of Knackfuss 
of Cassel to be built into orthodox sym- 
metry and finish. Under an ornamented 
gothic arch a cluster of ideal female figures, 
reresenting arms, science, and commerce, 
gaze affrighted at the sinister cloud from 
which all sorts of bad and threatening peo- 
ple emerge. . But the German _ warrior 
springs forward to protect the ladies, and it 
is evident that everything will be all right. 
The picture is to be described as ‘*‘ The Pro- 
tection of the Arts and Industry by the 
Army,” and everybody who wants some- 
thing, from a Minister down to a letter-car- 
rier, is asking.when copies will be on sale. 


Crazy Over Cricket. 

England has gone crazy this year over 
cricket, and to an extent which seems ab- 
normal in even this land of sport. Espe- 
cially has the contest with the Austra- 
lian team aroused extravagant interest, 
and the rubber match .on Monday 
had been looked forward to lit- 
erally by millions as the crowning event of 
the year. At the last moment, however, 
there was an awkward hitch. The usual 
pay of a player in an ordinary good game is 
$50, but since this is to be a historical great 
game some of the best Englishmen struck 
for a higher wage, and as it was refused they 
are not playing. As a result it is feared that 
England will present only a second-rate 
team, to a bitter national disappointment.

This rather disconcerted Lord Salisbury, 
who diverted his attention by firing an 
awkward question at him about the ob- 
structions to trade offered by the Chinese 
Government. i 

It is impossible to ascertain whether any 
diplomatic object has been gained by the 
British Government or not through his visit. 
He is rigorously nen-committal in all his 
observations. Not an inkling’ has been 
given of the tenor of the report he intends 
to make to the Imperial Council on his re- 
turn to Pekin. 

He has been careful to explain that he 
has no executive power and is simply sent 
to make general inquiries. 


Cowes Regatta Unattractive. 

The Cowes regatta has suffered greatly in 
brilliancy this year from two causes—the 
court mourning for Prince Henry of Batten- 
berg and the absence of the Kaiser, whose 
visits in the last few years had given great 
éclat to the gathering by compelling the 
Queen to provide certain s>mi-state court 
entertainers at Osborne. The only royal 
visitor this season has been the Crown Prin- 
cess Stephanie of Austria, who again in- 
sisted on coming, although it had been 
hinted to her that the Queen would rather 
be relieved of the duty of seeing any foreign 
royalties there on this occasion, The Crown 
Princess has a strong will, and her reply to 
this intimation was to engage rooms at the 
chief hotel at Ryde. Hearing this the Queen 
had ‘no option but to invite her to sleep one 
night at Osborne. 

The vagaries of the Crown Princess are 
becoming as remarkable almost as those of 
her mother-in-law, the Empress of Austria. 

Roche’s Alleged Divorce, 

A hitch has occurred in the settlement of 
the libel suit brought by James Burke 
Roche against Burke’s Peerage for pub- 
lishing a statement that he had been di- 
vorced from his wife, formerly Miss Work 
of New York. The publishers of the peer- 
age consented a few weeks ago to a judg- 
ment and to withdraw the issues contain- 
ing this entry as far as possible from circu- 
lation. But at the last moment they with- 
drew consent to the verdict against them 
and the case is now set for trial in the ordi- 
nary way. Mr. Burke Roche’s retention of 
his seat in Parliament depends on being able 
to disprove the allegation that he was di- 
vorced, as the Nationalist priests of the di- 
vision (Kerry) he represents will be getting 
impatient at his delay in bringing the ques- 
tion to issue in the courts.

Remarkable Political Conflict. 

The conflict between the Unionist Govern- 
ment in the House of Lords and practicilly 
the bulk of the Unionist peers ts one of the 
most remarkable political struggles in the 
history of the assembly. An Irish bill, as 
always, furnishes the bone of contention. 
The Unionist Government introduced and 
passed through the Commons a bill clearing 
up doubtful points in Gladstone’s Irish land 
laws and expressly giving certain minor con- 
cessions to tenants which Parliament 
originally intended to confer, but which in- 
tention legal decisions had frustrated. The 
Unionist ministry, consisting exclusively of 
landlords, introduced this measure because 
of the peremptory demands from the Ul- 
ster tenants, including a large proportion 
of Unionists. 

When the bill came up in the House of 
Lords on Thursday the Irish landlord peers, 
assisted by many English colleagues, de- 
nuded it of every provision of value to ten- 
ants, defeating the government in several 
divisions by substantial majorities. 

Lord Salisbury was placed ina humillating 
position, being deserted by almost every fol- 
lower not holding office, and compelled to 
rely for support on Rosebery and a handful 
of Radical peers. 

If the government insists on restoring the 
measure to its original shape when it re- 
turns to the Commons it will be equivalent 
to an open declaration of war on the land- 
lord majority in the House of Lords, but it 
is feared that Salisbury will rather seek by 
a compromise with the revolted followers to 
smooth over the crisis. 

The Radicals are delighted at the situa- 
tion, which demonstrated that the majority 
of the Lords put their landlord interests be- 
fore even their loyalty to the Unionist Gov- 


ernment.

HUNG CHANG’S FLYING VISIT. 


United States Trip to Be Shortened Be- 
eause of Chinese Intrigues. 

London, Aug. 8.—Outside of the defeat of 
the government in the House of Lords, when 
amendments were made on Thursday to the 
Irish land bill in spite of ministerial oppo- 
sition and the possible consequences of this 
further demonstration of the inability of 
the administration to carry out its pariia- 
mentary program, Li Hung Chang has been 
the center of interest during the week. The 
vicinity of Lerd Lonsdale’s mansion on 
Carlton House Terrace, temporarily the resi- 
dence of the Chinese Envoy, is thronged 
daily with people who are anxious to catch 
a glimpse of the distinguished traveler, and 
he is cheered by the crowds outside the house 
every time he appears. The newspapers 
publish columns describing his movements 
each day and the government officials are 
treating him with royal honors. 

The plans for Li Hung Chang’s visit to the 
United States have been greatly curtailed. 
He will hurry home in haste, and it is hinted 
that this is due to intrigues against him in 
China. He will arrive in New York on Aug. 
21, Friday, and will hold hits first reception 
on Saturday, the following day. On Sunday, 
Aug. 23, he will take an early train for Phil- 
adelphia, where he will lunch and remain for 
a few hours. During the afternoon he will 
proceed to Washington, where he will re- 
main a week. He will then go direct to Van- 
couver, B. C., where he will embark for 
China. He much regrets that he cannot stop 
at Chicago. In Washington he hopes to see 
all the Secretaries after his audience with 
President Cleveland, when he will present 
his credentials. 


CLEVELAND TO ACT AS ARBITRATOR. 


Agreement Between Italy and Brasil 
Read in the Brazilian Congress. 

Rio de Janeiro, Aug. 8.—Before the Bra- 
villian Congress yesterday the protocol of 
the agreement arrived at between Italy and 
Brazil, by which President Cleveland is 
asked to act as arbitrator upon the claims 
for indemnity made by the former in behalf 
of Italian subjects who suffered losses dur- 
ing the recent civil war, was read for the 
first time. 


QUINN CHAPEL PASTOR ASKS HELP. 


He Wants Friends of the Church to 
Send $1 Each to Clear Off Press- 
ing Indebtedness, 


The Rev. J. M. Townsend, pastor of the A. 
M. E. Church, *“*‘ Quinn Chapel,” at Twenty- 
fourth street and Wabash avenue, has writ- 
ten an appeal for funds. Owing to the hard 
times, which have been severely felt by the 
poor people of the congregation, the finances 
of the church are in such a condition as to 
call for heroic measures. The church prop- 
erty is valuable and the building was started 
at a time when the financial conditions were 
better than at present. The cost was rather 
large for the congregation even then. 

Later it was necessary to complete the 
auditorium of the church sooner than was 
originally intended in order to accommodate 
the growing congregation. This involved 
an expenditure of $10,000. The larger por- 
tion of this amount has been raised by mem- 
bers and friends of the church, together with 
the amount required for the running ex- 
penses and the interest on the indebtedness 
of $27,vU00. 

The church is now in need of $3,000 in order 
to relieve the present embarrassment. With 
that sum the church would again be on a 
firm financial basis. In his appeal to the 
public the pastor says: 

** It has occurred to me that out of the mul- 
titude of philanthropic people there are at 
least 3,000 persons who would be willing to 
give in amounts averaging $l each. If this 
were done the future of the best-known in- 
stitution among the colored citizens of Chi- 
cago would be made entirely safe. 

“ As a last public appeal I would most re- 
spectfully ask a donation of $1 or upwards 
from each friend who has sympathy with us 
in our work of elevating and strengthening 
a struggling people. This appeal is intended 
for every lovér of humanity regardiess of 
race or denominational line. Quinn Chapel 
has been in a large sense a church of the peo- 
ple, and therefore we naturally feel that the 
masses should sustain us.

London, Aug. 8.—England has declined 
with dignity to do police duty for the Sultan 
in Crete. The proposal for international ac- 
tion there, like the project for a concert of 
the powers on the Armenian question, came 
from Vienna, but the proud nation which 
was duped then is now on the alert. 7

him. Public opinion is well expressed by 
that staid, conservative journal, the 
Standard, which tells the Sultan with the 
utmost plainness that a series of amputa- 
tions is necessary for the treatment of the 
malady from which his empire is suffering 
and that it will be a clear gain to civilization 
and peace if the Cretan Christians estab- 
lished their independence. 

This line of comment, which is clearly in- 
spired by the Foreign Office, is worthy of 
the best traditions of English diplomacy. 
The German press declaims against it as a 
betrayal of the European concert, but the 
diplomatic burlesque to which international 
action regarding the Armenian outrages was 
reduced disclosed how valueless and power- 
less concerted diplomacy really was. En- 
gland has ceased to be a good European in 
Talleyrand’s sense and is again completely 


decision is exercising an effective veto upon 
the immoral action of the remaining Euro- 
pean powers. There has been nothing in the 
recent diplomatic actions of England more 
creditable than her dignified and emphatic 
refusal to take part in this fantastic game 
of blind man’s buff in the East. 

It is a logical sequence to England’s de- 
cisive defeat on the Armenian question, 
when the Foreign:Office was baffled by the 
treachery and indifference of its European 
allies. It now stands aione, but on the 
highest possible moral ground. 


Government and the Irish Land Bill, 


The government defeats on the Irish 
land bill were the natural result of the 
vacillating policy of see-saw in dealing 
with landlords and tenants. That measure 
was not carefully prepared at the outset, 
and the government sought to whip it into 
shape and to conciliate two classes who 
were antagonistic by proposing amendments 
and then withdrawing them. 

The bill was mutilated and made over 
before it passed the House of Commons 
in order to suit the tenants, and then it 
went to the Lords, where the Irish land- 
lords have insisted upen restoring clauses 
which were inserted at their request and 
dropped at the demand of their opponents. 
The bfll is now in jéopardy, as the amend- 
ments carried against the government in the 
House of Lords are not matters of detail, 
but of essential principle. The measure in 
its present form is not satisfactory to any 
section of the Unionist supporters and may 
better be dropped altogether than enacted. 

The process by which this deadlock has 
been brought about is a good study of En- 
lish politics. The government benches were 
crowded with hereditary legislators, whose _ 
faces were not familiar to ordinary specta- ° 
ters. Some of them had not taken the oath, 
although the present Parliament has been 
in existence for eighteen months, and they 
qualified on the same day when the divisions 
were taken. 

The story goes that more than one was ig- 
norant as to where the Houses of Pariia- 
ment were, and required careful directions 
from cabmen as to the right door by which 
to enter. But the debate came on, and there 
they all were in a solid mass, preoccupied 
with selfish interests as land-owners and 
determined to teach the government a les- 
son and to ride roughshod over Lord Salis- 


bury and his Ministers if necessary. 


Rabble of Titled Personages. . 

Lords Templeton, Londonderry, Castleton, 
and Inchiquin led this intolerant rabble of 
titled personages, and they did their work 
angrily and ignorantly, but they had a ma- 
jority behind them, and although Lord Rose- 
bery and the Liberal Peers supported the 
Ministry, the land bill was amended repeat- 
edly and converted info a landlord’s meas- 
ure, 

Lord Lansdowne, although supported by 
Lord Ashburne, who understands the land 
question better than anybody else on the 
Unionist side, was powerless to interveie 
in behalf of the government. Lord Salla- 
bury did not venture to speak at all, resery- 
ing himself for the compromise stage of the 
proceédings next week. While the govern- 
ment by this series of defeats in the Upper 
House is placed in an awkward and dis- 
creditable position,’ it will probably be 
extricated from it next week by a timely 
compromise at the last moment. It can- 
not allow the land bill to be passed in its 
present form. Indeed, it will be impossible 
to enact a measure which Messrs. Dillon, 
Healy, and Redmond unite in describing as 
useless, for the Irish members will prolong 
the debate, if necessary, and force the Min- 
isters to drop the bill unless the Lords can 
be compelled to retreat at least part way. 

The session is drawing to a close and the 
members are. anxious to leave London for 
the grouse shooting. What astute observers 
like Messrs. O’Connor and Power regard as 
the probable result of the deadlock is a 
policy of conciliation by which the Com- 
mions will agree to some amendments and. 
reject others, and in this way l* bridge 
for the retreat of the Lords. 


Matilated Bill Will Pass. 

The land bill will probably . pass in a 
mutilated form, especially as no other legis- 
lation of this class is possible for several 
years. It will bea meager showing for seven | 
months of legislation, but it will hardly suf- 
fice to strengthen Lord Rosebery’s argument 
that the Upper House blocks the way and 
renders legislative industry impracticable. 
The Lords have meddled inexcusably in the 
land legislation, but the Commons have 
proved that it is impossible under the present 
procedure for the representatives of the peo- 
ple to do any real work, even when one party 
has a large majority. ose

‘of the memorial in St. Paul’s to Chinese-Gor- 
don, in which he affects a keen personal 
interest. After all this he will go to Bar- 
row-in-Furness.and visit the Duke of Dev- 
onshire and also be entertained at Newcas- 
tle by Lord Armstrong? 

The curious thing in all these demonstra- 
« tions of honor and respect is that nobody 
seems to understand what his relations to 
are, or 


or is traveling for pleasure or business. 
Since his entertainers on the continent and in 
England have been careful to exhibit their 
battleships, gun foundries, and arsenals, it 
would be fair to assume that they consider 
it probable th he has come in order to 
place contracts for war material. Certainly 
the most hospitable nations of Europe are 
in the market and ready to take contracts 
with any Oriental, whether or not he wears 
the yellow jacket and the blue mandarin’s 
hat with a peacock feather. 
- Li Hung Chang sees all the town shows, 
but has a subtle mind. He has not yet 
placed any order in Europe, and has pleaded 
old age and indigestion whenever anybody 
tried to talk business with him. When his 
. Visit to England ends he will sail for Amer- 
ica, where his stay will be short, since he 
is afraid the politicians and statesmen will 
be embarrassed by his presence during the 
Presidential canvass. 

| Will Sail for Vancouver. 

‘He will not go to San Francisco, but will 
make Vancouver his point of departure for 
China, after’a journey through British Co- | 
lumbia. This is because the Canadian

Preparations on the American Liner 
St. Louis for Accommodation of His 
Servants, Coffin, and Cooks.

New York, Aug. 8.—[Special.]—Li Hung 
Chang will come to America on the American 
liner St. Louis, the fastest Yankee ship 
afloat. Passage has been engaged for the 
Chinese potentate for the trip, which begins 
at Southampton at noon Saturday, Aug. =e. 

Suites 15 and 17, each consisting of bed- 
room, sitting-room, and bath, are reserved 
for Li Hung Chang. The apartments are 
on the promenade deck, amidships, on the 
port side, and are the finest on the vessel. 
Suites 11 and 13, which connect with the 
others, will also be placed at Li Hung 
Chang’s disposal. | 

The forty members of his staff will be 
quartered in adjoining rooms amidship, port 
and starboard. Li travels with his coffin, 
his yellow jacket, and peacock feather, and 
at least one apartment will be devoted to the 
reception of these indispensable accessories 
of his journey. :

The biggest interests in the finan- 
cial world are involved. In the Hquidation 
this week—and that there has been liquida- 
tion cannot be gainsaid—the sellers of stocks 
have been largely the noted millionaires of 
Wall street. In theAist is George Gould and 
Russell Sage, magnates of the sugar trust, 
and the controllers of millions that are vest- 
ed in Standard Oil relationship. — 
Chicago has been init. Chicago bankers, 
Chicago packers, Chicago railway man- 
agers, and Chicago rich men out of active 
business have been in this liquidating swim. 
For thé first time since 1884 Chicago has 
been a loser in a Wall street cataclysm. In 
1854, when Grant and Ward went to the wall, 
Chicago was not prepared for the break, and 
some Chicago interests lost heavily. But 
they quickly recouped themselves, and be- 
fore the panic was fairly under way they 
were on the bear side, and ultimately far at 
the front among the big winners on the bear 
side. In 1893 Chicago was in at the very be- 
ginning. The Cordage crash, the general 
trust stock liquidation, and the smashing of 
prices for securities all along the line gave 
Chicago relatively a larger share even than 
New York got of what profits were made by 
the bear contingent through the declines. 


Only Recently Changed Front. 


From that time on Chicago has been 
generally on the bear. side, until lately, 
when the magnificent advances scored by 
local stocks in Chicago inspired a confident 
and hopeful feeling for the whole stock 
market in general. This feeling was aug- 
mented by the cheering reports which 
came with increased earnings by the big 
railroads of the country. 

The average Chicago man naving relations 
with the stock market has been confident 
that the raids on values were unwarranted 
and could not have a lasting effect. There 
was ample warrant for this feeling, too. 
It was a feeling in which every interest of 
consequence in Wall street participated. 
Nowhere was there any appreciation of the 
scare which could be developed by thechreat 
of Populistic politics. But that scare came 
over night and Wall street has ever since 
been suffering from it—the nightmare get- 
ting additional threatening aspects from 
the collapse this week in the Chicago local 
security market. 

Prices made for stocks during the latter 
part of this week have been all without 
sanity. Brokers have had orders to sell 
regardless of results. For some inexplicable 
reason this panicky season has not been 
tempting outsiders to come into the market.

UNIVERSITY'S FIGHT AGAINST RUM. 


Bill Is Filed in the Superior Court Ask- 
ing the Enforcement of the 
Four-Mile Limit Law. « 


Through a bill filed in the Superior Court 
yesterday the trustees of the Northwestern 
University sought to restrain J. C. Brad- 
korb and his wife from selling liquor within 
four miles of the University. 

The charter of the university as amended 
in 1853 is first set up in which the General As- 
sembly provided that no liquor of an in- 
toxicating nature should be sold within the 
four-mile limit under-a penalty of $25 for 
each offense. 

The court is told that in 1895 the defend- 
ants moved into a building on Church road, 
within one mile of the city imits of Evans- 
ton, and this building has been used by them 
for the sale of Iiquor. The Bradkorbs have 
been frequently sued, it is asserted, and in- 
dicted, but by taking advantage of the law 
relating to poor debtors and the crowded 
condition of the Criminal Court dockets they 
have escaped both fine and imprisonment, 
except in one instance in June last, when 
Brandkorb pleaded guilty in the Criminal 
ee and was fined $50, which he promptly 
paid.

Damaging to Agents. 
Investigation’ thus far, it is said, is dam- 
aging to the Chicago agents of the Eastern 
anthracite mine owners, because without 
their services in taking orders and distrib- 
uting the product a big end of the market 
would be closed to the anthracite barons. 
The combination therefore, it is argued, 
would have to break up without allies at this 
end of the line. The work of carrying out 
the plans of the trust, lawyers declare, will 
bring local agents within the pale of the 


law. 

There is thought to be no difficulty in es- 
tablishing the existence of close relations— 
even to the point of organization and the 
enforcement of ordinary. pool regulations— 
among the Chicago representatives of the 
big anthracite companies. 

“ Chicago men have practically controlled 
the hard coal trade at the behest of their 
Eastern masters,’’ said a man well versed in 
the coal trade yesterday. ‘‘ There area reg- 
ular organization and established ways of 
accomplishing this end, and among coal in- 
terests the pool arrangement has become 
such a well-known thing there is no longera 
great deal of secrecy about its business, 

Times of Conference. 

“On the third Thursday in January, Fep- 
ruary, March, April, May, June, and July of 
this year the accredited representatives of 
~the tern concerns have ‘meetings, and 
have decreed the tonnage to be mined and 
the prices to be paid for it in both the East 

_and the West. The ordinary output last 
year was 46,000,000 tons. The amount fig- 
ured this year has been 2,500,000 a month, on 
the theory the less of the product the greater 
the price. 

“This has been verified. Last year this 
time coal was selling f. o. b. Chicago atarate 
as low as $4.10 to $4.15. It is now $5.85. It 
eosts no more to mine coal; it costs no more 
to transport it; but the agents and the com- 
bine have effected the purpose. 

“Of course, the allegation is made that 
the Eastern people are responsible for this 
gross plundering of the public. But they 
would be absolutely powerless were they, 
not backed up by their accredited agents 
here. This is the crucial point which the 
State’s-Attorney and President Healy are 
mostly interested in. Important facts have 
already come into their possession.

Again the decree -went forth in June and 
July, until now the price f. 0. b. Chicago 
13 $5.85. Although this figure is higher 
than six months ago by $1.50, the freight 
rate since the opening of navigation has 
gone down 75 cents. Such are the baneful 
effects of a combine in hard coal rates. 

The same coal now selling for $5.85 was 
Sold last year at the same rate to Buffalo 
frcm the mines: and the same lake rate 
from Buffalo to Chicago for $4.15. Combine 
Squeeze, $1.75.

Beycott ofg0Cark Board. 

The scheme of the Lincoln Park Board to 
boycott the trust by throwing down all the 
unif£Lo bids for its supply of anthracite 
Will be acted out, but probably in a different 
way than expected. A,day or two ago it 
was expected the board would pass a resoiu- 
tion awarding the contract to the dealer 
in bituminous coal making the lowest bid 
on that product. 

The Commissioners have found out no deal- 
er of soft coal could get a ton of the hard 
product to use in bucking against the trust, 
for the trust owns the mines. Any agent who 
would violate the agreement under the pres- 
ent system and sell coal below the estab- 
lished rate would, it is declared: by dealers, 
be thrown bodily out of the anthracite busi- 
ness. Learning this the Lincoln Park Board 
now intends to get along with soft coal and 
some appliance for consuming smoke. 

‘** We can use a substitute fuel,”’ said Com- 
missioner Henrici of the Lincoln Park 
Board, * and it is more than likely we shall. 
We have a smoke consumer at our new 
pumping station which gives good satisfac- 
tion, and it would not be a heavy expense 
tc put in others and use soft coal. I have 
heen conferring with the members of the 
West and South Park Boards, putting the 
case before them, and if the city and county 
stand by the park systems in withholding 
contracts I think the.trust will be skinned 
at its own game.” 

Commissioner Henrici thought the publi- 
cation of the story about State’s-Attorney 
Kern bearing him a message from a coal 
dealer who wanted a whack at the park’s 
coal contract gave a wrong impression. 


Kern Not a Go-Between. 

“It might be thought,” said Mr. Henricil, 
‘that Mr. Kern acted as a go-between to 
swing the award to this acquaintance, when 
as a matter of fact he consented to bear 
the message to me in order to call my atten- 
tion to the fact that a trust’existed and tne 
statement of the coal man in question was 
proof of it. As Mr. Kern himself did not 
hesitate to talk about the affair for THE 
TRIBUNE, that faet was prima facie evidence 
there was nothing about the case he was in- 
terested in hiding.”’ 

State’s-Attorney Kern refused yesterday 
to give the name of the dealer,for publica- 
tion, saying at the proper timc the informa- 
tion would be presented to the grand jury. 
He smiled at the inference put upon his in- 
terview that he had acted asa go-between 
for securing a contract, and said if he had 
acted in that capacity he would have felt. 
like keeping silence. 


Moloney Not Asked to Act. 

Ottawa, Ill., Aug. 8.—[Special.J—No re- 
quest has been made of Attorney-General 
Moloney by the Cook County Board to in- 
stitute proceedings against the anthracite 
coal trust. He does not desire to stafe what 
steps he will take in the matter of his own 
accord at this time.

TO CUT OFF MATERIAL INSPECTORS. 


Downey Decides to Dispense with at 
Least Twenty Men, 

Commissioner Downey has decided to do 
away with the services of all the inspectors 
of material. Hereafter all material will be 
examined by the inspector in charge of the 
work. Mr. Downey does not see the need of 
having one man to inspect brick, for in- 
stance, and another to inspect the masonry 
work. 

This change will do away with at least 
tWenty men, and save the city several thou- 
Sands of dollars each year. The pay of a 
material inspector is §3 a day for eight hours’ 
work. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Downey made the 
first discharges in pursuance of this plan. 
The men dismissed are: Edward F. Bradley, 
material inspector northwest land tunnel: 
John Ryan, material inspector northwest 
land tunnel; Henry Weiland, material in- 
spector Sixty-eighth street crib. Other dis- 
charges, it is said, will follow within a few 
days. 

Yesterday one mining inspector and two 
mason inspectors were indefinitely su&pend- 
ed by Commissioner Downey for neglect of 
duty. and refusing to obey orders of superior 
officers. The men have been working on 
Contractor Duffy’s section of the northwest 
land tunnel. They are Nicholas Van Sloot- 
er, mining inspector; Thomas Mayor, mason 
inspector; and Owen W. Dalrymple, mason 
inspector. 


ACCEPTS ELEVATION ORDINANCE. 


Chicago and Northwestern Railroad 
Will Soon Begin Its Improvement. 

The officers of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railroad yesterday morning filed with 
the City Clerk their formal acceptance of the 
ordinance passed by the City Council June 11 
Jast, providing for the elevation of the com- 
pany’s tracks on Rockwell street from Og- 
den avenue to Kinzie street. 

The plans and specifications for the work 
adopted by the City Council Committee on 
Track Elevation are perfectly acceptable to 
the railroad people, and the work of making 
the change will be begun within a few weeks. 

The plan provides for the opening of all 
important streets along the line and build- 
ing of subways wherever it is found neces- 
Sary. 

The Northern Pacific and the Pan-Handle 
roads have not yet accepted thetr ordinance, 
which was passed at the sametime. Their 
tracks run parallel with the Northwestern at 
Rockwell street, and the time for acceptance 
of the ordinance expires Monday. If they 
refuse to accept the ordinance they will be 
ordered by the city to adopt the plans and 
proceed at oncé with the work of elevating 
their tracks.

per foot.

JAMAICA’S GREAT BANANA KING. 


He Was a Yankee Skipper and First 
Supplied Cape Cod. 

Something over twenty years ago a New 
England skipper used to make several trips 
a year from Boston to the northern ports of 
Jamaica, and would return to Cape Cod Bay, 
his fleet schooner laden with bananas, for 
which he found ready and remunerative sale. 

Other vessels were added to the business, 
which grew and prospered, and soon became 
too important longer to depend upon the un- 
certain winds, and steamers replaced the 
schoomers. 

Bananas were offered in quantities greater 
than our Yankee mariner, with his limited 
means, could handle, and a company was 
formed in 1877, with a capital of $200,000 and 
two steamers, and the business of systemat- 
icaily growing the banana for export to the 
United States commenced. From such small 
beginnings sprang the American company, 
which now practically controls the fruit ex- 
port trade of Jamaica. Its present capital 
is $500,000, and it has a surplus of $1,000,00U, 
and employs twelve steamers. 

It ships to the United States every year 
about 4,000,000 bunches of bananas, besides 
upward of 6,000,000 cocoanuts, and quanti- 
ties of pimento (allspice), coffee, cocoa, and 
early vegetables. It employs nearly 2,000 
men. More than 600 mules are daily in har- 
ness engaged in drawing to ports of shipment 
its varied products. It owns and controls 
more than twenty estates, comprising nearly 
50,000 acres. 

_ Free schools are provided for the children 
of its employés. It has brought great pros- 
perity to a languishing country and prac- 
tically created an industry; and its Presi- 
dent, the man whose foresight began all this 
great work and whose energy is now pushing 
it onward, is commonly known among the 

. Jamaicans as the Banana King.

| SMARTEST SIMIAN IN ALL ’FRISCO. 


Joe Storms’ Varied Accomplishments 
at the Age ofa Year. 

San Francisco Bulletin: Joe Storms, the 
first orang-outang that ever visited the Paci- 
fic coast, was a passenger from Portland, 
Ore., on the steamer State of California. Joe 
is at present quartered in a large blanket- 
lined box on the Oregon dock, attended by a 
whole menagerie of badgers, civet cats, 
pumas, and other antmals. But Joe is the. 
principal attraction, for it was just about one 
year ago that he was brought here from Bor- 
neo on the steamer Coptic in charge of Mate 
Storms, who had hunted on the islands of 
Borneo and Sumatra, and during his chases 
had encountered and slain Joe’s mother. 
Joe was then a mite of a simian, all arms 
and legs, and as bald-headed aga first-night- 
er in the front row, and as hard to please as 
a two-year-old. ' 

Mate Storms took Joe up north to educate 
him, so he said, but before the seaman’s 
protégé was finally prepared to receive his 
education another party purchased hint. Joe 
was taught a good deal, however, and re- 
turns to us as gifted asis Johanna of the Zoo. 

Joe didn’t enjoy the voyage down the 
coast, for he was seasick and could not eat 
his customary two meals each day. He had 
a good rest yesterday, and this morning he 
felt better. Hard-boiled eggs were served 
to him at 11 o’clock, and these he relished 
immensely, carefully .removing the shells 
before eating, just as a man would do. 
Bananas he is passionately fond of, and he 
is as dainty about turning the peeling back 
as a lady with gloved hands would be. 
After breakfast Joe rolled himself up in his 
blanket and took a good snooze. 

Joe’s hands are like those of an old wo- 
tnan and his face is not a thing of beauty 
by any means. He has a mouth that runs 
a good deal to big, and his under jaw Is ro- 
tund and heavy, like the husk of a cocoa- 
nut. Two intelligent eyes peer out from be- 
neath a forehead that is always furrowing 
like that of a man who is trying to do 
some hard thinking, and the top of his pate 
has just enough of small gray bristles on 
it to suggest the .jdea that Joe has used 
hair restorer with just the smallest kind of 
success. 

The education of such a sensitive simian 
as Joe was not an easy task. He isa ten- 
der-hearted brute, and cannot bear a scold- 
ing much better than can a child. When 
whipped he weeps large wnonkey tears that 
roll down to and off that upper lip like 
drops of rain on a rotunda. It required 
large numbers of hard-boiled eggs and 
plenty of ripe bananas to entice him to 
carry the hod, dress himself, pull the cork 
out of a bottle, and, above all, ride a bike. 

Yes, Joe “* bikes,’’ though he is by no means 
a scorcher. He couldn’t set the pace fora 
run to San José, nor could he even ride hard 
enough to puncture a tire. He does not have 
to stoop over to reach the handle-bars, for 

his arms are as long as his body, and when 
he gets down to hard pumping his elbows 
are, grasshopper fashion, above his shoul- 
ders. Joecan run along at an average speed, 
smoke a pipe while at work, and pick up 
anything thrown on the ground in the track 
of his wheel while under way.

RUSSIA’S NAVY IS GROWING FAST. 


Baltic and Black Sea Works Turning 
Out Ships. 

London Letter to Boston Herald: The 
Russian navy continues to grow apace. A 
few days ago the Admiral Oushakoff, the 
first of a new class of vessels, designed es- 
pecially for coast defense,- had her steam 
trials in the Baltic, maintaining a speed of 
fifteen knots for twelve hours. Although 
of comparatively small displacement, she 
carries a powerful armament, consisting of 
four ten-inch breech-loading guns placed in 
two armored turrets, four 120-mm. caliber 
new pattern quick-firing guns, twenty-four 
small caliber Hotchkiss, and four torpedo- 
launching tubes.. A complete belt of armor 
and an armor deck from stem to stern pro- 
tects the vitals of the ship, all machinery, 
boilers, etc., being placed below the pro- 
tective deck. 

At St. Petersburg there is constant activ- 
ity in naval affairs. The cruiser Rurik, 
built and engined by the Baltic works, is 
at anchor in Cronstadt roads, having sat- 
isfactorily completed her steam and gun 
trials. The battle-ship Navarin, built and 
engined in St. Petersburg, is about to make 
steam trials. The ‘battle ships Poltava, 
Sevastopol, and Petropaulovsk, all built in 
Government dock yards; have their machin- 
ery on board, and will be ready for trial 
next spring. The Sissoi Veligy and Admiral 
Senyavin are both practically ready for trial 
at sea. The Admiral Apraxin is almost 
ready to be launched. 

The two last-named vessels are of the 
Admiral Oushakoff class. The triple-screw 
cruiser Russia is being rapidly constructed 
in the new building shed of the Baltic works 
an@ is expected to be launched next year. 
Besides these, there are several new vessels 
just begun or to be soon laid down. 

In the Black Sea the battle-ships Cather- 
ina, Tchesma, Sinope, Twelve Apostles, and 
George Pobedonosetz are completed and 
fully epuipped. The latest addition of the 
same class is the Three Saints, now in an 
advanced stage of construction and awaiting 
steam trials. 


JIM WOOD RETIRES FROM THE ROAD, 


Forty-five Years as an Engineer on 
the New York Central. 

Utica Observer: There are few railroad 
men in this section and along the line of the 
Central-Hudson who do not know James W. 
Wood, who has been in continueus service 
on the Central for the last forty-five years. 
He is now 63 years of age, and as his sight is 
failing he has been retired from active serv- 
ice and will hereafter run a local locomotive 
in Rochester. 

He first served as a fireman.on a locomo- 
tive on the Syracuse and Auburn railroad, 
running the old-fashioned woodburners 
over the strap rails of that period. Later, 
when the direct road was built between 
Syracuse and Rochester, he was in the 
freight nd A and on account of his rella- 


bility and ll earned the favor of Dean 
Richmond, en President of the railroad. 
Commodore Cornelius Vanderbilt, who later 
became President of the Hne, was also at- 
tracted to Jim Wood, and for years he was 
known as “ The Commodore’s engineer.”’ 
Commodore Vanderbilt was always pulled 
over the road by Jim Wood, and it was said 
no other engineer would make speed fast 
enough for him. Once he ran so fast that 
Commodore Vanderbilt pulled the bell cord. 

Jim Wood was the pioneer 6f fast time on 
the railroads of this country, and for years 
his records-led the world. March 1, 1876, he 
made a run from Buffalo to Syracuse, 157.74 
miles, in 2 hours and 45 minutes. James 
Gordon Bennett had chartered a special train 
and Jim Wood showed how fast it could go. 
His trip from Rochester to Syracuse in 1878, 
when he made eighty-one miles in eighty- 
three minutes, was a wonder at the time. 

Jim Wood is the most famous of railroad 
engineers. He is not only admired for his 
courage at the throttle, but is respected for 
the many qualities he possesses. It is no 
discredit to him at his age to be assigned an 
easier berth.

BRUWN MAY CAUSE BOLT. 


CHURCH OF THE COVENANT MEM- 
BERS MAY STAY AT HOME. 


—_—-— 


Trustees and Deacons Restless Over 
the Rumor, and Many Wish the In- 
vitation Had Not Been Extended— 
Published Confession of Mrs. Tun- 
nel in San Francisco and Her 

- Charges Against the Preacher Are 
Not Relished by the Congregation.

The trustees and deacons of the Congrega- 
tional Church of the Covenant, Claremont 
avenue and West Polk street, are restless 
over a rumored bolt of the congregation 
from the regular service this morning. 

The Rev. C. O. Brown, formerly of San 
Francisco, has been advertised to preach at 
the-morning service. He is a cousin of the’ 
Rev. J. T. Blanchard, pastor of the church, 
and it was at the suggestion of the latter 
that the deposed San Francisco minister 
was given an invitation to preach in Chicago. 

The supplying of preachers during the va- 
cation of the pastor of the church Is left to 
a committee of the deacons, of which E. E. 
Northway, No. 407 South Western avenue, 
is Chairman. About two weeks ago the 
_pastor of the church suggested that his 
cousin, the Rev. C. O. Brown, be asked to 
speak. Some of the deacons, it is said, did 
not know whe the Rev. C. O. Brown was, 
and as he was said to be an excellent speaker 
there was unanimous consent on the part of 
the deacons, and the invitation was ex- 
tended. 

The Rev. Mr. Brown came on from Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., with his family and occupied 
the house of the‘pastor, No. 437 Leavitt 
street. During the last week he has made 
preparations .for the first sermon to be 
delivered in Chicago by him since his 
troubles in San Francisco. The trustees 
and deacons of the church looked forward 
to this morning’s service as likely ‘to draw 
to their church a large congregation. 

When the newspapers yesterday an- 
nounced the return of the much-wanted Mrs. 


... Tunnell’té San Francisco and her alleged 


confession:of the damaging evidence she 
might have given in the Brown trial, if, as 
she claims, she had not been induced to go 
away by the Rev. Mr. Brown, the pros- 
pective sermon .took on a different hue. 
Opinion was freely expressed, it is said, that 
it would have been better if the invitation 
had not been extended. 


Officials Reticent. 

When thetrustees and deacons were ap- 
proached as to their opinions of the effect 
‘the invitation would have they were reti- 
cent. One of the trustees, F. D. Peirce, No. 
583 Ogden avenue, consented to say if the 
‘Tunnell story had been known early in the 
week the invitation probably Would not 
have been extended. As it was so near Sun- 
day he thought it would be a bad thing to 
' {nterfere. 

‘When Mr. Peirce was. asked about the 
rumored threat of the congregation to stay 
at home he refused totalk. . 

“You needn't try to stir up any scandals 
about our church,’”’ he said. ‘‘ The news- 
papers are bad enough now, without your 
putting any more sensations into them.” 

BD. E. Northway, one of the deacons of the 
church who had invited the Rev. Mr. Brown 
speak; said he had heard some dissatis- 

action expressed at the invitation being 
extended. One member had told him it 
would be a good thing if the enagagement 
could not be kept. 

At the home of Joseph Howard, No. 981 
West Polk street, a prominent member of 
the church, it was said yesterday there was 
a report in circulation that most of the 
members would fail to appear at church this 
morning. rr, 

A. O. Whitcomb, No. 463 Irving avenue, F. 
W. Swett, No. 1025 West Congress street, 
and DBD. B. Moffatt, also members of the 
church, denfed they: had heard anything of 
the dissatisfaction. 


Brown Interviewed. 

The Rev. C. O. Brown, when ‘asked yes- 
terday what he thought of the reported con- 
fession of Mrs. Tunnell ‘and her statements 
in regard to his own conduct, said: 

“I won't let you ‘quiz’ me. I have had 
“anough of that in other cities. I will tell 
you what I think of Mrs. Tunnel], though. 
Her pretense that she left San Francisco 
to protect me and my family is preposterous. 
We scarcely knew her. She was no friend of 
ours. 

“She said in interviews, every word of 
which she afterwards confirmed, she knew 
absolutely nothing against my character; 
that she left San Francisco, not at my 
suggestion, but to avoid notoriety; that she 
never saw the Overman letters in that form 
eu they appeared in print.’’ 

It was said yesterday by one of the trustees 
of the Church of the Covenant that the Rev. 
Mr. Brown had received:a unanimous call to 
the First Congregational Church of Kala- 
mazoo, of which he was formerly the pastor. 
That church is now’without a minister, and 
it was said there was a strong probability 
of the call being accepted. 

. A dispatch from Kalamazoo says the Rev. 
Cc. O. Brown has received no call from First 
Congregational Church of that city. 


PLAYING HIDE. AND SEEK AT SEA” 


Torpedo Boat Practice with the Great 
White Cruisers. 

Mr. Ernest’ Ingersoll describes “ The, 

Tricks of Torpedo Boats ”’ in the August St. 
' Nichelas. After telling what the boats are 
like ahd what they can accomplish Mr. 
Ingersoll says: But to insure all these fine 
results both officers and men must be taught 
how to manage and maneuver them tothe 
. best advantage, as well as how to discharge 
the torpedoes they carry. Constant drilling 
is necéssary; and lately one of these boats 
in our navy, the Cushing (so suitably named 
after the young hero of the civil war who 
destroyed the Rebel ram Albemarle by 
means of a rude torpedo boat—one of the 
first actually used), has been attached to 
the naval station at Newport, R. 1., in order 
to carry on this practice. One set of officers 
and men after another is instructed in 
handling her and in the making and firing 
of her torpedoes, and they have plenty of 
fun along with the schooling. 

The headquarters of this work is Goat Isl- 
and, which separates Newport Harbor from 
the outer waters of Narragansett Bay. 

There is a searchlight which commands 
the harbor entrances and a wide circle of 
the bay.. One or more warships are always 
there. Those searchlights also can be swung 
in any direction. Yet the Cushing arrived 
one night and first announced herself by 
suddenly blowing her whistle within pistol- 
shot of the inner wharf of the island—and it 
Was not a dark night either. A few after- 
noons later she went down the bay and 
challenged every eye to be alert to see her 
return in the evening. It was bright moon- 
light—a time in which no such boat would 
attempt a serious attack—yet Lieut. Fletch- 
er, the Cushing’s commander, crept within 

_@ third of a mile of the shore before he was 
detected. It would have pleased you to 
see her that night as she came plainly into 
view—a long, low streak gliding silently 
and swiftiy athwart the moonlit sea, rolling 
a silvery furrow back from her plow-like 
bow, and seeming more like some. great 
fish with its back fins out of water than any 
sort of steamship. " 

But it is on dark and stormy nights that 
the practice becomes exciting. Groups of 
officers stand upon the rampart of Fort Wol- 
cott, or upon the bridge of each monitor or 
cruiser, and strain eyes and ears to obtain 
some inkling of the torpedo boat’s presence, 
the long white beam of the electric search- 
light sweeping right and left, up and down, 

_and every man gazing along the path i 
illuminates for some glimpse of the litt! 
enemy. A swing of the beam southward 
brings out the sym walis and numerous 
cannon of Fort Adams and shows every 
yacht and fishing boat at anchor inside of 
Brenton’s Point. The. main channel, the 
Dumplings, the far‘away shore of Conanicut 
Island, Rose Island and its ruined old forti- 
fications, the upper bay dotted with lazy 
sloops and schooners slipping down with the 
tide are revealed one after another as the 
powerful rays are turned slowly westward 
and northward, until at last they are 
shining again on the Naval War College 
and Training School and on the clustered 
sh natn and wharves of the picturesque

Carrying the Mails. 

Chicago, Aug. 6.—[{Editor of The Tribune.]

The General Government has had control 
of the carrying of the mails ever since it was 
organized, but at first the conveyance of 
letters by private parties was tolerated. That 
has not been the case, however, for some 
years. All attempts to introduce a private 
mail service anywhere are suppressed when 
discovered.

How Will the Workingman Be Ben- 
efited f 

Chicago, Aug. 6.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 

—What is to be gained by the working- 

men of every class and occupation, incited by 

Populist politicians to create enmity and 


dislike against their fellow-men of any cir- 


cumstance or kind, if their advice should 
be taken and the workingmen voters can be 
deluded with the idea that they can “ have 
it in” with the capitalist, that his wealth 
can be reduced, or that it can be tapped by 
reducing values one-half by a 16 to 1 basis 
of currency? What does he gain by the opera- 
tion? If an owner of a cool million of prop- 
erty is so reduced, he could certainly, with 
a little exercise of economy, manage to rough 
it upon $500,000 and keep the wolf from his 
door. It might hurt his feelings, but not 
otherwise. He would not go hungry in his 
extremity. 

But how with the workingman, as this rate 
of reduction from affluence to poverty would 
have to be shared pro rata—how would it fit 
his resources? Could he have the purchas- 
ing power of his wages cut in two in the mid- 
Cle and still live and support a family? Or 
if he had a modest home and must sell it, 
would it be convenient for him to take pay- 
ment in coin or paper marked dollars that 
would be worth but one-half of the purchase 
price? 

Would he be benefited by a 50 cent per dollar 
advance in his wages in the face of the ag- 
gravated,. depression in business that wouid 


follow the slashing down of currency and 
values? I do not 


belong to the wealthy 
class, but know very well how such a proc- 
ess would catch me. We remember during 
the war, when greenbacks went down wages 
went up somewhat, but not in keeping or 
comparison to the advance in price of all 
kinds of merchandise and supplies needed 
for daily wants. 

At that time good workmen were not in 
over supply. Thousands of them were away 
in the army and a skilled mechanic left at 
home was “ worth a premium.” 

How, now, when the work and labor mar- 
ket is overstocked all over the land and 
there are many men for every situation 
would there ‘be a “right smart chance’”’ 
for a double advance in wages? Well, I 
think not, in the face of what would follow 
an unlimited free silver election. I do not 
care to try such a wild and desperate ex- 
periment as now suggested to the country 
by the Democratic and Populist conven- 
tions. We do not wish to be “‘ reduced from 
poverty to: affluence’’ in any such man- 
ner. 

And now, from all of this delusion, ¢heory, 
and speculation of the unlimited free silver 
party, I would like to ask who will receive 
any benefit? It is conceded that some in- 
terest must be benefited or there would be 
no motive power behind the 16 to 1 effort. 

There are a comparatively few that will 
rrow rich while the farmer, mechanic, and 
laborer are growing poorer. With an ar- 
bitrary and high price exacted from the 
*“‘government of the people ’’—that means 
from the people themselves—the Silver mine- 
owners, receiving for their entire and unlim- 
ited product twice as much as the metal 
is worth for commercial use in this or any 
other country, will thereby grow very rich. 

And then a canitalist who exacts from 
his. tenants by contract rents payable 1m 
gold, claiming, as he does, that a gold dol- 
lar is worth two dollars, will have the “ op- 
portunity of his life’ im the paying of his 
debts in silver bought at his own business 
ratio—$1,000 from rents paying $2,000 of 
debts—and will also become wealthy. In ac- 
cordance with the fitness of things this cap- 
italist is the free silver candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, running upon a 16 to 1 
platform. 

Whatever others may do, as for me. no 
free, unlimited silver on my plate. I. L. H. 


CONCERNING THE COLOR OF THE EYES 


Dark Eyes More General Among Wom- 
en than Among Men. 

Into the realm of sentiment, with heavy 
footfall, like a bull in a china shop or an 
elephant among porcelain, the sedate and 
matter-of-fact statistician obtrudes him- 
self, intent on dealing through percentages 
with matters which, one might think, would 
be exempt from such prosaic consideration. 
The latest subjects of statistical inquiry are 
light and dark eyes, and as the result of 
sundry responses to questions propounded 
in various countries.and duly authenticated, 
it has been discovered (and not merely dis- 
covered, but also proved) that, taking the 
average of Europe and America, 44.6 is the 
percentage of men having light eyes, includ- 
ing blue and gray. The proportion of girls 
and women having blue or gray eyes is by 
the same computation 34.2 per cent. In 
other words, blue eyes are decidedly rarer 
among women than men, and it is for this 
reason perhaps that blue eyes, especially 
in combination with blonde hair, are es- 
teemed so highly as a feature of feminine 
beauty. 

Men have lighter eyes oftener than women: 
but in the intermediate grade of color be- 
tween light and dark the percentage of the 
two sexes is very nearly, though not quite, 
the same. In this intermediate category are 
brown and hazel eyes, neither pure light nor 
genuine black. The percentage- of these 
among men is 43.1, and among women 45.1. 
Thé percentage of dark, or, more properly, 
. black, eyes is larger among women, being 
20.7 per cent of the whole number, while 
among men it is 12.3. Perhaps it is the 
relative rarity of dark eyes among men 
which establishes the rule than dark-eyed 
men are esteemed by women to be more 
fortunate in the color of their eyes than 
blue-eyed men. 

The figures upon which these percentages 
are based are the result of inquiries not 
prosecuted in one or more of the countries 
of Europe or ane or more States of the 
United States, for, as is well known, in 
Southern European countries dark eyes, 
both among men and women, predominate, 
while light eyes are to be found in just as 
high a proportion in Northern countries.

Louisville Courier-Journal: When mem- 
bers, of the Fifty-third Congress take the 
stump for the Chicago platform they should 
be asked whether they approve the action 
of President Cleveland in sending troops to 
Chicago to put down the insurrection of 
1894. If they say yes, it will be in order to 
ask them why they voted in convention to 
condemn it; or if they were not in the con- 
vention why they support a platform that 
condemns it. If they say no, let them be 
asked why they voted for it in the House 
or Senate, as the case may be, or suffered 
it to pass without a protest. How does it 
happen that an act that was praiseworthy 
in 1894 became so bad in 1896 that a conven- 
tion claiming to belong to the same party 
as the President felt impelled to con- 
demn it?

‘Crutches costing $500 and $1,000 can be 
found frequently. They are made to order. 
However, if you want to see one of the genu- 
ine millionaire variety just stay here till 
about 3 o’clock this afternoon. There is a 
South Side man whose sons conduct a real 
estate business in the building across the 
street, and he comes down for an hour ortwo 
every day to superintend things himself. We 
made his crutches tor him, and I speak from 
figures when I tell you that their exact cost 
was $1,750. From that the prices range all 
the way through the hundreds down to the 
dvullar mark, the slighter the decoration the 
less the cost. Many children’s crutches are 
also marvels of workmanship.”

Freights and Charters. 


CHICAGO—Shippers from South Chicago are 
trying to force a difference of an eighth of a cent 
on grain, as compared with rates on cargoes 
oing from Chicago River. Of late the big fel- 

lowe have been piling into South Chicago, while 
Armour and other shippers on the old river have 
not been able to get all the boats they . needed. 
Vesselmen are opposing any such difference, but 
with general lake trade as flat as it is now they 
may not be able to prevent it. It will be a most 
werful argument for energetic action by the 
tiver Improvement Association for the improve- 
ment of the Chicago River. The only charters re- 
ported yesterday were the Samuel Mitchell for 
corn to Buffalo ot 144 cents and the G. J. Boyce 
or corn to Port Huron, 
, The Coralia, last of the big boats to load at South 
Chicago, got away last night with 202,000 bushels 
of’ corn. As the Coralia was going to Fairport. 
where the draft of water is limited to sixteen feet, 
she did not load as deeply as she otherwise might. 
The Rees cleared at 2 o'clock yesterday morning 
with 124,500 bushels of corn and 61,650 bushels 
of wheat. This equals 5,335 tons. In all the three 
boats carried 16,745 tons of grain, a record never 
before approached on the lakes and equal to cargoes 
on the Atlantic until a few years ago. In fact, 
the average tramp steamer in ocean service is a 
much smaller carrier than the modern lake vessel 
nowadays. The three cargoes contained over 900 
carloads of grain, and would have made a solid 
train six miles long. All this business is going 
around the old harbor.

Stickney, he said, showed the grossest 
bad faith on the part of his road and the most 
utter disregard of agreements between the 
officials of his line and those of other West- 
ern railways that had come to his knowledge 
in his railway experience. 

The officials of the Western railways, as 
well as the owners thereof, will be greatly 
interested to learn what positition the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, the courts, 


and authorities of the State of Illinois will 


take with respect to the question of whether 
it is legal and within the chartered powers 
ot a railway corperation to organize com- 
panies for the purpose of enabling a rail- 
way to carry on a grain business. 

If railroads could lawfully engage in 
such enterprises it would be necessary for 
all large transportation companies in this 
country to organize subsidiary or auxiliary 
companies to buy and sell for account of 
the railways, grain, flour, dressed meats, 
etc. Such a condition of affairs would 
sooner or later result disastrously, as it 
would open up opportunities for peculation, 
fraud, and mismanagement in the manage- 
ment of railway affairs in this country. 

He believes it would be to the interest of 
the public at large, the investors.in railway 
securities, and in the interest of honest and 
fair dealing between man and man, to puta 
stop to such transactions, as well as the 
other irregularities testified to at this hear- 
ing. 

Vice-President Paul Morton of the Santa 
Fé says:

“The admissions made by Mr. Stickney 
under oath are most remarkable, He ad- 
mits that the Iowa Development company, 
a corporation organized under the laws of 
Iowa for the purpose of dealing in land, the 
stock of which is owned entirely by the 
Great Westefn railway company, was put 
in the market at Kansas City to the 
prejudice of everybody else for the purpose 
of securing grain business for his road.

PRINCIPAL WILLIAMS I$ OUSTED. 


Head of the Marquette School Asked te 
Hand in His Resignation to the 
Board of Education. 


Principal Frank B. Williams of the Mar- 
quette School was notified yesterday by the 
District committee of the Board of Educa- 
tion that he had been. suspended and tivat 
his resignation would be gratefully received. 

Pfincipal Williams is spending his vaca- 
tion in Mount Clemens, Mich., and has yet 
had no opportunity to reply to the charges 
against him. 

The committee, consisting of E. G. Halle, 
D. R. Cameron, and E. C. Delano, took sum- 
mary action in suspending Mr. Williams 
without a hearing, because after a careful 
investigation of the case on Friday night 
and the examination of several witnesses, 
there could be no doubt of the seriousness 
of the accusations. 

The charges against Principal Williams 
are of so grave a character that some ofthe 
members of the board conversant with the 
facts say {t would be best for him never to 
show his face in Chicago again. The wit- 
nesses who appeared before the committee 
F. V. Christen and the 
parents of one of the boy pupils of Mar- 
quette School, whose testimony, though 
given with great reluctance, could not be 
questioned and was a tremendous shock to 
the committee. 

Assistant Superintendent Delano said last 
evening: ‘*I cannot tell you how this mat- 
ter has affected the members of the Board of 
Education and the many friends of Mr. 
Williams. He has been a principal of Chi- 
cago schools for twenty years and his char- 
acter up to thissad moment always has been 
withowt. a breath of reproach., His educa- 
tional work has been successful unusually 
and he has been steadiiy promoted, going 
from the old Walsh School, where he began 
his labors, to the Clark School in Ashland 
avenue, and from there to the Marquette 
School when it was first opened.” 

Principal Williams is:about 40 years old 
and a. bachelor. None of his friends could 
savy what action he was likely to take in re- 
gard to the accusations against him, but 
many of them thought it would be best for 
him to make no attempt to prove his inno- 


cence, 


PARK BOARDS BODIES CORPORATE. 


Iles Gives an Opinion on Revenue 
Law and Town Organization. 

County Attorney Iles has been at work on 
an opinion regarding the revenue law and 
the town organization act with reference to 
their relation to park boards. It also con- 
cerns the question of the abolition of town- 
ship lines in Cook County. This opinton has 
now been. rendered. Some of the points 
elucidated by the attorney are the following: 

‘‘It appears that park districts are closely 
related to and identified with township or- 
ganization, and, if township government fs 
discontinued, it will be necessary to other- 
wise provide by legislative enactment and 
the vote of the people for the maintenance of 

arks. 

eo Jrowever, all difficulty in regard to parks 
may be removed by the passage ofa bill pro- 
viding that the park boards as now existing 
shall constitute bodies corporate, be munici- 
pal corporations for park purposes, with 
power to assess and collect taxes for corpo- 
rate purposes, which taxes shall be uniform 
in respect to persons and property withih 
the jurisdiction of such board; and that said 
boards shall, upon.the affirmative vote of the 
people, be corporate authorities of the city, 
towns, or villages in which the same may be 
situated, for the purpose of making local 
improvements by special assessments or by 
special taxation of contiguous property or 
otherwise.”’ 

Concerning the abolishment of township 
organizations in Cook County the opinion 

rs: 
ee Tt appears that a discontinuance of the 
town system in Cook County would not af- 
fect our present Board of County Commis- 
sioners, while in every other respect it would 
affect us the same as other counties not un- 
der township organization. 

‘‘T am of the opinion that if township or- 
ganization were abolished in Cook County 
the ipresent Board of County Commis- 
sioners would continue, and that no special 
election would be necessary for the purpose 
of electing three Commissioners as pro- 
vided in said act, but that in all other re- 
spects we would be in the same position as 
all other counties not under townsNip organi- 
zation. 

‘Such a Constitution, however, would not 
be desirable and would not meet the end 
sought. Hence, in order to meet the needs 
of Cook Courfty in the premises, it would be 
necessary to resort to the Legislature at its 
next session for a remedial act, which act 
should be a revision of the revenue law as 
applied to Cook County.” . 


NORWEGIANS DEDICATE A HOME, 


Refuge for Old People of That Na- 
tionality Formally Opened. 

Five hundred Norwegians gathered at 
Norwood Park yesterday afternoon to wit- 
ness and participate in the formal dedication 
of the newly established Norwegian Old 
People’s Home. The institution is the prod- 
uct of six months’ activity on the part of 
a society organized by representative citi- 
zens of that nationality in°Chicago. It con- 
sists of the building and grounds formerly 
occupied by the Illinois Industrial Home for 
Boys, which removed to Feehanville four 
years ago. 

The act of dedication was performed by 
the Rev. H. W. Roth of the Wicker Park 
Evangelical Lutheran Church. This was 
preceded by a program of speeches and 
music. The addresses were delivered by 
members of the Norwegan Old People’s 
Home Society. The event was made the 
occasion for a pienic, and lunch baskets 
accompanied the major portion of the part;. 
Refreshments were served on the grounds 
after the ceremony was over.

WRECKERS ON THE ALTON

ALLEGED ATTEMPT TO DERAIL A 
PASSENGER TRAIN. 3 


Engine Dashes Into a V-Shaped Ob- 
struction at the Curve Between 
Sag Bridge and Willow Springs 
with Such Force as to Demolish It— 
No One Is Injured and Damage Is 
Soon Repaired—Special Officers In- 
vestigating the Matter. 


An alleged attempt to wreck a passenger 
train on the Chicago and Alton railroad is 
just now being investigated by special of- 
ficers of that line. The alleged attempt was 
made on Friday evening between Sag Bridge 
and Willow Springs. 

About midway between the stations three 
ties were placed on the track. The train 
was heavily loaded. The engine, going at 
the rate of forty miles an hour, struck the 
obstacle, but did not leave the tracks. 

When the train was stopped it was found 
that one of the ties had been wedged under 
the pilot of the engine, and it required more 
than an hour before it could be removed. 

At Lemont the matter was reported to the 
authorities, and the whole police force was 
at once put to work on the case. No clew, 
however, can be found of the guilty parties, 
but the Lemont police are of the opinion the 
object was robbery and that the work was 
done by tramps. 

Ties Placed at a Curve. 

From Sag Bridge to Willow Springs the 
road is straight with the exception of one 
slight curve about midway between the sta- 
tions. It was at this curve the alleged at- 
tempt to wreck the train was made. On 
either side is a heavy growth of trees and 
underbrush. It is thought the men who 
placed the ties on the track were hiding in 
the underbrush. 

No doubt the train would have been 
wrecked had it not been that it was run- 
ning at high speed. One of the ties was 
broken completely in two, and another was 
thrown a distance of twenty feet. The third 
tie, which was lying lengthwise in the center 
of the tracks, was forced under the pilot. 

Engineer Lyman, who was in the cab, is 
one of the oldest engineers on the road. 
When the crash came he was thrown from 
his seat, but was not injured. He reversed 
the machinery and brought the train to a 
standstill. The train was in charge of Con- 
ductor Dunham. 

Passengers Alarmed. 

Confusion prevailed among the passengers, 
and it was only after much effort they were 
quieted. A brakeman went-.to Willow 
Springs and brought several section hands, 
and after an hour’s hard work the repalrs 
were made. When the train pulled into Le- 
mont word was immediately sent to Chicago 
and also to Bloomington. 

At the office of the division superintendent 
at the Union Depot yesterday it was said an 
obstruction had been found on the track at 
that point, but the officers did not believe It 
was the work of train wreckers. Notwith- 
standing this, however, a dispatch was sent 
from the general managers office to Marshal 
Cohen at Sag Bridge, it is said, asking Mar- 
shall Cohen to start work on the case at 
once and make a thorough investigation.

The Armour Drill Corps, the South Side 
organization of young women, has returned 
from its third annual experfence at camp- 


, gers,”’ -and unfavorable grounds present a 


formidable combination sufficient to datnpcn 
the enthusiasm of any party of campers 
less stout hearted than the young women of 
the corps, but in the eamp at Lake Wawasee, 
Ind., from July 21 to Aug. 1 these discourag- 
{ng circumstances were regarded as no more 
than unpleasant incidents, and the girl 
soldiers of the corps were undaunted by the 


unfavorable environment. 

The Armour Drill Corps is made up of a 
hundred young women of the South Side, 
ranging in age from 11 to 1S. They are di- 
vided into Companies A and B, each with its 
full complement of officers. They use the 
Armoyr Mission for their drill room, yet they 
are independent and in nowise connected 
with that of the Armour Institute. Itis due 
to the efforts of J..M. Cowan that the recent 
camping trip and those preceding ft were 
possible for the girls. It was he who organ- 
iged the corps, drilled the girls until they 
can successfully compete with any military 
corps in the city, and finally made the or- 
ganization. self-sustaining. To claim mem- 
yership in the A. D. C. has come to be re- 
gerded as a great honor, and the commander 
finds some difficulty in preventing its assum- 
ing unwieldy proportions. 

Two previous encampments. at Lake 
Beulah, Wis., had made the girls veterans, 
‘4nd there were few mistakes and little con- 
fusion in establishing the camp upon their 
arrival at the grounds. Each girl was re- 
quired to tuke, besides her personal effects, 
pedding, knives, forks, and dishes, the tents 
and cots being all that was furnished. 

Arrangement of the Camp. 

The party was made up of seventy-five 
girls of the drill corps, five chapeérons, five 
gentlemen in charge, a cook and two as- 
sistants, and from ten to twenty-five board- 
ers Quring the camp. The camp consisted of 
twenty-six military tents, one large assem- 
ply tent, a permanent dining-room and 
kitchen, and a guard house, the use of which 
happily was not required atany time. The 
tents were arranged on three-sides of a 
square, each with an elevated hardwood 
floor. The members, immediately upon their 
arrival, took possession in parties of four 
to six, previously. arranged, and in three 
hours the camp was completely established. 
The routine of camp life wus observed in 
strict military fashion: Reveille at 6 a. m.; 
breakfast, 7; inspection, 9; dinner, 12; sup- 
per, 6 p. m.; tattoo, 9:30; and taps, 10 p. m. 
One of the chaperons was appointed house- 
keeper for each day and ten girls were chosen 
io serve In the commissary department. 

The stern realities of life in the field were 
encountered from the first and features un- 
mentioned in the prospectus came into no- 

tice: Mosquitoés of a large and malignant 
species were among thé first native visitors, 
closely followed by the less known “ }ig- 
ger,’ which was at first confused with its 
wedecessor and unrecognized. It might 
ave remained “incog’’ but for its impu- 
dent familiarity and the refusal to be dis- 
lodged by slaps and scratches, whereby it 
courted investigation.

just been decorated with the Order of Metu- | 
This order of knighthood was con- | 
ferred upon her by his Roydl Highnéss Guy | 
de Lusignan, Prince of Jerusalem, Cyprus,

This is not the first time that Miss Barton | 
has received such a distinction. For her | 
services during the Franco-Prussian war she | 


was decorated by both the Emperor of Ger- 
many and the Grand Duke of Baden. 

The Order of Melusine was instituted in 
1186 by Queen Stfbylla, wife of King Guy of 
Jerusalem. The decoration is given to those 
who assist in any way the Armenian Nation, 
or to those who have distinguished them- 
selves in science, letters, or the arts. 

The jewel of the order consists of thé cross 
of Jerusalem in blue enamel. Between the 
four points of the eross are four smaller 
crosses in silver, while in the center are the 
arms of the royal house of Lusignan. 

The jewel is surmounted by a silver crown, 
and is worn upon the left breast suspended 
from g blue ribbon with white borders.

She opened a set of 
books, and when her purchasing is done she 
carefully tabulates everything in connection 
with it. She studies the market, and the 
dealer who for a moment ever has thought 
he could mislead her thinks s0 nto more. 
Being a large purchaser, she can do mutch 
better than any one of her customers could 
do for herself. More than this, she is onthe 
ground so early that she has,“ first choice ”’ 
of everything jhe market affords. It fs the 
united testimony of her customers, and she 
now hasfas many of them as she can serve, 
that she saves them the amoynt of the small 
percentage she charges for doing the work 
each month and that the quality of their 
household supplies is greatly improved. 

In speaking of her undertaking, this small 
woman, who is not yet very far along in 
her 20s, and who {fs as bright as the sun- 
shine of her native South, says she learned 
to market in New Orleans when she was a 
little girl. She does not consider her under- 
taking a hardship, but felicitates herself on 
having discovered it. Of course most of her 
purchases are @elivered at the various 
houses of the people she serves, but special 
orders that are needed early in the day she 
brings in her basket and delivers on her 
way home. 

Although the percent which she charges 
{fs small, the aggregate of what she receivee 
makes a good income. She laughingly as- 
serts that she makes a better salary than 
many men who know more in an hour than 
she ever expects to find out if she should 
live to a good old age, at the same time 
being her own mistress and having several 
hours to herself every day. 


JUST BEFORE THE COLLISION OCCURS 


The Thoughts That Flash Thtough the 
Engine Man’s Brain—An Old 
Fireman’s Story.

Rochester Democrat and Chronicle: Thére 
is something attractive about railroad life 
to the man who onceentersit. Therailroad 
companies rarely give up a reliable, faithful 
man. He may become maimed and unfit for 
the most remunerative positions and be 
forced to accept some humbler place with a 
smaller salary attached to it, but itis an un- 
written law with most of the great railroad 
companies that the man who is injured in 
their service shall be placed in some position 
where he may obtain his livelihood. 

Thus it may happen that when you fall tn 
conversation with the man who occupies a 
humble swith-house or a flagman’s shanty, 
you are talking with one who has had his 
share of excitement and been through ex- 
periences that would make the hatr of the 
average man stand upon end. A reporter 
met a switchman the other day, the pathos 
of whose life was expressed in the wooden 
leg which he used, and asthe Empire dashed 
by he looked up and sald: 


“Yes, I like railroading. I have been fn 


the business all my life, and expect to spend 
the rest of my days over the rails, but I am 
quite content to remain here in my little cot- 
tage and tend to my flagging rather than 
have the position of the man who holds the 
throttle on that big engine which just 
whizzed by here, You may think it a snap 
to sit there and ride over the country at the 
rate of a mile a minute, but [ tell you the 
man carries a load of responsibility on his 
shoulders which I would not want on mine 
and which the average man knows very lit- 
tle about. I know something of it, for 1 was 
fireman some years ago on one of the fast 
engines and lost my leg in an accident be- 
tween here and Albany. But if I had come 

ut of that accidenf as sound as you are I 
never should have beewable to hold my nerve 
for any more fast trips. That finished me 
for that work.” 

*“ Then if a man has been hurt ina railroad 
accident it makes him scary of that kind of 
work, does it?’ asked the reporter. 

** You bet it does,”’ answered the switch- 
man with emphasis, *“‘ and don’t let any one 
fool you that it don’t. The man who was 
running that engine the day I was hurt es- 
caped with hardly a scratch, but he never 
could keep his time up the way he did before 
that, and finally was put ona freight engine, 
where the running was a great deal slower.., 

‘“*I shall never forget the way he looked 
the afternoon the smash-up occurred, Just 
before the crash came I looked at him. We 
were rounding a curve down by Schenectady. 
His long gray hair was flowing in the breeze.,,. 
his face set, and his eyes fixed on the track 
ahead, 

“All at once he jumped fo his feet and re- 
versed the lever and exclaimed In a startled 
tone, ‘ My God, we are caught!" It was prob- 
ably not more than half a minute after when 
I was lying beneath the engine with my leg 
crushed, utterly ungonscious of the fact that 
a great wreck had occurred, but every move- 
ment and occurrence of that half minute is 
as vividly fmpressed upon my mind as ff it 
had taken weeks of time to {mpress it there. 

‘““As he spoke I looked through the cab 
window ahéad of us, and there, within twen- 
ty rods, was a freight engine coming straight 
at us, and there was no possible chance to 
escape acrash. The engineer was doing his 
duty. I knew that, He was reversing the 
lever, applying. the brakes, and doing his 
best to avert what he knew was tfnevitabte, 
but I had nothing to do, and it seemed as 
if everything in my life was before me in 
those few seconds. I felt absolutely sure 
I was going to die. Strangé as it may seem, 
the thought did not seem horrible to me. A 
whole lot of the slang sayings, such as‘ You 
are learning to fire here in this world. so 
as to be prepared for the next,’ and ‘ You 
won’t mind a hot job over there,’ and a num- 
ber of those stale things which a fireman has 
to take, came into my head, and even in 
that awful position it occurred to.me {fn a 
sort of humorous way that I had made a 
good start here below, or here above, as I 
might say. The nextemoment I was think- 
ing of my wife and children, yes, and of 
mother, too, who had been dead a number 
of years. A man always thinks of his moth- 
eratsuchatime. But I don’t think I hada 
particle of fearof death. The last thing that 
was on my mind was the question, Who 
was to blame for the accident? and that is 
the last I remember. 

“When I came to my senses I was in a 
hospital, and was minus a leg. Since then 
I have been constantly employed one way 
and_ariother by the railroad company, but I 
never see one of the fast trains go by with- 
out thinking of that wreck. The engineer 
miraculously escaped with scarcely a bruise, 
hut it finished him for that kind of work. 
He was always seeing engines ahead of him 
after that, and I have heard that moré than 
once he had slowed up his train in order not 
to collide with an fmaginary engine, which 
I have no doubt was as real to him as ft was 
on the afternoon the wreck I speak of oc- 
curred. As I said before, hé Wastransferred 
to a freieht engine, but even there he was 
timid, and finally left the road altogether. 

“You can put it down 48 a pretty sure 
thing that when an engineer has been in an 
accident once he fs minus a good share of 
the nerve which {ft takes'to make his runs on 
time to the tick, and if he isn’t on time he 
has got to go sooner or later.”’

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STEEL ROADS THE THING.

| SOLUTION OF THE BAD THOROUGH- 
FARE QUESTION. 


Gen. Ray Stone ef the Department of 
Agriculture Thinks the Inevitable 
Highway Pavement Is of Flat Rails 
on Which the Wheels of the Ve- 
hicles Are to Run—He Says There 
Is as Mach Economy in This Plan as 
in Running Rallroad Trains. 


Washington Star: “‘ I believe that the ulti- 


mate solution of our good roads problem for | 


all great thoroughfares lies in the steel high- 
way,” said Gen. Roy Stone, who fs in charge 
of the road inquiry office; Agricultutal De- 
partment, to the writer a few days ago. Gen. 
Stone fs probably the best authority on the 
road question in this counfry. His office 
bears ani advisory or educational rélation 
to the road commissionérs of all of the States 
and Territories. 

‘“* Undoubtedly, the wedring surfaces of all 
highways connecting our great cities and 
traversed by wagons and light vehicles dre 
to be flat steel rails,’’ Gen. Stone continued. 
“There is ho greater propriety or economy 
in running a wagon thafti there would be in 
running a raflroad train over a rough sur- 
face of earth or stone. Horséless vehicles 
will undoubtedly develop metal roads. The 
cost, to begin with, will be higher than that 
of stone or concrete roads, but with the pres- 
ent low price of steel the saving in wear 
would much more than compensate for the 
difference in cost. At the same time, the 
saving in the expense of hauling would be 
from 50 to 80 per cent.”’ 

‘* What Is your idea as to the way such a 
steel highway should be built?’ 

** It should consist of a double line of track, 
with a carriage road at either side. Wagons 
with heavy loads could follow one another 
upon it in a straight line either. way, while 
Iighter and faster vehicles could pass them 
by turning out occasionally into the side 
roads. Flat rails laid up on stringets should 
be the style of track used, They should be 
laid level with the roadway, so that wheels 
might pass onto or off them without diffi- 
culty. The general form of the rajl should 
be a shallow trough, with flat bottom, and 
outer edges raised only enough to give a gen- 
tle guidance to the wheels. The width should 
be suited to the gauges of all vehicles. 1 
find that in New York and vicinity, where 
there is perhaps the greatest variety of road 
vehicles, the gauges of wagons and carriages 
range from four feet ten inches to six feet. 
A rail ten inches. wide would therefore be 
necessary to accommodate all of these 
gauges comfortably.”’ 

‘‘ Have steel rails ever been used on high- 
ways?” 

“Yes. In Glasgow, about fifty years ago, 
flat rails, elght inches wide, were used in this 
way. They were very successful in diminish- 
ing traction. The only objection to them 
was that horses sometimes slipped and fell 
when stepping upon the smooth surface of 
the rails. Such a danger will be avoided 
if rails are rolled with indentations every few 
inches below the general surface. As loftig 
as our highways are to be used by horses 
this will be necessary, and [t will not roughen 
the track for wheéls. Deep web rails, simi- 
lar to those now used on the best street car 
tracks, eould not be rolled with such tndenta- 
tions. The deep web rails will, however. 
make much the better roadway when they 
can be used. 

‘“ These steel highways will connéct all our 
large citfes. They will be crowdéd with ve- 
hicles, such as are now séen only in exhibi- 


tions or in trial trips. In the recent trials '

of horseless vehicles those driven by elec- 
tricity have been at a disadvantage for the 
want of facilities for recharging their stor- 
age batteries. My idea is that the electrical 
horseless carriage will be mdre economical 
and satisfactory than the other varieties 
when the storage battery is lightened and 
fmproved to the extent that it probably will 
be. The trolley could not well be used upon 
the steel highway. 

“Its difficulty would be that one vehicle 
could not be passed by another except upop 
sidings. A flat or slightly concaye steel rail, 
only a small fraction of an inch. below the 
general surface of the highway, would be 
the perfect track for bicyclists. They could 
easily follow a rail of this kind ten inches 
wide. If not, they would have no difficulty 
in turning off. Many of the riders in tlh 
city prefer to ride over the slot of the cable 
cars. There would be no necessity for 
switches if each carriage had its independ- 
ent motor. The heavy wagons would have 
wide tires, and could safely turn out into 
the stone road for passing slower vehicles, 
specially on down grades. 

7 ae Stone showed the writer some inter- 
esting suggestions for steel road building 
recetved from road authorities in different 
States. Mr. Martin Dodge, State Highway 
Commissioner of Ohio, proposes to lay ones: 
for the use both of ordinary vehicles ar 
electric railways, and to let every man run 
bis own private trolley car on these itetree 
He says that it will cost one-fifth as mruc 

per ton per mile to transport over steel 
rails as it wouTd over the best macadamized 
road that could be built. He further states 
that a combined wagon road and railway 
is to be put in practice in the vicinity of 
Cleveland, O., to test the merits of the sys- 
tem. The timbers holding the rails in place 
will afford a board walk for the horses. Its 
claimed that the cost will be about one-half 
that of a macadamized road. 

The State Road: Commissioner of New 
Jersey, Henry I. Budd, proposes to lay stecl 
rails about the thickness of ordinary boiler 
plate, rolled in the shape of a gutter, five 
inches wide, with a square perpendicular 
rim one-half inch high. It Is arranged to 
form a conduit of water, and makes it easy 
for wheels to enter or leave the track. Mr. 
Budd says that one horse will draw or a 
efeel track twenty times as much as on a 
dirt road, and five times as much as on 
macadam. A double-track steel highway of 
his design, he says, would cost $1,000 Tess 
per mile than one of macadam the same size, 
while a rural one-track road would cost 
$5.000 Tess, Or $2,000 per mile. 

Mr. John O'Donnel, ex-member of the 
New York Railroad Commission, proposes 
the usé of gutter-shaped rafis, spiked to fim- 
bers running the same Tength as the raits, 
the heads of the spikes being below the 
ground surface. He also prescribes cheaper 
steel hi¢hways. which may be used for 
pranch lines connecting the main highway 
with the residences or barns of farmers 
atone thé wav. Steel highways, he says, 
would be well ddapfed to light steam _en- 
gines or horseless mofors. For $10 a trip. 
he estimates, a stéam mofor sould be run for 
100 miles, carrying from fifty to 1060 tons

- best narrative has hitherto been conceded to 


be that given in Mrs. John H. Kinzie’s book, 
which has been looked upon as 
complete, graphic, and authentic. Nothing 
‘ig taken away from this praise by the find- 
ing of a novel, published four years before 
Mrs. Kinzie’s book appeared, of which the 
massacre is made the predominant. feature. 
This book, happily disinterred from the dust 


: of years, simply demonstrates that a graphic 


romancer had preceded the accomplished 
jady authoress, put the repulsive facts of 
the happening into a setting of fiction, and 
given Chicago the first and only novel bear- 
ing upon its baptism of blood. 

The book referred to has the title of “* Wau- 
nan-gee, or the Massacre at Chicago. A 
Romance of the American Revolution. By 
Maj. Richardson.” The preface is dated 
New York, March 30, 1852. Few people 
know of the work. It was the misfortune of 
its author that when the book appeared Chi- 
cago was in the squalling stage of its ex- 
istence, too young to care about anything 
but the colics incident to its overgrowth. 
Few people heard of the romance then; 
tewer still know now of its having been 
written. The author was not ** well known, 
though he had told several stories of front- 
jer life; but his obscurity does not bar his 
right to being the first who wove the inci- 
dents of the massacre into fiction. He did 
not steal his facts from “ Waubun,” be- 
cause he ante-dated it by at least four years; 
however, the facts given are substantially 


the eame in both books. 
Who Was “ Maj. Richardson he 

The identity of “Maj. Richardson - 
{gs uncertain. The name may have been 
real or assumed. In the concluding 
sentence of his “ prefatory inscrip- 
tion” he indicates that he had been 
‘an officer in the British army; for hewrites 
that his first and previous Indian tale had 
been dedicated ‘‘as a tribute of the soldier 
to his companions in arms ”’ of her Majesty's 
Forty-first Regiment, in garrison at De- 
troit shortly after the Chicago massacre, 
“in memory of the long and by no means 
feather-bed service I had seen with that 
gallant corps in the [then} Western wilds of 
America.” In one of the chapters describing 
the butchery he says: ‘ Well do we, who 
chronicle these events, recollect it; for while 
the little garrison—in recording whose fate 
we take not less an interest than our readers 
can in the perusal—were preparing to march 
out of the fort . . . we stood at the bat- 
tery which vomited destruction into the 
stronghold of him who had counseled and 
commanded the advance upon Fort Wayne.”’ 
And again, in the last lines of the story, he 
refers to himself as being at Detroit at the 
time of the massacre, ‘‘ an unformed boy of 
15."" Assuming from these statements that 
he was in the British army in 1812 and at the 
place named at the time given, he certainly 
ought to have been well prepared to write in 
1852, at the age of 55, a romance founded on 
facts of Chicago’s great tragedy. That he 
employed established truths he asserts in his 

reface in the declaration that “‘ It is scarce- 
y necessary to state that the whole of the 
‘text: approaches so nearly to historical fact 
that-any other preface than that which ad- 
mits the introduction of but one strictly 
fictitious character—Maria Heywood—in the 
book must be, in a great degree, supereroga- 


The “prefatory iriscription”’” is more 
gomprehengive and gallantly expressive than 
usual with such bits of literature. In it 
tle story is dedicated “‘ to the descendants 
ef the venerable founder of the City of Chi- 
prominent actor in the scene—as well 
@#6to the gallant military survivors of the 
massacre, if any yet exist." The spirit ani- 
Mating the author is declared to be, not the 
selfish interest of making a book, but ‘‘ to 
establish on a high pedestal and to circulate 
through the most attractive and popular 
medium the merits of those whose deeds and 
se®%erings have inspired him with the gener- 
ous spirit of eugolistic comment ’’—‘ those 
who were then our enemies, but whose cour- 
‘age and whose sufferings were well-known 
to all, and claimed our deep sympathy, our 
respect, and our admiration.’’ These are 
certainly generous words from one who had 
once been an enemy, and entitles his book to 
a favorable consideration. 
Maj. Richardson’s romance is, from its 


subject, unpleasant history, not at all dis- 
guised, but, rather, accentuated by the con- 
sistent thread of fiction running through it; 
it is the same history as **‘ Waubun”’ nar- 
rates, and such as is contained in documents 
in the inaccessible archives of historical so- 
cieties. The present generation knows little 
or nothing of the details of Chicago’s primal 
horror. It may have heard of them 
as of something very disagreeable, but as 
being so very far away-in the past as not 
to be worth troubling one’s head about. 
Where the first fort stood, and where .the 
line of the death march trended south tothe 
blood-reddened sand dunes in the vicinity of 
what is now Michigan avenue and Eighteenth 
street, there are huge buildings, great 
wharves, magnificent highways; those who 
use them never recall, even if they know it, 
the fiendish slaughter of that August day, 
whose story is already a legend. The ro- 
mance of Wau-nan-gee excludes the city of 
today, uncovers the memorable spots bap- 
tized in blood, peoples them with the actors 
in the tragedy of 1812, and reproduces, with 
painful fidelity, the scenes which marked 
the massacre. 

Old Fort Dearborn was built fn the sum- 
mer and autumn of 1803, on a high piece of 
ground, east of where Michigan avenue now 
comes up to Rush street bridge; on its north 
side was the main branch of the river, turn- 
ing on the east side and running sluggishly 
through sand and gravel drifts, a half mile 
southward, until it forced an entrance to 


| the lake; on the west, to the river and the 


belt of timber along its bank, was a low 
prairie. Block-houses of logs at the north- 
west and southwest corners made the de- 
fenses; quarters for the officers and men 
were on the other corners, and the parade 
ground in the center. The whole was in- 
closed by a stout palisade.. Outside and west 
of the inclosure was the United States Agen- 


Y‘ey Building, where were stored the goods 


for distribution among the Indians. 
Beginning of the Story. 


When the story begins the fort had sixty- 
two regulars—officers and men—twelve mili- 
tiamen, and many women and children. The 
names of the characters are thinly disguised 
by a change, and when mentioned the real 
names will be added in brackets. Within 
the stockade appeared, Aug. 7, 1812, Winne- 
beg {[Winnemac], a Pottowattamie chief, 
bearing a dispatch from Gen. Hull at De- 
troit to Capt. Headley [Heald], announcing 
a war with Englard, ordering the evacua- 


tion of the fort if such a move were prac- | 


ticable, a distribution of all the supplies 
among the Indians, and the march of: the 
garrison to Fort Wayne. Winnemac, know- 
ing the tenor of the message, protested 
against evacuation; so did Mr. McKenzie 
[Kinzie], the powerful trader; so did the 
Captain’s wife and the officers and men. 
There were 500 Pottowattamie Indians en- 
camped outside the fort. No one but Capt. 
Headleg@Was inclined to trust them. He re- 
solv march rather than defend the post, 
although the Secretary of War had ordered 
that no fort should be surrendered without 
a fight. There had been for some time a 
mutinous spirit among officers and men 
against Capt. Headley. He was disliked. 
His resolve to go when his command wanted 
to stay and fight made matters worse. 
Everybody but the commandant believed 
that evacuation meant massacre. Still, 
preparations were begun for departure. 

At this point in affairs appears Wau-nan- 


gee, son of Winnebeg—a warrior, “ brave, 


boylike, and handsome’’—who could not 
look into a white woman’s eyes without a 
blush showing on his cheek. He is deeply 
in love with Maria Heywood, the only ficti- 
tious character in the book. Her father had 
been'a farmer at Hardscrabble (also known 
as Lee's place), and was murdered by the 
Indiangm She was a lovely girl, and Ensign 
Rona [Ronan] had married her about a 
month ore the story begins. From the 
time o e ce Wau-nan-gee, who 


was present and who had always been a vis- 


itor at the fort, did not return. The woman 
he loved had become the wife of another; 
he still worshiped her, hopelessly, but al- 
ways with feelings of respect. Before Win- 
nebeg’s arrival from Detroit the Indians 
had learned, by a fleeter messenger, that 
war had been declared; and they had re- 
solved to wipe out the white people and plun- 
der the fort. Learning of these two things 
Wau-nan-gee, believing any resistance the 
garrison might make would be hopeless, 
plotted to save the woman he devotedly 
loved and her husband. He made the wife 
think his p!an was the only way to safety 
and she allowed herself to be captured by 
her dusky lover the day before the coming 
of Hull’s order. Then an effort was made 
to secure Ronayne, already half-crazed by 
her mysterious disappearance; but he es-

caped, and circumstances conspired to make 
him believe that Mrs. Ronayne was false to 
her marriage vows and had willingly left 
hir:. ‘ttle later she writes him that to 
escap< irom the already-planned massacre 
he must be taken prisoner by Wau-nan-gee. 
As an honorable soldier he refuses to save 
nimself in such a way, and prepares to meet 
whatever may be the fate of his companions 
in arms. His wife is compelled-by stress of 
quickly-happening events to remain with 
the Indians, carefully guarded by Wau-nan- 


gee and his mother, and ts not heard of again 
until the end of the story, though her pur- 
pose, working through her savage admirer, 
has a catch upon all the incidents of the 
tragedy, there being but one person in the 
garrison who did not love the woman and 
admire the man, that exception being Capt. 
Headley. The first nine of the book’s twen- 
ty-five chapters are given to the love affairs 
of Ronayne and his wife. 


The Kinzie Home. 


The-tenth chapter affords a glimpse of thé 
McKenzie (Kinzie) home, just across the 
river from the fort, ** the only building that 
could at all come under the classification of 
a dwelling-house.”’ It was “the abode of 
hospitality,”’ having a library of the best 
books of the day; a billiard-room to which 
the officers of the garrison were always wel- 
come; a parlor in Which was a piano at 
which would sit, until her marriage with 
Lieut. Elmsley (Helm) of the garrison, Mr. 
McKenzie’s accomplished daughter Mar- 
garet, whose education had been obtained in 
the East. Mr. McKenzie had extraordinary 
influence with the Indians and voyageurs 
and ‘*‘ was, in fact, the only person of any 
standing or education outside of the walls 
of the fort itself whom the officers of the 
garrison could associate with.’’ To the 
names of the officers already given should 
be added that of Dr. Von Voltenberg (Van 
Voorhees) and the register is completed. 
Notwithstanding McKenzie’s knowledge of 
the Indians, Winnemac’s advice, and the 
opinion of the Captain’s comrades, united 
in a solemn protest against leaving a fort 
which could be defended and confiding them- 
selves to treacherous Indians, Capt. Headley 
decided upon the evacuation. The author 
has the characters present their arguments 
and opinions, mpeg, Bk the passionate 
muitbursts of the men. He presents a graphic 
picture of the council meeting with the In- 
dians next day when they are made wild with 
the information that everything in the fort 
and agency building not absolutely needed 
on the march will be distributed among them 
as a return for an escort of safety to Fort 
Wayne. But almost as’ soon as made the 
promise of the liquor and ammunition is re- 
penked of by the Captain; and, acting on the 
suggestion of Mrs. Headley, the night of 
Aug. 12 is given to emptying the rum into 
the river and throwing the powder into the 
well. 


Indians Offer to Return Their Medals. 


The next day, the 13th, had been appoint- 
ed for the distribution of the goods. When 
the Indian chiefs who met to receive the 
presents were told there was no powder and 
rum for them they were furious, because 


they knew they had been deceived. And 
here the villain of the story is brought to the 
front, one Pee-to-turn (Pee-so-turn), a ren- 
egade, repulsive Chippewa, who was in love 
with Mrs. Ronayne and had sought to make 
her his squaw—a chief who, seeing the offi- 
cers’ wives playing’ battledoor a few days 
before, had exclaimed loudly enough to be 
heard by the bystanders: *“* The white chiefs’ 
wives are amusing themselves. They are 
wise, In a few days we shall have them in 
our wigwams.,”’ At this meeting the friendly 
chiefs returned the medals which the Great 
Father had given them. They could not 
keep them because their braves would now 
be enemies. Pee-to-turn spat upon his deco- 
ration, threw it into the dust, and trod upon

it. At this insult Capt. Headley threw his 
heavy gauntlet into the face of the chief, 
striking an eye and bursting its ball. Dur- 
ing the tumult which instantly ensued the 
famous Capt. Wells, at the head of twenty- 
five mounted Miami warriors, rode into a fort 
already foolishly deprived of food and am- 
munition. The meeting was broken up by 
this arrival, but the Indians withdrew only 
to complete their plans for the butchery. 
The day and night of the 14th were spent 
in preparations for departure. At the last 
supper in the officers’ quarters Capt. Wells 
told the story of ‘his extraordinary life. 
There was an indescribable solemnity about 
the gathering. All believed that they were 
doomed to die on the morrow. All told— 
men, women, and children—there were less 
than 100 in the garrisgn against 500 in- 
furiated savages without. How could they 
hope for safety. knowing the temper of the 
savages? When the sun rose on the morning 
of Aug. 15 the officers and men were already 
up and making ready for the march. The

prairie outside the fort was swarming with 
Indians with weapons in their hands. Their 
wigwams were standing, and no signs were 
seen of any escort or of preparations fora 
long journey. Capt. Wells saw dusky forms 
crouching among the sand hills to the south, 
and prophesied that there the attack would 
be made. So sure of this was he that he an 

nounced: “I shall head the advance with 
my brave warriors painted as black as the 
devil himself.” Ensign Ronayne, that hot- 
headed young Virginian, had the garrison 
flag lowered; then he wrapped it around him 
like a Scotch tartan. He refused to remove 
it at the command of Capt. Headley. When 
everythifig was ready the gates of the fort 
were thrown open and the march to death 
began. 

The March to Death. 


Capt. Wells and his band, painted black, 
signifying death, led the way. The wagons 
containing the sick, the women and children, 
and the few supplies were between two de- 
tachments of troops. Ronayne was in the 
rear, riding with Mrs. Headley and Mrs. 
Elmsley when Capt. Headley, the last man 
to leave the fort, caught up with them. 

“Are you afraid, sir? You seem well pro- 
tected,” he said in a sneering tone to the 
Ensign. 

* Sir!” shouted Ronayne, “‘ I can march up 
to the enemy where you dare not show your 
face,” and he dashed furiously to the front, 
conspicuous for the flapping colors wound 
about him. 

The little band moved south along the 
shore, and on a parallel course but separated 
from the soldiers by sand hills ran a line of 
howling Indians crazy for blood. Scarcely 
had the whites got away from the fort be- 
fore a body of savages entered it for plunder. 
Wau-nan-gee went with them, thinking, and 
rightly, that many of the warriors would fol- 
low and so give the troopers fewer antag- 
onists. Shots were fired as soon as the 
march was fairly begun; they killed the 
cattle browsing along the roadside. The 
head of the line had gone a mile or so when 
Capt. Wells wheeled about, shouting: 

“They are preparing to attack us, sir. 
There is not a moment to be lost in making 
your arrangements.” 

His warning was instantly followed by 
a volley of shots and two of his men were 
hit. The wagons were formed into a hol- 
low square to shelter the women and chil- 
dren. Mrs. Headley and Mrs. Elmsley be- 
ing mounted on splendid animals remained 
with the soldiers. A charge was ordered. 
Up and over the hill—Ronayne first on its 
crest—dashed the troopers, and straight into 
a mass of the enemy who slowly retreatel 
before the bayonets. But shots from a dis- 
tance ‘dropped the men one after another. 
The situation instantly seemed to be a hope- 
less one. As Capt. Headley looked around 
he saw a body of Indians sweep in between 
him and the ladies. The Indians now made 
a charge, and, though repulsed, nearly half 
of the command were dead and scalped. 
The survivors moved back to the summit 
of the hill. , 


Death of Capt. Wells. 


While this fighting had been going on the 
Indians had been chasing Mrs. Headley. 
They wanted her magnificent horse and 
fired high; they also were~crazy for her 
scalp, because with the light rifle she car- 
ried she had killed two savages and wounded 
a third. Seven bullets struck her, the worst 
wound being in her left arm. A brave was 
tearing off her hat that he might/scalp her 
alive, when Capt. Wells dashed forward, 
killed the Indian, and bore the woman 
towards the lake. Meeting Winnebeg and 
Black Partridge they took her from him and 
concealed her in a cafion, where Mrs. Elms- 
ley, badly wounded, was lying. After leav- 
ing Mrs. Headley Capt. Wells saw a number 
of Indians had gone into the square of 
wagons and were killing and scalping the 
children, twelve in all, before the eyes of 
their mothers. He sheuted in the language 
of the Pottawattamies, “Is that your game? 
Thank God! we can play at that, too!’”’ and 
wheeling his horse started for the Indian 
camp near the fort, pursued by a crowd of 
warriors, who fired at him as they ran. 
As the Captain drew near the encampment 
Pee-to-tum, who had been plundering and 
who was wild with liquor and butchery, 
came out of the fort dangling Dr. Van 
Voltenberg’s scalp at his waist. He saw, 
heard, and understood, and, kneeling, fired 
and disabled the horse of the already ter- 
ribly wounded Captain, who fell over into 
the arms of his pitiless pursuers. Pee-to- 
tum ran up behind his victim, stabbed him 
in the back, and then scalped him. Ina 
minute other flends had cut out the heart 
of the brave man and then with the fiendish 


Chippewa at their head sat down to eat it. 


When Capt. Headley, with the few who 
were left of his comrades, had once more 
reached the summit of the sand hill there 
was revealed a little plain strewn with the 
dead—whit.s and Indians commingled; dead 
ehildren and wailing mothers at the wagons, 
and a group of cannibals eating a brave 
man’s heart. There was also seen coming 
from the foot a crowd of warriors bearing 
one of the two small field pieces of the fort. 
Ronayne called for volunteers to capture 
it and at their head dashed away. The 
cannon was seized, but Ronayne, mortally 
wounded, was left upon the field. Pee-to- 
tum, seeing him fall, pounced upon . the 
writhing officer, who had nothing but a4 
bayonet with which to defend himself. » This 
he drove“lean through the body of the fiend, 
and turned it in the wound. Capt. Headley 
saw the struggle, caught up a musket, and, 
as the savage, in his agony, gave an upward 
spring, shot him dead. 


Survivors Surrender. 


At 3 p: m. all the soldiers alive, twenty-two 
in number, .wére waiting for what must 
necessarily be the final attack, and the fin- 
ishing of the slaughter, when a deputation 
of chiefs came out from the fort and prom- 
ised that if the whites would surrender 
thefr lives should bé spared. Though sus- 
pictous of treachery the men gave them- 
selves up, and what was left of the garrison 
was marched back to the fort. A burying 
party was permitted to go out; a great grave 
was dug in which the dead were placed, 
and over whose remains Lieut. Elmeley, in 
charge of the party, offered a Simple prayer. 
The Lieutenant had sought, but in vain, for 
Ronayne’s body. Hearing voices in a clump 
of trees he approached, only to see his friend 
die in the arms of his wife, and to hear Ro- 
nayne appeal to Waw-nau-gee to protect 
and care for her, and to hear the Indian 
promise to convey her and the garrison’s 
colors, still around him, to the nearest Amer- 
ican fort. The fulfillment of that promise 
was begun the next morning early, and the 
connection of these two persons with the 
romance ended. That night Mrs. Headley 
and Mrs. Elmsley were secretly conveyed to 
Mr. McKenzie’s house, which the Indians 
had left untouched. The wound in Mrs. 
Headley’s acm was very painful. There was 
no surgeon to extract the bullet.»An Indi 
skilled in surgery was sent for. Mrs.°Elms- 
ley recognized him as the warrior who had 
tried to scalp her, but she showed an atti- 
tude of friendliness. Mrs. Headley bared 
her arm, The author is daft overit. He de- 
clares it was “‘ one of the most magnificent 
arms that ever was appended to a woman’s 
body, the dazzling whiteness of whose con- 
tour was only dimmed in the fleshy part 
above and in the immediate vieinity of the 
spot where the ball had entered.’*¥The blood- 
stained savage saw this arm, and “ either 
dazzled by its brilliancy, which to him must: 
have seemed in a degree superhuman, or 
shocked, that anything so beautiful should 
have been thus wounded,” turned away. 
*“‘IT cannot cut that arm open,” hesaid. *‘ The 
very thought makes me sick here,”’ pointing 
to his heart. As a result of this refusal, Mr. 
McKenzie turned surgeon and extracted the 
bullet with a sharp penknife. ; 


Ardently Admired Mrs. Heald. 


Maj. Richardson was an ardent admirer 
of Mrs. Headley, judging from the part she 
plays throughout the story. He must have 
seen if he did not personally know her when 
she was a prisoner at Detroit; for the con- 
cluding sentence and lines of his romance 
are the following: “ Little did we at the 
time, as we shared in the general and sin- 
cere homage to her magnificence of person 
and brilliancy of character, dream that a 
day would arrive when we should be the 
chronicler of Mrs. Headley’s’glory, or have 
the pleasing task Imposed upon us of re- 
embodying, after death, the intmitable grace 
and fullness of contour that then fired the 
glo heart of the unformed boy of fifteen 
for the ripened and heroic, although by no 
means bold or masculine, woman of forty.” 

The massacre over, and the story told.of: 
love unhappily ended, the author goes no 
further than to tell, still following history, 
what became of the prisoners, and how 
Winnebeg, fearing trouble for his prison- 
ers, Capt. and rs. Headley, paddled 
them in his canoe 800 miles to Mackinaw, 
where they were surrendered to the British 
commandant, who sent them to Detroit, to 
which place the Elmsleys had already been 
taken. Chicago has made tots of history 
during the last half of this century, and 
everybody feels good over her success. It is 
no less gratifying to know that her earliest 
years, at the beginning of the century, had 
in them elements of heroism sufficient to 
make of and about her her first and only 
romance.

RENT STUFFED ANIMALS. 


BIRDS AND BEASTS MAY BE OB- 
TAINED BY THE DAY OR WEEK. 


Business Is Carried On by the Taxi- 
dermists and the Cost Is Compara- 
tively Slight—Animals Are Used for 
a Variety of Purposes—Supply Dec- 
erations for Dining Halis, Show 
Pieces for Furriers, and a Number 
of Other Needs, 


Do you desire to remodel your front parlor 
into a similitude of a Rudyard Kipling jungle 
with “ Baloo” sitting beside the fire-place, 
“Chil” perched on the mantel, and “* Kaa” 
twisted around the legs of the table? Do 
you feel moved to decorate your dining- 
room with game, either in or out of season? 

If you do, and are searching for the where- 
withal for such purposes, as the song says 
“You can: find it right here in Chicago.” 
And you need not, like a famous actress or* 
a prize-fighter, invest your spare capital in 
such uncertain pets as lions, tigers, and elks. 
You can rent them, all nicely stuffed and 
mounted, at a comparatively low price. 

The renting of. stuffed animals is an ad- 
junct to the taxidermist’s trade. It is not, 
according to the taxidermists, a very lu- 
crative adjunct, for it is not a thing which 
has become very common, at least in Chl- 
cago. In part this is due to the fact that 
the great majority of the Chicago furriers 
prefer to buy outright the animals for dis- 
play, and in part, perhaps, because it is not 
widely Known that such a thing is possible. 
To a certain extent, however, the business 
is carried on, and it is possible to rent @ 
stuffed animal of almost any sort and for 
almost any length of time. 

Mounted animals are rented for a variety 
of purposes. Any sort, from humming 
may be obtained, 
though commonly the fur bearing animals 
are the ones sought. The chief use to which 
they are put in Chicago is for displays and 
ball-room decorations by various societies 
having an animal either as an emblem or in 
some other way connected with the society, 
such as the Elks. They are, however, used 
in other ways. As a general thing the fur- 
riers of Chicago do not rent the animals dis- 
played in their show-rooms and.windows, 
but now and then it is done.~ When it is de- 
sired to change the display often it is the 
cheapest and best way. Sometimes buf one 
or two animals are rented, sometimes, 
though not frequently, an entire show-room 
is fitted up with rented specimens. By rent- 
ing the exhibit it is possible to get am im- 
mense and ever changing variety, running 
from lions and tigers down to tiny squirrels 


and birds. 

Now and then animals are rented for ama- 
teur theatricals, or even for professional 
performances. The game displayed on the 
stage, unless it belongs to that class of fakes 
known as “ property”’ animals, is often 
rented from the nearest taxidermist, If the 
animal is not to be put to such hard use as 
to injure the skin it is the easiest way and 
gives a much better appearance than the 
most careful work of the theatrical artist. 
Lecturers now and then hire animals for il- 
lustration, especially the smaller animals 
when it is desired to give a “ natural history 
lecture.” This line of the business is con- 
fined almost éntirely to school-room talks. 

Two of the most important of the purposes 
to which rented animals are put are for the 
decoration of dining halls and for uge by 
photographers. On the occasion of a game 


dinner it is often desirable to have the room 
decorated with game of various kinds, and at 
the same time to avoid incurring the ex- 
pense which would attend the purchase of 
such decoration. It is then that the renting 
scheme comes into use. Deer, grouse, duck, 
and almost anything else of the sort desired 
may readily be found at the taxidermist’s, 
and their use for an evening obtained ata 
cost comparatively slight. The photographic 
use of stuffed specimens is usually made in 
connection with the preparing of trade- 
marks, though now and then some enthu- 
siastic nimrod wants his picture taken in 
connection with vagious birds or beasts 
which fell before some other man’s gun. 

Shoe stores sometimes rent alligators for 
display, but the custom Is not widespread, 
for most of them are satisfied with a tanned 
alligator hide. Houses dealing in sporting 

oods rent fish and game for display, usually 

n the occasion of an opening, or some sim- 
jlar occasion when it is desirable to make 
an unusual display. 

“It is not, however,” said one Chicago 
dealer, ‘‘a very common thing in this city. 
It might, I think, be made a profitable busi- 
ness if some one were to devote his attention 
to it. We don’t because we are busy on 
other things. In fact it is a business not 
greatly sought after. We do rent animals, 
l’ll not say frequently, but every little while, 
for some one of the many purposes to which 
they may be put. Most of our trade in that 
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morning and half-past 4 in the after- 

noon, there is’a free show on Madison 
street. It takes place in the store 
occupied by the Atlantic and Pacific Bird 
company, and it attracts numerous small 
boys, who peer inquisitively in at the win- 
dows and the door and make remarks on the 
performance. The show consists in the 
feeding of some 250 baby Mexican parrots, 
which at the stated hours regularly receive 
their daily bread from a long-handled spoon. 
The parrots are part of a shipment of 
nearly 500 birds which was received on Aug. 
1, and form the younger half of the lot, 


their ages running from four to ten weeks.

get through with as rapidly as possible. 
The spectator is forced to wonder both at the 
amount they consume and the speed with 
which they get away with it. They seem 
like the historic pig which ate a bucketful 
and still was too small to fill the bucket. 
The Chairman and chief operator at the ban- 
quet is N. Slotkin, who claims to have han-« 
died more parrots than any other living man. 
He manipulates the spoon. The fear+ con- 
sists of a mixture of bread, cracke and 
other things, worked upintoakindof: ugh, 
and mixed with a liberal supply of hc milk.

The meal is served to four or five of the 
birds at a time, much after the method-by 
which a boatload of passengers is divided 
into “‘ tables.” The birds are taken from 
their cages and ranged along the edge of the 
dish, They know what is coming and they 
are clamorous and excited. They push up 
against each other and shake their heads 
and make insulting remarks—in parrot lan- 
guage, for the Queen’s English is as yet bee 
yond them—like a crowd in a cafetiria. Mz 
Slotkin fills the long-handled spoon with the 
smoking mixture and holds it eut to the 
nearest one. The bird does not pick at it 
but opens its mouth wide and takes it dow» 
at a gulp; then it shouts and flaps its wings 
and cries for more, while its fellows are be- 
ing served. Sometimes its eagerness is too 
much for it, and it dips for 
the food in the dish without wait- 
ing for the spoon and at the peril of fall- 
ing head foremost into the dinner. Some- 
times it watches critically the serving of the 
bird next to it, apparently to make certain 
that it is getting its share. Now and then 
three or four of them make an attempt at 
a single spoonful, to the disgust of those 
that fail to get a fair share and the destruc- 
tion of cleanliness in those near enough to 
succeed in spreading the contents 
of the spoon over a part of their anatomiy. 
Three or four spoonfuls is enough for one 


-bird, and enough also to make the specula- 


tive observer wonder where they put it. 
After it is satisfied each bird turns its head 
away if the spoon is brought near it and sur- 
veys with lazy interest some other part of 
the world. When all are fed they are re- 
turned to the cage and a new lot brought out. 
The job of feeding the 250 little birds is » 
considerable piece of work.

With the imitative fatuity of the average 


theatrical manager nothing more was needed 
than the success of “ Trilby” and “ The 
Prigoner of Zenda” to open the floodgates 
to innumerable dramatized versions of all 
sorts of novels. It was but a few years 
ago. that the eleventh commandment in dra- 
matic circles was, “‘ Thou shalt not tamper 
with the dramatized novel, for in the end it 
biteth like a serpent and stingeth like an. 
adder.” Now every theatrical manager in 
the country is lying awake nights inventing 
some new way to break it. The moralist 
whe suspected Trilby of being a dangerous 
person was right. 

At this rate it will soon be necessary to re- 
sort to a TRIBUNE “‘ad” to discover a 
single popular novel that has escaped the 
- fate of being dramatized. ,Here is Barrie 
coming to this country in September to as- 
sist Mr. Frohman in producing the drama- 
tization of “ The Little Minister.’’ Chimmie 
Fadden’s *‘ A Daughter of the Tenements " 
is-about to goon the road. Mrs. Burnett is 
at work dramatizing *‘ A Lady of Quality,” 
and Weyman is bringing out a dramatiza- 
tion of “ The House of the Wolf.”

‘This wholesale jumping at the conclusion 

that anything which sells in book form will 
draw on a stage must inevitably land a good 
many people in financial quagmires. It Is 
@ moral eertainty that nine-tenths of this 
hotbed output must fall short of the exam- 
ples which inspired them, and that most of 
them wili flatly fail. . It cannot be otherwise 
when nine-tenths of the popular novels ut- 
terly lack the dramatic qualities that are the 
soul of a stage creation. It is only at rare 
_ gntervals that one finds a piece like ** Trilby 
Which has literary and dramatic excellence 
4n equal-proportion, with a secial-fad boom 
behind it to boost it to almost any height. 

As the New York Dramatic Mirror points 
Out, the great trouble with the managers is 
4hat they do not depend enough upon their 

wn originality and judgment. They have 
become almost servilely imitative, and the 
fesult of their attempts at imitation is in- 
Wariably disastrous. If a religious play 
makes a hit in London, straightway dramas 
‘On a dozen biblical subjects are announced 
‘to be in preparation, and every attention is 
“-—paid to working the ‘‘new vein,”’ despite the 
fact that the religious play has been ex- 

oited with meager success for centuries, 
df a dramatized novel draws crowded houses 
She whole novel-writing tribe is straightway 
set ‘to’ work dramatizing fiction, whether 
‘there is any dramatic merit in the books 
or not. In due time the managerial con- 
gregation rounds up with the confession, 
** All we like sheep have gone astray,” and. 
tke whole flock turns out to jump blindly 
over some other fence and land seriatim in 
some other ditch. 

Why should theater managers not try the 
effectiveness of originality for a change? 
rede not cease to wait until some stray ex- 
p enter makes a hit and then try to im- 
itate it in topic or source or effect? Itiscer- 
‘tainly an axiom that the imitation never 
succeeds like the original. If the time and 
money spent on imitations were, therefore, 
Spent on a quest in untried flelds the net re- 
sult would be better for the box-office,/and 
infinitely ‘more edifying and acceptable for 
the theater-going public. The American 
stage needs a large dose of the scientific 
spirit. :

Wagner. Those current during the presen- 
tations now in progr are no less vigorous 
than the harsh utterances of two years ago, 
when the employment of foreign artists, 
especially in the instance of Mme. Nordica, 
ewakened a ce oe ofcriticism. Itis scarce- 
ly necessary at\this moment and with vol- 
yminous caviling freshly in mind to enter 
{nto detail. The storm center of the entire 
cabal is the widow of the composer and his 
gon, Siegfried Wagner. 

The one feéls it her duty to her husband 
and hisart to perpetuate the gigantic work to 
which he dedicated his life, the other de- 
gires to be known as a conductor, and this 
year ‘directed the third cycle at Bayreuth, 
which was gfven last week. The intimate 
association of Frau Wagner with her‘ hus- 
band in his work, her knowledge of his 
views regarding their production, and her 
enthusiasm in their support would seem to 
‘point to.her present assumption of the man- 
agement as the most logical of conditions, 
Frau Wagner, previous to her festival un- 
dertakings, remained unquestioned as one 
of the most intelligent women in Europe. 
Since that time, to the impartial observer, 
ghe would assuredly appear to have 
gtrengthened her claim of high intellectu- 


WENTY Years of Bayreuth,” a 
66 brochure by JulHus Ehrich Kloss, 


lity. 
* The. first presentetion of “‘ Der Ring des 
Nibelungen ” at Bayreuth twenty years ago 
resulted in a deficit of $35,000. The present 


- festival takes place before full houses. One- 


fourth the ticketS have been dis} osed of in 
England and America, and one-fourth in 
France. It is not likely that any one will 
ascribe this radical change in conditions 
alone to the great advance in the Wagner 
cult since thac time. 

If the presentations in the last festival, 
which was given under Frau Wagner's di- 
rection, had not been of a standard com- 
manding critical acceptance, such recogni- 
tion as that of today would be reasonably 
§mpessible. Those artists whom [’rau Wag- 
ner has trained in their roles at Bayreuth 


have returned in familiar instances immeas- | 


vrably improved. 
Mme. Nordica, a case instance, went to 


her a good artist and returned a great one. 
The spirit and character of the womar. as 
an authority appear to leave indellible im- 
pression upon the artists brought under her 
jurisdiction. Of the sincerity of her pur- 
pose and her passionate desire to fulfill to 
exaction the exhaustive requirements of the 
festival presentations there is no ground to 
question. 

Siegfried Wagner has conducted orches- 
tral concerts in England and Germany. He 
was destined for an architect, but like other 
young men chose for himseif when the op- 
portunity came. .He has been well spoken 
of and again with supreme acridity. Hehas 
two serious conditions, to some well nigh 
unforgivable, to fight against. He is the 
son of a great man and he is young.: Time 
will eradicate the latter disability, the for- 
mer it must be acknowlédged will be an ex- 
tremely difficult one to live up to. From 
present indications he appears in this re- 
epect to.be using his best endeavor. ~ He is 
young, he has yet much to learn, The school 
in which he is laboring just now is the most 
arduous he could demand. 

* * * 

Sequent to this comes the consideration of 
the most important part of Herr Kloss’ 
brochure, “‘ the numerous charges that have 
been hurled against the Bayreuth system, 
both of an internal and external character, 
within recent years.’’ 

One most important phase of the matter 
fails, howeyer, to form part of Herr Kloss’ 


consideration; the fact that the emancipa- 


etion of women in almost any degree is looked 
upon with high disfavor in Germany. Con- 
sequently the assumption of supreme author- 
ity in the very fountain head of Wagnerian 
tradition by a woman is little short of unfor- 
givable. 

Yet of the people who have been drilled by 
Frau Wagner in Bayreuth, and who have 
come to us, one must concede that no other 
master in the same field has sent us recently 
such eminent examples of merits Indeed, 
judging from such precedent, if advice were 
asked by a young singer as to What experti- 
ence would yield the ripest results in the 
shortest period; one would say the training 
of Frau- Wagner, if such a thing can be com- 
passed. | 

Fault has this year been found with the 
Bayreuth direction that inexperienced and 
youthful singers have been engaged in the 
presentations. It is quite true that young 
singers have been employed during the cur- 
rent festival, but tlfose who have uttered 
complaint against such course have not 
heard the young singers in question since 
their Bayreuth training. If one remembers 
rightly,.one American who advances this 
complaint is the same who wrote dispar- 
agingly of the engagement at Rayreuth of 
Mme. Nordica, and who called attention to 
the grievous condition of things existing 
there that allowed her prominence. 

When her Elsa was witnessed certain 
American writers granted her a limited rec- 
ognition, but a grudging oné. When they 
witnessed her Isolde rhapsodies were in 
order. And yet her Elsa is equal, indeed 
superior to her Isolde. The misfortune with 
many illustrious opiners is that the new 
may never lawfully be the unexpected—if it 
fs the fact is of mental necessity unrecog- 
nized. 

After so long a time they rise with tre- 
mendous clamor to knowledge of the situa- 
tion which they appear to imagine they 
have created themselves.

As every one knows, vocal art today in 

Germany is at a low ebb. Competent Wag- 
nerian singers or, for the matter of that, 
competent singers of any description are 
exceedingly hard to find either old or young. 
In- recognition of this Frau Wagner has 
called to her aid foreign singers and labored 
unremittingly with thoseat hoine. To blame 
her with existing circumstance would cer- 
tainly be illogical. To refrain from recogni- 
tion of her endeavor to cope with it would be 
unjust.

‘<It may be mentioned, merely as a curi- 
osity, that persons who had perhaps helped 
in getting together a Wagner society in some 
obscure little place, and had their little share 
in propagating Wagnerian principles, joined 
in the anti-chorus, behaved as though they 
had acted a principal part in 1876, and re- 
ceived the profoundest revelations about

such as these, it sounds all but amusing to 
hear them complain about the ‘ true tradi- 
tion’ not being kept up at Bayreuth! 

‘* Disappointments also furnish ample ex- 
planations here... A good many of them 
had, no doubt, expected that, because they 
were Chairmen of a ‘ Wagner-Verein,’ num- 
bering a dozen or fifteen members, they 
would be entitled to a grand reception—with 
kettle drums and trumpets!—on the part of 
the authorities of Bayreuth; that these au- 
thorities were also in duty bound to furnish 
them with an unlimited supply of free tick- 
eis, in just recognition of their vast impor- 
tance for the interest of the ‘ good cause.’ ” 

All of which, to those familiar with the 
mind workin'gs of the petty musicians and, 
indeed, of some musicians whorare not petty 
in this particular sense, will seem painfully 
reasonable argument. 

** * 

Herr Kloss closes with a tirade against the 
frugality of his countrymen when applied 
to other than fluid luxuries. It is called 
forth by the complaint awakened by visiting 
Germans against Bayreuth lodging-house 
prices, a woe which is, it appears, also laid 
at Frau Wagner's door, though why no one 
will be quite able to see.* As this especial 
phase is, however, more of a family affair, 
so to speak, and not intimately associated 
with outsiders, who it seems:do not com- 
plain, it need scarcely be repeated.

The same writer pays this tribute to the 
achievements directed by Frau Wagner:

TIVOLI’S OPENING IS A_ SUCCESS. 
Presentation of * Girofle-Girofia ’ One 
to Demand Praise. 

The impression first occurring to-one after 
the performance of * Girofile-Girofla ”’ by the 
newly assembled company at the Tivoll 
Theater is that it has been exceedingly well 
drilled. Furthermore, there has been a deal 
of life, musically and in action, instilled into 
it. This would seem to prove that the two 
positions which the average manager of this 
class of amusement appears generally to 
considér less important than the shoes of 
the chorus have been properly filled. 

The principals of the cast were well up in 
their lines, and there was a vim and goin 
the opening: presentation which is all too 
frequently lacking in presentations that are 
not opening ones. 

Several of the chorus one recognizes as 
being with the Abbey-Grau company last 
season, although that should not: be held 
against them. Indeed, this branch of the 
personnel was excellently drilled, and in 
musicianly fashion. 

Of the principals several are already fa- 
miliar. Mr. Charles A. igelow, for in- 
stance. who, as Don Bolero, was exactly the 
same character that he has been in other 
operas, not by Lecocq, but exceedingly 
droll, nevertheless. He sang better, too, 
than he usually does. 

Mr. Payne Clarke, even in grand opera, is 
severly serious, especially on his legs. They 
might have come over in the Mayflower. 
At least that is the tray they inrpress one 
when he tries to dance to music as gay as 
that of ‘‘ Girofie-Girofia.” 

Vocally he did his work well. This was 
also the case with the prima donna of the 
company, Miss Nita Caritte, a new-comer to 
Chicago, but familiar to London audiences 


both in the Carl Rosa and D’Oyle Carte or- 


ganizations. Miss Caritte’s voice is strong, 
mellow, and well trained. She has spirit, 
that she evidenced in the drinking song in 
the second act, which she sang delightfully, 
but animation of the kind that is chic is 
foreign to her possession. In presence she 
is unusually handsome and refined. 

The Aurore of Miss Bessie Fairbairn was* 
pleasing. Mr. W. G. Stewart, agreeable both 


as singer and actor, and likely to becomea

The festival of Irish music projected to take 
place at Dublin, and somewhat in the nature of a 
Welsh Elsteddfod, is anhounced as follows: (1)

ically in the chief Irish cities. It is generally recog- 
nized, they justly add, that the qualities in creative 
art which distinguish the music of one country 
from another are inseparably related to the indi- 
vidual genius of their respective peoples. The 
promoters of the present movement therefore be- 
lieve that by directing attention to the distinctive 
qualities of the ancient music. of Irelahd, and by 
restoring in some measure the continulty of tradi- 
tion, it may be possible to prepare the ground for an 
Irish School of Music, In which the acknowledged 
musical genius of the people, whilst fully entering 
into the modern developments of thaf art, may find 
distinctive utterance. 


The critie of the London Chronicle has this to 
say of Massenet and his work, which, though ultra 
in expression, contains so much of truth as to 
make it pertinent reading: ‘ Massenet's ‘Nanon’ 
may be compared with nothing more aptly thana 
bottle of the lemonade of commerce. When the 
conductor draws the cork and the fluid comes froth- 
ing out, it seems probable that one is tn for some- 
thing very fine indeed. But after the first draught 
one realizes that it is somewhat sickly stuff, that 
the sparkle is artificial and soon ceases, that the 
flavor is a mere insipid sweetness. And wher all 
is poured out, when it has stood (in one’s memory) 
for a few hours, how dull, how flat, how tasteless 
it is! Massenet should be taken in smal! sips; he 
is tolerable in little songs—in opera he proves auite 
intolerable. Had he been born a German he might 
have written lieder after the Jensen fashion. ner- 
haps containing iess human feeling than Jensen's 
but certainly beating Jensen's in point of piquancy 
and smartness. Had he been born an Englishman 
he would have been either driven into ballad- 
mongering of flattened out into an Academic. As 
he happens to have been born a Frenchman he 
writes operas—for which he has no genius—because 
opera is the only form in which a French com- 
poser can get a hearing. The penalty of thus sin- 

ng inst one of the first laws of the production 

t is that nothing he does counts, or will count. 
in the history of music. His operas are absolutely 
without significance, and the performances of them 
are equally without significance.’’ 
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HERE has just been placed in the Art 
Institute Museum a rarely interesting 
and valuable old picture, the work of 
one of the first of American “ old mas- 

ters ’’—Gilbert Stuart, and of greater interest 
still because it is a portrait of George Wash- 
ington. The canvas is 40 inches high by 30 
inches wide. Though unsigned, it yet bears 
unmistakable evidence of Stuart’s workman- 


ship. 

By Arthur Dawson, who is considered the 
best authority in this part of the world on 
old pictures, it is thought to be an original 
sketch for Stuart’s famous Lansdowne por- 
trait:of Washington, which is now in the 
possession of Lord Rosebery. Indeed, the 
internal evidence discernible in the picture 
itself goes far to support such a supposition. 

The picture now at the Art Institute Mu- 
seum is’ characterized by the possession of 
all the “freedom” and “dash” such a 
sketch would have. Stuart’s facility with 
the brush and quickness of execution were 
as remarkable as his other artistic qualities, 
and’he would “* dash off ”’ such a preliminary 
sketch or study not only quickly, but as well 
with a good deal of spirited feeling. This the 
painting certainly has. ‘ 

It is strikingly similar to the ‘“ Lans- 
downe portrait.’’ Such minor differences as 
it shows point still more favorably to the 
probability of its being an original study for 
the more famous painting. Gen. Washing- 
ton is represented standing in.a richly fur- 
nished interior. His right hand rests ona 
table upon which are books, manuscripts, 
and writing materials. His left hand holds 
lightly his sword. Behind him is a large, 
finely carved chair. The floor upon which 
he stands is of marble mosaic, 

In the Lansdowne portrait the interior fur- 
nishings and arrangements are practically 
the same. There are the same draperies, the 
same marble columns, the saree table with 
books, and the same chair. Only the floor is 
covered with a carpet. The pose of the head 
is the same, and the clothing worn is identi- 
cal in both paintings. in the Lansdowne 
picture the right hand, raised from the table, 
is thrown out in an open, welcoming gesture; 
and this caused a slight change in the posi- 
tion of the feet, and threw the sword slightly 
forward across the left leg. 

These are the only points of difference. 
The Chicago picture has been well preserved 
and is in good condition. It 1s owned now 
by CharlesgF. Gunther, who secured it 
through Mr.-Dawson. Formerly it belonged 
to the family of Judge McLean. Its history 
has been traced pretty conclusively back to 
the time it left the painter’s hands. 

In the current number of Harper’s Mag- 
azine Charles Henry Hart of the Pennsyl- 
vania Academy of Fine Arts, Philadelphia, 
has an interesting eSsay on “ Stuart's Lans- 
downe Portrait of Washington,’’ in which he 
tries to prove that portrait a replica copied 
from “the original picture painted in 476, 
now in the gallery of the Pennsylvania 
Academy of Fine Arts.’’ In the course of 
this article Mr. Hart says: 

* Gilbert Stuart painted three original 
portraits of Washington from life. They 
are known to history, from their owners, in 
the order of their painting, as the Vaughan, 
Lansdowne, and Atheneum pictures. The 
first is a full bust, the second a whole length, 
and the third a vignette head. The Vaughan 
portrait shows the right side of the face, 
while the Lansdowne and Athenzeum heads 
show the left side.”’ 

Mr. Hart never saw the picture now in the 
Chicago Art Institute which bears such 
strong evidence of being an original study 
for the Lansdowne portrait, or for the 
* original ’’ of which that is a replica, asthe 
case may be. 

Gilbert Stuart made some sixty copies 
from his * Athenwum Portrait’’ of Wash- 
ington, and he also copied several times his 
other portraits of the first President. But 
the present work, which was for so long 
lost sight of, is far more interesting and 
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picture, than any such copies, 
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Svend Svendsen has just sent over from 
Norway the first tmportant conscientious 
piece of work he has attempted since leav- 
ing Chicago last spring to visit liis native 
land. This is a landscape of medium size, 
which will be shown at Abbott’s this week. 
‘‘Midsummer Midnight” the artist calls it, 
and it is full of that vague, mysterious, al- 
most uncanny feeling which characterizes 
the far northland during the season, when 
the sun never goes below the horizon. 

Full of fine, poetic feeling for the mystery 
and awe inspired only by that “ land of the 
midnight sun,” it is also full of merit when 
considered technically as a piece of painting. 
It shows the young Chicago artist to be 
gaining skill continually in the interpreta- 
tion of forest life, in the transcription of at- 
mosphere, in the expression of tactile value 
of trees. The ‘massing of darks, in sub- 
stance and shadow, and thetr contrast with 
the weird half-lights of the northern night 
are strong points of a strong plece of work. 
The picture realizes some of the promise 
of Mr. Svendsen’s earlier work, and in addi- 
tion makes still greater promise for the 


future. 
The artist is still in Christiania, but in- 


tends to go to Paris before the end of the 
present month.

One thing about the brothers De Goncourt 
seems to have escaped the attention of the 
people who wrote the numerous and ap- 
preciative notices following the recent death 
of Edmond.

It is not to be understood 
that they were interested in Japanese prints 
before’ Whistler and Rossetti made their 
celebrated discoveries in Paris. But the De 
Goncourts were undoubtedly among the earl- 
lest systematic European collectors of these 
prints, In a recent exhibition@n the Goupil 
gallery one of their prints, which they said 
in their “*‘ Journal” cost them only a few 
francs, was priced at $750. 

Beyond doubt the present craze is due 
to: the interest thé brothers took in this 
form of art. They not only collected the 
prints, but their series of books on Japanese 
artists, still in course of publication, is per- 
fectly well known.

A Columbian Exposition diploma.and medal 
recently received in England provokes the 
following comment from:the London Chron- 
icle: 

** We have had the opportunity of studying 
the Chicago Exhibition medal and diploma; 
and, taken as a whole, we have never come 
across such a quaint production in rather 
an extensive experience. The awards are 
sent out in a box which bears upon its cover 
the suggestive notice that the package is to 
be delivered only to the person to whom itis 
addressed, with the further instructions that 
‘in case this cannot be done because of the 
death of the person, the package must be re- 
turned’ to Washington. The latter clause is 
suggestive of the lapse of years since these 
awards were given. The aluminium box in 
which the medal comes is not even worth pre- 
serving as a cigaret case. Fut the medal, 
which looks more like clay than metal, is, for 
its famous record of the fact that Columbus 
discovered America in ‘ 1892,’ while it is 
accompanied by an advertisement thai the 
case was made by some Yankee in Water- 
bury. The diploma was designed by Mr. Low 
and engraved on steel by Mr. Schlecht, an 
artist whose work we never saw before and 
hope never to sec again, as it contains ali the 
abominations of the American banknote. As 
for the design itself, it is beneath contempt. 
It is curious that a country which possesses 
some of the most distinguished artists and 
engravers of the day is capable after four 
years’ endeavor of producing such an abor- 
tion. Mr. St. Gaudens’ revised design is not 
anything like so charming as his simple 
little original sketch which horrified some 
of the decent-minded authorities at Wash- 


ington.’’,

THE NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 

Democratic National committeemen repre- 
senting thirty-four out of forty-five States 
met at Indianapolis Friday and issued a call 
for a national convention of the “ National 


Democratic party ” to be held in that city — 


on the 2d of next month for the purpose of 
adopting a platform and nominating candi- 
dates for the Presidency and Vice-Presi- 
dency. 

This is a carrying out of the program 
which Tur Tripune stated long before the 
Chicago convention met had been agreed 
on by the sound money Democrats in case 
the free silverites controlled that body. It 
was not thought, however, at that time, 
that the free silverites would have as heavy 
au majority or that their platform and their 
Presidential candidate would be as radical. 
ly offensive as they are. 

There is, therefore, from the point of 
view of the honest money Democrats all 


‘the more reason why they should endeavor 


to rescue their party from the eternal op- 
probrium which awaits it if it becomes 
identified with the revolutidnary Popocrat- 
ic policies—the debasement of the currency, 
the reversal of Supreme Court decisions by 
increasing its membership, and the encour- 
agement of mob rule and the indorsement 
of Debs’ conduct in interfering with the 
railroads in the discharge of their duties 
to the government. 

The call for the convention denies the 
Democracy of Bryan and the Popocrats. 
It declares that the principles of the Demo- 
cratic party were abandoned by its * sup- 
posed representatives ” at Chicago and that 
therefore that party will cease to exist un- 
less preserved by the voluntary action of 
those who still adhere to those principles. 
The call asserts with truth that— 

No majority of the members of the convention, 
however large, had any right or power to sur- 
render those principles. When they undertook to 
do so, that assemblage ceased to be a Democratic 
convention. The action taken, the irregular pro- 
ceedings, and the platform enunciated by that 
body were and are so utterly and indefensibly revo- 
lutionary and. constitute such radical departures 
from the principles of true Democracy, which 
should characterize a sound and patriotic admin- 


istration of our country’s affairs, that its results 
are not entitled to the confidence or support of true 


Democrats. 
The Chicago ¢onvention organized the 


Popocratie party. The Indianapolis con- 
vention proposes to reorganize the National 
Democratic party, and to put candidates 
in the field representing its principles. The 
prominent Democrats who met at Indian- 
apolis day before yesterday seemed to feel 
that duty: required them to do this. The 
matter is one for them to decide. 

The convention will be held. Doubtless 
every State will be represented by well- 
known, getuine Democrats. Some real 
Democrat will be nominated for President— 
perhaps Cleveland. The honest money 
Democrats had that in mind months ago, 
in case they were defeated at Chicago. 

The reports agree that the sound money 
Democrats are more numerous thai the 
Popocrats assert they are, and that this call 
for a National Democratic convention to 


| place a ticket in nomination is worrying 


the Popocrat leaders. They fear that it will 
deprive them of votes which would other- 
wise be cast for Bryan. 

The Republicans are not disturbed. They 
feel, like the Popocrats, that there are 
many men who will vote for Bryan if there 


je no Democratic candidate for them to vote 


for, but they believe that if, when November 
comes, there is any uncertainty about the 
victory of McKinley and sound money the 
bulk of the honest money Democrats will 
leave their own ticket and vote for Mc- 
Kinley. ‘ | 

If, however, it becomes evident by No- 
vember that McKinley is to be elected, then 
the National Democratic candidates may 
receive a vote which will astonish the Popo- 
crat leaders. 


AN ELECTRICAL REVOLUTION. 

Since electricity ceased to be the play- 
thing of science and became a factor in 
commercial enterprise a method of produc- 
ing it with economy has been earnestly 
sought for. Burning coal to produce steam 
whereby an engine can be made to run a 
dynamo, the motion of which generates 
electricity, is seen by its very statement to 
be a roundabout and in consequence a 
wasteful and expensive method of arriving 
at a result. Theoretically the solution of 
the problem lay in so utilizing the coal that 
electricity could be generated directly from 
it by oxidation, without the intervention 
of machinery. Within a few months Dr. 
Cohen, an eminent German chemist, has 
declared that such a result was possible. 
Tesla has beeu working on it for five or 
six years. Edison, after an investigation 
lasting fully twice as long, has only turned 
to a question involving the utilization of 
low grade iron ore recently. 

Inthe meantime, Dr, William W. Jacques, 
one of the Bell Telephone company’s 
electricians, has arrived at the long-sought- 
for and much-desired result. In brief, his 
invention may be described thus: Powdered 
coke mixed with water is formed into a 
jarge cylinder such as is used in are lamps 
but many times thicker. This is placed in 
iron pots with caustic soda in solution, the 
whole maintained at a temperature of 750 
degrees while a current of ‘air is driven 
through a small tube into the heated mix- 
ture. In practice a hundred or more of 
these pots—corresponding to the cells in 
an ordinary battery—are fastened together 
by wires and the current used in the ordi- 
nary way. 

By the old methods hardly a twentieth 


of the energy known to lie in coal could be. 


converted into electricity; by the Jacques 
process as high as seventeen-twentieths has 
been made available. In small plants not 
more than a fiftieth was turned into work: 
under the new conditions not less than a 
quarter is utilized. It will be seen thatthe 
reduction in cost and\efficiency ia so great 
as to make the discovery revolutionary. 
Just as soon as Dr. Jacques has given his 
recently patented invention commercial 
form the steam engines of the United States, 
stationary and locomotive, become anti- 
quated and fit only for the scrap heap. And 
these admirable machines, to the use of 
which mankind is chiefly indebted for the 
advances in ease of living and* moving 
made during the last half century, have been 
estimated lately as worth more than a 
billion of dollars, The great plants for the 
production of electricity for purposes of 
movement and light become valueless ina 
day and all their complicated and ex persive 
mechanism must give way to tiers of iron 
pots kept hot by force generated within 
themselves, through eéach of which 
4 stream of air is forced by an 
electrical pump operated in similar 
fashion. Evolution here is from the 
particular to the general, from the hetor- 
ogeneous to the homogeneous in contra- 
vention of the established rule, while the 
greatness of Dr. Jacques’ discovery lies, like 
other matters of similar moment, along the 
- lines of simplicity. oe ) 
Under these new conditions every block 


| in a city, every section in the country can 


maintain at trifling expense an establish- 
ment where force for heating, . light- 
ing, refrigerating, ventilating, cooking, 
washing, and pumping will be created and 
thence distributed. The nicely adjusted 
machinery of the locomotive and steam 
boat will be converted into an electro-motor 
of the simplest type with its animating 
power resident in pots beside, above, or be- 
hind it. In a word, the coal will no longer 
be. thrown into a furnace, but into a chem- 
ical solution. And if the anticipations of 
the students of science -who have com- 
mended Dr. Jacques’ device are not disap- 
pointed, this country alone will save more 


than the entire expenses of the government’ 


now amount to—a matter of half a billion 
a year. 


VICTORIAS REIGN THE LONGEST. 

Queen Victoria is approaching a date in 
her reign which will ever remain historic. 
On the 23d day of the coming September 
she will attain the distinction of having 
reigned longer than any other sovereign in 
all the long annals of British Kings and 
Queens. It is eminently appropriate that 
members of Parliament and the London 
press are enthusiastically advocating the 
proposition to make Sept. 23 a national 
holiday throughout the empire. 

On June 20, 1897, Victoria will have com- 
pleted an unbrokenly glorious reign of sixty 
years, and Entglishmen have long had it in 
mind to celebrate that date with national 
ceremonies. But it is on the 28d of next 
month that she really passes the record- 
breaking date which raises her to the proud 
eminence in history of having reigned long 
est as well as best over the English nation. 
When that,day arrives her Majesty, having 
already excéeded the notable records of the 

Xiwards and the Henrys, will have gone 
beyond the hitherto unequaled span of the 
reign of her royal grandfather, George III., 
and will, as the London Telegraph, with 
pardonable magniloquence, says, “ have 
most gloriously, loftily, and benignantlys 
ruled her loving and devoted people and 
ever-extending imperial domains for a 
period of three score years of faithful and 
faultless Queenship.” 

Though the passing years have left their 
traces upon her as upon other women, yet 
the present. good health of the Queen gives 
abundant promise that she will pass botu 
these notable dates in full possession of her 
mental and physical vigor. Indeed, she has 
long since passed the real milestone of sn- 
preme royal longevity, for the darkened 
years that closed King George's reign can 
only nominally be counted to his credit, 
There is a profound ethical satisfaction in 
the fact that Victoria’s temperate = and 
beneficent reign is to be crowned with the 
deserved and unique honor of greatest du- 
ration. Morally as well as historically the 
event of Sept. 23 is one which the English 
nation may well honor with an official holi- 
day for public rejoicing and commemorative 
charity. It is aday worthy of being madea 
bright memory as “ Queen’s.day ” in the 
lives of British boys and girls. It isa date 
about which should center all the nobler 
sentiments of the great “ crowned repub- 
lic”? across the water. Even Americans, 
looking back through the glorious moral, 
social, political, and mechanical achieve. 
ments of the Victorian epoch, can feel a 
thrill of generous pride in the associations 
of the historic moment which makes good 
Queen Vie’s reign thus preéminent in the 
annals of sovereignty. 

It is safe to say that the oft-recurrent 
rumor of Queen Victoria’s intended abdica- 
tion will find ne iota of ground for credence 
until after she has passed the historic land- 
marks of Sept. 23 and of het sixtieth anni- 
versary next June. It will be the world- 
wide hope that she may continue to wield 
the substanceless yet sentimentally potent 
scepter many years longer. And yet it- will 
not matter so much after these dates are 
past. With her fame secure in numbered 
years as well as in unnumbered good in- 
fluences, she might well afford after next 
June to hand over the imaginary golden 
bauble to one who has patiently put in the 
last threescore years waiting for it. Be- 
sides, it is rapidly becoming an open ques- 
tion which will now last the longer—the 
Prince or the scepter.

“VOICE OF THE PEOPLE.” 

When the editor of the Posey County 
Clarion receives a letter from one of his 
subscribers demanding his views on the 
questions of*the day the editor does not 
print it, nor does he reply in leaded type, 
with the communication printed solid. He 
writes a letter to Farmer Jones or Grocer 
Smith, as the case may be, endeavoring ina 
personal and friendly way to restore the 
state of confidence and regard essential to 
their relationship. Jones or Smith would 
be scandalized to see their letters published, 
and would regard it as a personal affront to 
have them answered in print. The editor 
is accountable to each of them personally 
for what he puts in his paper, and if Jones 
or, Smith does not agree with the editor’s 
views he “ has it out with him.” 

This idyllic condition also characterizes 
pastoral politics in allits ramification. Dif- 
ferences of political opinion between the 
Village Marshal and his constituents are 
subject to personal negotiation, and the 
rural Congressman will stay awake nights 
answering letters from voters in his district. 

It is no more possible for a great metropol- 
itan newspaper, however, to sustain these 
intimate and delightful reiations with the 
subscribers, who constitute the army of its 


supporters and followers, than it is for the 


representative of a large constituency ina 
legislative body to know all his people per- 
sonally and to be able to call them and their 
babies by ther first names. Nevertheless, 
the desire to keep in touch with the people, 
to know their views and merit their confi- 
dence, is just as strong; if not stronger, 
because of the greater difficulties; And 
while the editor of the only Republican 


weekly in Posey County may feel that he. 


is boss of the situation and that Farmer 
Jones will have to move into the next county 
if he wants to change his paper, the competi- 
tion between metropolitan journals is such 
that the following of each is nearly a per- 
sonal one, and the relations between editor 
and reader more sincerely intimate, in the 
altruistic sense, than possibly can obtain 
in isolated neighborhoods. 

Unlike some of its contemporaries, THE 
TRIBUNB still believes in keeping in touch 
with its readers through the medium of the 
department called “ Voice of the People.”’ 
The latter became.an institution with Jun- 
ius, and from that.day down to “the Im- 
mortal J. N.,” “ Pro Bono Publico,” and 
“ Veritas” has been a useful safety valve 
for public opinior®. It is more truly a peo- 
ple’s forum now than ever since the great 
centers of population are destroying per- 
sdnal identities with greater rapidity every 
year.

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RICHES IN REFUSE. 

The disposal of the city’s garbage 1s 
problem both hygienic and economic. About 
one thousand tons of refuse accumulate 
daily in Chicago; at present this is collected 
and deposited at seventeen dumping places, 
where, during the extreme heat of this sum- 
mer, it has become a nuisance and & men- 
ace to the public health. It is to be hoped 
that the Health Commissioner's trip to in- 
spect New York's new system of dealing 
with its waste will be a help towards devis- 
ing some better scheme than the present 
one for Chicago. 

The plan adopted by New York’s Street 
Commissioner and put into operation at the 
beginning bf August consists in subjecting 
the garbage matter to high steam pressure 
in steam-tight digestors for several hours 
at a time, thus sterilizing the whole mass, 
which also becomes completely changed in 
character, the great amount of saccharine 
matter becoming caramelized and preserva- 
tive in its nature. The material is then put 
under a heavy pressure and the grease and 
water are squeezed out. The solid matter 
is thoroughly dried and becomes a valuable 
fertilizer, worth about $2.47 a ton, while 
the grease is also available in the market. 

Washington and Philadelphia have ‘a)- 
ready tried the same system. Should Com- 
missioner Kerr’s inspection prove satisfac- 
tory it is to be hoped that a similar plant 
may be set up in Chicago with as little de- 
lay as possibile. 

It now costs about $300,000 a year to dis- 
pose of our waste; the feasibility of con- 
verting this refuse into revenue is a more 
inviting matter than at first appears. If 
the shiftless methods now employed not 
only can be abolished, but the stuff actually 
be made to yield a handsome income a new 
era in municipal housekeeping would begin, 

New York, before adopting its new plan, 
received from its “ scow-trimmers ” in some 
years as much as $50,000 worth of labor and 
$00,000 in cash as the value of gleaning 
from its dust chutes. Reasoning from these 
figures it is fair to conclude that the City 
Treasury would profit if the municipal au- 
thorities should do away with junk dealers 
and take full charge of the collection of rub- 
bish. A well regulated collection and dis- 
posal would pay all the cost of street sprink- 
ling and street cleaning and still leave a 
handsome margin for repaving within a 
year or two. If the principles of the con- 
servation of wealth should receive as much 
study and become as well understood &s the 
principles of the. conservation of energy 
many grievances based on the unequal dis- 
tribution of property and labor would disaj- 
pear and cease to exist as a perpetual men 
ace to the community. The Waring sys- 
tem would not only give the city clean 
streets but a revenue from garbage, old 
bot{les, paper, shoes, rags, and scraps that 
now go to the dumping piles.

RAILROADS FLEECING: FARMERS. 

A more damaging charge of corruption in 
railroad management than that made last 
week by President A. B. Stickney before 
the United States Inter-State Commerce 
Commission has hardly ever before been 
heard from the lips of a professional agitater. 
In the presence of several prominent offi- 
cials of other lines, not one of whom essayed 


_to contradict any of his statements, Mr. 


Stickney of the Chicago Great Western 
admitted that he had resorted to extraordi- 
nary methods in management, but claimed 
he had been foreed to it by others who 
formed a pool some ten months ago and for 
a much longer tise than that have been 
engaged in fleecing the people. He said in 
substance that not a single one of the corn 
crops of the last thirty-five years has been 
moved by the railroads till after the grain 
was in the hands of the dealers who had 
secured a favored rate. When once the 
farmer has been compeiled .to sell his corn 
the railroad managers make a rate to those 
who have bought it from him, and the corn 
goes forward. He intimated that some can 
and do obtain the same amount of service 
at less than half the terms exacted from 
others, and said it is this kind of business 
that is making Anarchists west of the Mis- 
souri River. 

Unfortunately there is no reason to doubt 
the correctness of these allegations of fact. 
So it must be conceded that the great ma- 
jority of the farmers-in the West are at the 
mercy of a comparatively few men who are 
railroad officials or sufficiently close 
“friends” of those officials to be able to 
make terms with them which are denied to 
the rest of the business public. Just why 
the small number of individuals ** who have 
the rate”? are thus highly favored to the 
extent of being able to dictate to the pro- 
ducer and shut out would-be competitors 
is not stated, but it is a legitimate inference 
that they pay for the privilege, and do not 
pay the fee or bribe into the treasury of the 
carrying company. The farmers of the West- 
ern States are choused oui of av aggregate 
of many million dollars each year, not a 
penny of which benefits the consumer in 
the shape of cheaper food, nor the stock- 
holder in the railroad company in the shape 
of increased dividends or otherwise. Who 
gets that: money? No doubt :President 
Stickney is sufliciently well informed on the 
subject to be able to give some information 
on the point, and it Ys a thousand pities he 
did not speak of it before the commission. 
What he kuows about it would make highly 
interesting reading in a second chapter 
from the pen of Mr, Stickney. 

Looking only at the surface of things, the 
commission is anxious to serve the public 
by enforcing the inter-State commerce law, 
which was designed to prevent discrimina- 
tion in favor of persons as well as places 
and class interests. According to the testi- 
mony submitted to it last week, that dis 
tinguished body has not. been largely suc- 
cessful, and it now seems as if it were re- 
garded by the railroad managers as a ma 
chine for protecting the latter against the 
dear public. The Chieago Great Western 
was “ hauled.over the coals” because its 
officinis dared to carry corn eastward at 
lower rates than were satisfactory to othér 
members of the pool, and refused to pro- 
rate with them under the terms of the 
agreement made last October, a copy of 
which was not filed with the commission, 
as required. Common sense and common 
justice favor the idea that a common carrier 
should not only be allowed but encouraged 
to perform transportation service at the 
lowest rates it is willing to accept, subject 
only to the condition that it must hold 
itself in readiness to treat all its patrons 
on the same terms. However the lawyers 
may construe the language of the law, there 
can be nb question that the intent of the 
meastire was to have the great publig 
served. on the lowest terms 


ble with treating all. alike Who 
wished to do business with a stated 
line. Hence the efforts of the commission 
should be directed principally towards the 
preventing of favoritism over any one 
route, and this attended to the rest would be 
mostly incidental. For it stands to reason 
that the managers of any line would not 
make terms to the general public which did 
not pay transportation charges at all times 
and would not pay fair dividends except 
during periods of extraordinary depression, 
in which the majority of other business in- 
terests suffer. And if here and there a line 
were unable to compete with others on those 
terms, it would be no more unjust to allow 
it to beat the consequences of imprudent 
investment than to let merchants, bankers, 
or manufacturers fail whet unable to keep 
up with the procession. If railroad pooling 
is illegal the commission is treading on dan- 
gerous ground when it accepts the dicta of 
other companies as sufficient reason for 
preventing any common earrier from nam- 
ing the lowest terms on which it is willing 
to serve all who wish to patronize its lines. 


ONE OF BRYAN’S FALSEHOODS. 

In one of the little speeches made by him 
while on his way to this city Bryan asserted 
that the right mode of settling the con- 
troversy over the money question was “ by 
restoring the gold and silver standard of the 
Constitution.” Then some simple-minded 
people applauded. 

This is not the first time that Bryan has 
apoken of ‘‘the gold and silver standard 
of the Constitution,” but he has never told 
any of his hearers the article and section 
of that instrument in which that standard is 
mentioned. , ; 

The reason is there is no such article or 
section. The Constitution prescribes no stand- 
ard, either gold or silver. It does not men- 
tion either of those metals when speaking 
of the powers of the General Government. 
Therefore when Bryan speaks of the * gold 
and silver standard of the Constitution ” 
he is as untruthful as if he were to 
speak of “the troy pound and the avoir- 
dupois- pound of the Constitution.” 

That instrument gives Congress the gen- 
eral power “ to coin money "—the unlimited 
power which every independent nation 
possesses, What kind of money should be 
coined and from what metals is not stated. 
It was not necessary. 

Congress is given power “ to provide and 
maintain a navy.” It is not required to 
build ships of wood, iron, or steel, or of all 
three materials. That is left to the discre- 
tion of Congress. Only wooden ships were 
constructed for over half a century. None 
are built now. But no donkey is heard de- 
manding “the wooden ships of the Con- 
stitution.” 

The framers of the Constitution did not 
deem it worth while to specify the metals 
coins should be made of. But even if they 
had done that unnecessary thing they 
would not have made it a Constitutional 
provisiou that Congress coin money on the 
assumption that sixteen parts of silver, or 
uny number of parts, were equal to one 
part of gold. 

Bryan wants his ignorant hearers to be- 
lieve that “16 to 1” is in the Constitution, 
It is not. No ratio is prescribed there. 
All the Constitution does is to empower 
‘to coin money.” The metal is 
not specified. Congress can discard both 
gold and silver if it chooses, and coin plat- 
inum or tin, 

The wise framers of the Constitution did 
not go into details. They did not lay down 
minute rules for the guidance of Congress. 
They did not state how many ounces there 
should be in the American pound. They 
did not sd@y that there should be decimal 
currency and did not provide what the 
American dollar should be male of, 

Whenever Bryan speaks of “the gold 
and silver standard of the Constitution ” 


Congress 


he speaks of something which does not ex- 
ist and which he knows does not exist. 
If he is as confident of the justice of 
his cajyise as he pretends he is, why these 
falsehoods? 


THE ANTHRACITE COAL TRUST. 

The President of the County Board has 
discovered that there is such a thing as an 
anthracite coal trust, whieh dictates the 
price of that commodity and makes the 
county pay what it sees fit. 

l’rivate consumers have known about that 
trust for-a long time. It has been in exist- 
enee for many years, with temporary in- 
terruptions. Occasionally the great pro- 
ducing companies in Pennsylvania got into 
a row and for a time there was competition 
and lower prices, 

Private citizens have submitted to the 
exactions of the combine with what pa- 
tience they could command. They have 
protested often, but they have not made any 
fight or appeal to the law for protection. 

The President of the County Board, who 
has greater resources at his command, is 
more belligerent. At his request the board 
adopted a resolution calling on the State’s- 


the law all who are interested iy the hard 
coal trust. A special committee is to be 
appointed to act in conjunction with the 
State’s-Attorney and County Attorney to 
prosecute offenders, 

There is no doubt that at this time the 
price of hard coal is fixed from month to 
month by the officers of the Pennsylvania 
companies which produce it. That is in 
violation of a Pennsylvania law. There is 
no doubt, aiso, that when those companies 
sell coal to Chicago dealers they do so with 
an agreement that they shall not sell below 
prices fixed from time to time by the pro- 
ducers, i" 

That is the plea made by the local dealprs. 
They assert they cannot get any anthracite 
unless they assent to the terms imposed by 
the mining companies. The Illinois anti- 
trust law declares it to be an offense— 

To make or enter Into, or execute or carry out 
any contract, obligation, er agreement of any kind 
or description by which they shall bind or have 
bound themselves not to sell, dispose of, or trans- 
port any article or commodity or article of trade 
use, merchandise, commerce, or consumption be- 
low & common standard figure. or by which they 
Shall agree in any manner to keep the price of 
such article at a fixed or graduated fizure. 

Under this section the loca] dealers can 
be indicted. As for the coal-mining ecom- 
panies, which are in another jurisdiction, 
the law declares that— 

Every foreign corporation violating any of the 
provisions of this act is hereby denied the right 
,4nd prohibited from doing any business within 
this State, and it shall be the duty of the Attorney- 
General to enforce this provision by injunction or 
ether proper proceedings. 

This law may not be worth the paper it 
was written on. As yet anti-trust laws, 
whether Federal or State, do not seem to 
be enforcible. Some of them have not been 
viewed with favor by the courts. There 
are others which no attempt has ever been 
made to enforce. 

r 

That is the ease with the Illinois law. 
The legislation against trusts began some 
years ago, but no trusts have been inter- 
fered with by that legislation. The anti- 
trust law is on the statute books. I¢ has 
unquestionably been violated by the hard 
coal combine. AB

Worse than this class 
wre those girls who pretend to study music 
and art and who come over here and, to put 
it mildly, are having rather a wild time of 
it, even for ‘*‘ gay Paree.” 

In London there are 50,000 musical stu- 
dents enrolled in the regular colleges and 
cohservatories, and that does not include 
all those who are studying under private 
masters, while here in Paris it is nearly as 
bad. Now what is to become of them all? 

Such mad folly as it is to rush over to Eu- 
rope, unless there is real musical talent, nay, 
genius, to warrant the risk, and it is a cry- 
ing shame that our rich country cannot sup- 
port conservatories where our young people 
could be educated, and that our public will 
not accept an artist without the stamp of 
European approval. 

It is high time we began to judge for our- 
selves. We have had the best in the world, 
and then when one becomes aware of the 
methods by which much of the European 
reclame is obtained it becomes all the more 
ridiculous to think we accept the foreign 
epproval without a protest. There is the 
absurd paid force of claqueurs—hired ap- 
plauders—and I don’t know how many other 
ways of getting apparent ovations as yet 
hot adopted m America. 


As They Marry in France. 
The old French families have not changed 


modern times. Marriages are still made by 
managing mammas with regard to dots and 
without regard to feelings. I was dining 
Sunday night with Baron and Baronne de 
trilleau and was intensely amused to dis- 
cover it was the occasion for a sweet young 
French girl to meet for the first time the 
man she was to marry.

Frenchmen in a Rage. 


All Paris—that is to say, all theatrical 
Paris—is in a state of intense excitement 
over the recent scandal at the concours at 
the Conservatoire when the awards of the 
jury in the tragedy competition, held on 
Friday, were announced. 

For a thoroughly exciting scene I have 
scarcely ever witnessed its equal, and it 
gave an excellent opportunity to study the 
French character. 

A Frenchman brooks no injustice if he 
has within his power the means of re- 
pudiating it, and it is just this assertive 
spirit of his rights that made a republic of 
an empire, and it is this same spirit that 
drives Frenchmen en masse to the polls 
when corrupt municipal and governmental 
administrations menace the public welfare. 
Americans, perhaps, might in this one re- 
spect at least learn a good lesson from the 
French. 

The trouble at the Conservatoire arose 
from a difference of opinion between the 
public and the jury as to the merits of the 
two principal contestants for the tragedy 
prize, and, as Francisque Sarcey puts it, 
“The next three years will determine which 
was right, the jury or the public.” 

Such men as Victorien Sardou, Ludovic 
Halévy, Jules lemaitre, Jules Claretie, 
Henrie Lavedan, Jules Barbier, Mounet- 
Bully, Le Bargy, and Deschapeiles, under 
the Presidency of Theodore Dubois, director 
of the Conservatoire, composed the jury. 

In the audience were some of the most 
distinguished actors, writers, and critics of 
France. , 

The two contestants for the second prize 
in tragedy—there was no first given—were 
Mile. Maille and Mile. Page, the former a 
pretty girl whose acting savored strongly 
of the commonplace without interest, the 
latter less good-looking but possessing force 
power and above all the divine spark of real 
genius, and, according to public opinion, 
she deserved the prize. But Mile. Maille 
is a protégé of one of the most powerful 
critics of France. The jury was composed 
of artists. Voila tout. 

The prize, to the astonishment of every 
one present, was awarded to Mile. Maille. 
M. Dubois arose to make the announcement. 
Mile. Maille was called. Instantly a furore 
ensued. People hissed, whistled, shook their 
fists at the jury, and in every way manifest- 
ed their disapproval. But the real excite- 
1ent of the occasion was when Mile. Page 
was called to receive honorable -mention. 
Then it was that the tumult broke loose. 
People rose to their feet, shouted them- 
selves hoarse cheering her, and by their 
cries completely drowned the voice of the 
President, who strove in vain to speak, 

“C'est I’ Injustice,” they angrily ex- 
claimed, making menacing gestures at the 
jury, the members of which turned pale 
and I could hear them saying to each other, 

Je vous al dit, je vous al dit.” So among 
them, too, there had evidently been a hot 
discussion, for I positively know that M. 
Mounet-S8ully and his confrére of the Com- 
edie Francaise were for Mile. Page. 

Seeing he could do absolutely nothing with 
the infuriated people the President simply 
closed the concours, To no avail. The peo-

Great Changes in the Sport of Trap | 


Shooting in. Recent Years—Im- 
provements in Mechanism, Ar- 
rangements, and Positions of the 
Experts on the Mark — Present 
Rules Allow Highest Development 


of the Art. 


Trap shooting, like everything else in this 
age of progress, has undergone considerable 
changes in recent years. To those familiar 
with the meets held fifteen and twenty years 


‘ago the present method of conducting a 


tournament such as that now running, at 


*Rurnside shows a wonderful improvement. 


Gur , traps, methods of handling birds, and 
the attitudes of the contestants themselves 
have all undergone great modifications, aud 
for the better. 

To the sportsman of fifteen years ago ham- 
merless guns were almost unheard of. Today 
nineteen out of twenty of the crack shots at 
Watson's Park have the latest patterns of 
automatic fowling pieces with not a hammer 
fin s' cht. 

Tl « traps of the present time also would 
scarcely be recognized by an ancient in- 
habitant of a quarter of a centuryago. The 
old plunge trap, now obsolete, which shot 
the bird up into the air several feet when 
the string was pulled, or the ground trap, 
znade of wooden boards and operated by a 

pe, were then the improved implementa. 

ut the device now used is different. 

When the trapman wanted to know what 


called “* Pull.”” This also often caused con- 
siderable discussion and argument, and re- 
quired the referee’s decision to settle.

But great as have been the improvements 
‘in mechanism and arrangementsy the most 
marked change’ which is visible to the fre- 
quenter. of shooting tournaments is in the 
attitudes of the experts themselves. This 
change is not due to a fad or a trick of the 
trade, but has been brought about by changes 
in the rules of the game; and the sport is 
now placed in this respect on a common 
sense basis. ; 


Old and New Rules for Position. 

Eighteen years ago, in the healthy child- 
hood of trap shooting, the rules universally 
uséd required the butt of the gun to be held 
below the elbow until the bird was actually in 
the air. This requirement was made largely 
for the old plunge traps,- with one barrel 
only, and twenty-one yards rise. It, how- 
ever, put too much power in the hands of

But it is this lack 
of restrictions which makes the ®arious 
shooters take such different attitudes, and 
something of their ability can be told off- 
hand from their characteristic positions. 
Some Noticeable Positions. 

Perhaps the attitude nearest. to perfect 
shooting form is that of C. W. Budd of Des 
Moines, Ia. His feet wellapart, body slight- 
ly slanted forward. and strong, nervous 
grasp of the gun make him ready for any 
emergency which the bird may offer. 
Whether it be an extreme right-quarter from 
the right-hand trap or an: equally sudden 
left flyer from the left-hand trap, it finds hlin 
instantly ready and in a position which 
commands the entire field. It is safe to say 
that he saves a large fraction of a second in 
time over a majority,of the other trap shots. 
Budd's attitude is closely duplicated by most 
ef the leading marksmen. 

For a left-handed man who its rather slow 
in appearance C. 8S. Birkhart, the Captain 
of the Buffalo team, is an astonishment when 
he comes to shoot. His attitude is solid and 
substantial enough to stand heavy charges 
of powder day in and day out for weeks, but 
lacks that: forward lean and readiness of 
poise seen in the quicker men. Still, when 
the bird actually rises he does not get far be- 
fore a left-handed charge of shot is playing 
havoc with his organism in a manner fully 
equal to that affected by the right-hand 
Goses. 

Characteristic Trap Pose. 

E. C. Birkhart, brother to the left-handed 
expert, has probably one of the most re- 
markable attitudes in shooting seen at Burn- 
side during the week. He faces the trap 
almost square, holds his feet close together, 
and places his gun so that it looks almost 
as if it was held in the center of his chest 
instead of his right shoulder. He wears 
heavy glasses and moves his head until he 
has the center of the trap exactly in the 
middle of his vision, then calls *‘ pull” with 
almost invariably disastrous results to the 
unfortunate pigeon which chance has chosen 
for his target. .

The principal demand is for rackets. In 
this line there has been considerable im- 
provement this season. Both the shape and 
weight of the bats fancied by the cracks 
have changed over last year’s pattern. The 
correct thing now for the tournament play- 
ers is a racket much longer in shape and a’ 
large fraction of an ounce lighter than those 
previously affected. This change has un- 
doubtedly been caused by the superior 
articles which the English experts brought 
over to this cfuntry last summer, when they 
bested the most skillful of our players. The 
bats they used were long and slim in shape, 
light in weight, and strung with extremely 
fine gut. 

While the price of the implements used in 
almost every sport has steadily decreased in 
the last few years, tennis rackets have 
proved an exception. The price has steadily 
advanced in successive years from a few 
dollars to $5, $6, $7, and $8. Abroad the 
high-grade bats cost a five-pound note. This 
increase in the purchase price, the dealers 
Say, is due entirely to the increasing cost of 
the wooden bows which form the framework 
of the racket. They are made from the

TURNING POINT. 


Fountain Ferry. Track Now Draws All 
the Cireuit Chasers Whe Will 


—Sanger Will Not Ride with the 
Great Five—Loughead Is Not Eli- 
gible, Being a Canadian — Cooper 
Leads in the Points Table. 


The circuit is now at the half and the na- 
tional meet of the. League of American 
Wheelmen will next claim the attention of 
the entire racing world. Every fiyer of any 
pretense to speed will be present at that 
meet to try conclusions, and the entry 
blanks will include the most prominent 
riders from the entire United Staies, riders 
from Canada and Mexico as well, and prob- 
ably from Europe and other foreign coun- 
tries. The racing at the national meet has 
always been of the greatest significance, but 
this year it is especially so, as the track on 
which the events will be held is the finest 
competitive track in the world. The third 
mile oval at Fountain Ferry now holds most 
of the records of the world against time, and 
the present meet will see many time tria's. 

Among the most important of these will be 
the attempts of that king of record break- 
ers, John 8S. Johnson, who has offered to go 
for all short distance records, from the mile 
to the five-mile inclusive, paced by his im- 
ported pacemakers, and for the hour record, 
provided pacemakers are supplied him by 
the management. Johnson wffl be on the 
grounds within a short time and will train 
for record trials only and- not for racing. 
It is probable that the national champion- 
ships will be fought out by Bald, Cooper, 
Ziegler, and Gardiner of the big five, as 
Sanger will not start in the championship 
events and Loughead cannot do so, being a 
Canadian. 


For the National Championships. 

It may be that others will have a bid in 
the field for national honors, but this seems 
hardly probable at the present writing. 
Fountain Ferry Park, where the racing men 
are quartered, is located in the woods thre¢ 
miles from the center of Louisville. Louis- 
ville is planning to take care of the largest 
crowd ever seen at a cycle meet in this coun- 
try and the plans’are complete. 

A new class of sporting men has entered 
the bicycle racing business with the inten- 
tion of giving it an impetus that it could not 
receive in years under the present way of do- 
ing things. The horsemen have taken hold 
of the affair and are going.to hold an ex- 
perimental meet at Buffalo on Aug. 6, 7, and 
8. Large purses will be given and all the 
best men in the country will compete. 

In a recent article the writer advocated 
the union of the horsemen and bicycle riders 
for the purpose of bringing money into the 
situation, Under the present ruling of the 
Racing Board it is not lawful fora profes- 
sional rider to race for a prize of greater 
value than $100. The reasons for this are 
obvious, the plainest of them being the 
League of American ‘Wheelmen desires to 
protect the smaller and less wealthy clubs 
from being brought into monetary compe- 
tition with older and richer organizations, 
whether they be bicycle clubg or otherwise. 


Special Permission Required. 

Special permission is granted in cases 
where the Racing Board sees fit to allow the 
prize value to,.be increased, but this is not 
largely done. . From the standpoint of the 
rider this ruling is an injustice. In a num- 
ber of cases riders are paying their own ex- 
penses on the circuit, and with an occa- 
sional win of $100 they just manage to strug- 
gle alang, at the end of the season having 
nothing to show for their months of hard 
work. When the Buffalo meet was first 
proposed the promoters wished to give $500 
for first prizes in some of the events and $250 
in others. On application,to the Racing 
Board a sanction for the meet was refused 
unless the prizes were cut down to the regu- 
lation amount, permission being given to 
hold one invitation race for which the prize 
should be $250. <All the other values were 
necessarily cut down in order that the sanc- 
tion for the races might be obtained. 

Tom Cooper has at last gained the lead 
in both the percentage and points tables 
and leads the racing men of the National 
Circuit entering the national meet. Cooper 
is one point to the good of Arthur Gardiner 
and Ziegler, and is tied with Gardiner for 
the second positions. These changes in the 
tables were brought about at the Lima meet. 
In the half-mile race at that meeting Bald 
ran unplaced for the first time on the cir- 
cuit this season. This was the fatal race in 
which Joseph Griebler, one of the most pop- 
ular followers of the circuit, met his death. 
Bald was thrown from his stride just pre- 
vious to Griebler’s fall by Sanger, who fell 
against him. In that same race Loughead 
was up on the tape, but at the extreme out- 
side of the line, and in the get-away he failed 
to catch with the field and quit. Loughead 
slipped down several positions by reason of 
this defeat by a large field. Bald’s great 
fall behind Cooper in the table is due to 
this race, as he defeated the Detroit man in 
the mile contest of the same day. The ta-

He began the work March 380, and calcu- 
lates that it took him just twenty-four days, 
five hours, and thirty-five minutes to com- 
plete the work. 

The wheel is a beautiful piece of mechan- 
ical workmanship. It is seventeen inches 
high, six feet and four inches long, and 
weighs forty-three and three-quarters 
pounds. The cranks for the 77-year-old boy 
are four and a half inches long, while those 
for the other two are five andahalf. The 
frame was constructed with the view of be- 
ing large enough for them next season or 
probably two seasons yet.

LAWN BOWLS AT THE COUNTRY CLUB 
Latest Fad Among Afternoon Crowds 
on the South Side. 

Lawn bowls is just now the latest fad of 
the Saturday afternoon crowds at the Ken- 
wood Country club. Acomplete outfit of the 
paraphernalia necessary for the game has re- 
cently been purchased by the club and in- 
stalled on the smooth bit of lawn just east 
of the house. Owing to.the social nature of 
the game and the number that can play at 
one time the young people have taken it up 
extensively, and for the time it has almost 

entirely superseded croquet. 

A ,.wire cage divided into a number of par- 
titions or stalls is first set up on the lawn. 
Each compartment ts open in both frontand 
rear except for brilliantly colored swinging 
doors which allow the passage of the balls 
through them. The object of the game is to 
bowl wooden balls of about the size used in 
croquet so that they will stay in the com- 
partments. To do this the shot must have 
sufficient strength to push open the front 
door of a stall, but must not be speedy 
enough to continue out at the rear also. 

Each stall has a particular number, those 
on the outside edges counting more than the 
easier center positions. Each player is 
equipped with a number of bails of one color, 
and turns are takenin bowling. Asit is eas- 
ily possible to knock an opponent out of a 
stall, or to drive a ball in front of the cage 
into it, the game offers most of the possibili- 
ties of curling. Nothing but skill and deli- 
cacy of touch are required in the game, and 
for this reason the women are as adept at 
it as the men. This fact makes mixed 
games possible, and considerable excite- 
ment and interest in the outcome. 

During the last week an attempt has been 
made to introduce lacrosse at the club. 
Several bats have been procured, and the 
more athletic members have amused them- 
Selves practicing how to handle them. The 
general sentiment, however, seems to be 
that the game is too violent and exhausting 
for hot weather, and requires too many play- 
ers atatime.

MIRROR ATTACHMENT FOR BICYCLE 


It Enables an Inexperienced Rider to 
: See Behind with Ease. 

When riding, a wheelman’s duty is to look 

ahead, but there are circumstances that

oblige him to turn his head to see what is 
going on behind him. No inexperienced rider 
can do this without losing his balance, and 
it is even dangerous for an expert rider to 
turn his head, as he is apt to come in col- 
lision while so doing. To obviate this diffi- 
culty a simple appliance has been placed on 
sale which can be attached to the handle 
bar or fork of any wheel. The device con- 
sists of a supporting arm, whose several 
members have pivotal connections with one 
another. At the upper end this arm carries 
a mirror inclosed in a suitable frame. The 
lower end of the arm is provided with a 
clamp and socket, by means of which it can 
be readily attached un the front part of the 
wheel. The mirror has a bull and socket 
connection, enabling it to be adjusted to 
any desired angle or position. 


DISPLAYS A WOEFUL IGNORANCE. 


Wants to Buy Kerosene Vapor for His 
.- Lamp. 

As old as is the bicycle craze, there are yet 
left people in the city who are not acquainted 
with the most ordinary details of the wheel- 
ing art.

TANDEM AND QUAD ATTACHMENTS. 


Detachable Frames Made Which May 
Be Fastcned to Ordinary Wheels. 
A new bicycle convertible into a tandem, 
triplet, or quadruplet is tn process of con- 
struction at a factory‘on the South Side. 
The first wheel will appear next week and

from the nature of the convertible device it 
promises to be popular, especially with 
people who are unable to possess both a 
single wheel and tandem, 

The device consists of four parts, three of 
which are simple connecting bars. The 
other part is a handle bar and seat post, 
to the bottom of which Is attached a sprocket 
wheel. This part is therefore nothing more 
nor less than the front seat and rear handle- 
| bars of a tandem. 

The wheel is constructed with extra heavy 
front forks upon Which comes considerable 
strain in a tandem. Six inches back of the 
handle-bar posts the two frame rods are 
jointed, especialiy for union couplings. 
When the wheel is to be converted into a 
tandem these tubes are unjointed and the 
device described above is inserted. If a 
triplet or a quad is to be made two or three 
attachments respectively are inserted. 

A’ number of experts have examined the 
wheel and seem extremely well pleased. 
The only doubt they expressed was concern- 
ing the strength of the joints, but the in- 
ventor claims that by the nicety of -the 
workmanship around the joints and the 
union couplings used these parts are really 
stronger than any other. 

A drop frame rod can be used to accom- 
modate women cyclists. 

At present the firm having the device in 
charge manufactures the whole wheel, but 
the converting device may be used on an 
ordinary '06 model by cutting the tubes im- 
mediately back of the handle-bar post and 
finishing them off so as to be easily coupled. 

The price of the wheel will be the same as 
that of a tandem, but the device will prob- 
ably be sold separately also. 


SOLVES A HIGH-GEAR PROBLEM. 


Inventive Genius of an lowa Inventor 
at Work. 

An inventor from Fairfield, Ia., A. M. 
Snyder, thinks he has solved the problem of 
overcoming the disadvantages of the high 
gear. His method, however, is not primarily 
to do away with the well-known lack of 
power from which a high géar suffers in a 
high wind or up a steep grade, but it is to 
change the gear itself. 

The inventor’s scheme for changing the 
gear without removing the wheel is to pro- 
vide a detachable sprocket on the rear 
hubs This he provides for by making his 
rear sprocket in two pieces, which fit into 
each other and are fastened securely in 
place by a narrow screw collar on the hub. 

Small lugs on the parts of the toothed 
wheel and corresponding depressions in the 
flange of the hub prevent the danger of the 
sprocket turning without the hub. By using 
this device, the inventor claims, the gear 
may be changed in less than five minutes 
without taking off the wheel or loosening 
the bearings. By carrying one ounce extra

DESIGNS NEW AUTOMATIC BRAKE, 


Lever with Shoe Attachment Clamps 
to the Lower Forks. 

An automatic brake for bicycles is among 
the latest inventions. It is a Small, almost 
unnoticeable arrangement applied to the 
rear wheel and is the long needed substitute 
for the clumsy brake operated by hand at 
the handle bar post. 

It consists simply of a lever with a shoe 
ramos clamped to the lower forks of the 
rame. e free end of this lev 
vided with a ball-bearing roller, wash anes 
just above, but normally does not ride upon 
the chain. A rider desiring to slow down 
or stop, or to keep his wheel in check de- 
Sscending a grade or hill, instinctively re- 
verses action on his pedals or holds back. 
This action instantly Straightens the lower 
reach of the chain and transfers the slack 
which theretofore had been in the lower 
reach to the upper reach. Ags the lower 
reach straightens it catches the ball-bear- 
ing roller, lifts and carries the lever back- 
ward, drawing the shoe against the tire, 
The amount of brake power applied de- 
pends on the force used in back pedaling

OUTLOOK FOR NEW BUILDINGS THIS 
FALL NOT ENCOURAGING, 


Falling-Off in Volume of Operations 
‘gor the First Seven Months of This 
Yearas Compared with Correspond- 
ing Period of 1895—Decision in the 

- Clarke Case—Site of the Spectato- 

. yium Resold —Real Estate Board 
Meeting—Other News Items. 


Comparatively few of the buildings planned 


for Chicago during the last three months 


will be constructed until the result of the 
November election is known. Designs have 
been made by the architects for buildings of 
every description, but the difficulty in mak- 
ing loans and the stringent exactions as to 
the payment of mortgages in gold on the part 
of the loaners have combined to make the 
promoters believe a postponement for the 
present advisable. In the opinion of the con- 
tractors this condition of affairs will con- 
tinue during the fall. 

During the first seven months of this year 
there were 909 less permits issued by the 
Building Department of the city than for 
the corresponding period of 1895. The de- 
crease in the frontage of the proposed build- 

‘ings was 27,054 feet and in the cost $6,595,- 
653. This decrease. is the, more remarkable 
from the small cost at which buildings can 
now beconstructed. The present cost is con- 
siderably less than last year, and from 25 
to 30 per cent less than three years ago. 

A large number of vacant stores, offices, 
and houses is regarded by some as an evi- 
dence that Chicago is overbuilt. While the 
number of vacancies is unusually large, they 
are the result of depression in business and 
the economy practiced by the lessees. Busi- 
ness-men .have contracted their quarters as 
much as possible in order to reduce expenses, 
and the same thing is true in the residence 
districts. With the adoption of a gold stand- 
ard, the large contractors believe, without 
exception, building operations will experi- 
ence a decided revival. 


Good Time to Build. 

“There is certainly a falling off in the 
number of buildings projected for Chicago,” 
said George W. Fuller of the Fuller Con- 
struction company, *“‘ and I do not anticipate 
any changé for the better before next year. 
The large buildings in the city have always 
been constructed to a considerable extent 
by capital borrowed from foreign countries. 
No loans of any miagnitude are being made. 
The conditions:exacted by holders of capital 
are too severe to suit the borrower, who is 

made timid by the uncertain condition of 
political affairs, and the lender will not place 
his money, even on the best security, until he 


"4s fully protected. 


“The person who can arrange to build now 
and hold the property for some time will 
yealize largely on the investment under ordi- 
pary conditions. Never in the history of 
‘the city could buildings be constructed so 
cheaply. As an illustration, take the Mer- 
rimac, which our company is erecting, 
and the Champlain Building, completed four 
years ago. The Merrimac is larger by 22 

cent and the finish is at least 1U per cent 
Soteae yet the cost of the building will be 
only $25,000 more than the cost of the Cham- 
plain. 
Has a Hopeful View. 

“ Wages are not much less now than they 
were three or four years ago, but the im- 
proved methods of construction and the 
cheapness of material make the difference 
in the cost. Chicago is overbuilt under the 
present conditions of business, wiaen every 
one is practicing economy, but with the 
return of confidence the vacant space will 
be tdken wp and in time the: builders will ex- 
perience a much bhetter demand for their 
services..

Fine Structure Planned for the Estate 
of M. A. Meyer. 

Plans have been completed by Dankmar 
Adler for the fine new building to be erected 
on Market street, south of Van Buren, for 
the M. A. Meyeér estate.

Arrangements to Deposit It with a 
Trustee—Austrian Contract Signed. 
Diamond Match and New York Busacuit stock 

are to be protected. They will not be protected in 

the way at first proposed through the formation 

of a syndicate which could take the stock at a 

fixed price. All the stock held by banks and 

capitalists, or rather all the holdings of any 
amount, are to placed in the hands of the Northern 

Trust company as trustg¢e, to be held one year. 

During the year the stocks are not to be sold 
unless the market price should go up to a point 
which would justify their sale by the holders. 
The plan, which has met the approval of nearly 
all of those most interested will be for the banks 
and capitalists who have loaned money on stock 
to allow these loans to stand for a period of one 
year. The stock will remain the property of the 
person who has deposited it subject to the lean 
for which it is a collateral. Interest rates will 
be charged of approximately 7 r cent on the 
loan, and if the stock should advance in value it 
is. possible the holders of the stock might get out 
without any loss whatever. As it is, they are 
given a year in which to straighten out their 
affairs. 

The Diamond Match company has closed a con- 
tract with the Landerbank of Vienna for the use 
of Diamond Match machines in Austria. A cable- 
gram announcing the closing of the contract was 
received yesterday from President O, C. Barber 
and Director George T. Smith, who are now in 
Paris. This contract is of considerable prospec- 
tive value to Diamond Match stockholders. The 
details have not been made public, but if they 
are similar to the one for which negotiations are 
being carried on the Diamond Match company 
will become a my ones 4 stockholder itn the new 
Austrian cornoration. he proposition made by 
the Diamond Match company and the one under 
which negotiations are being carried on provided 
for the formation of a new company having a 
capital of $10,000,000, Of this capital the Dia- 
mond Match company was to have 51 per cent. 
thus giving it control. It was to furnish the 
machines necessary for the equipment of new 
factories, but whether ft was to furnish any 
money is not known. The proposition made was 
considered a favorable one to the Diamond Match 
company, but one which would permit the minor- 
ity stockholders to get a considerable profit. The 
principal match manufacturer in Austria is Ber- 
nard Furth, whose nephew, Dr. k. Furth, came 
to this country to examine the workings of the 
Diamond Match machines. A copy of his report 
was recently received in Chicago, in which he 
said the adoption of these machines in the present 
factories of Austria would effect a saving of 
nearly $200.000 a vear. 

The report of Dr. Furth, in which the contract 
was made, is summed up in the concluding para- 
graphs, which read as follows: 

" Ss not necessary to be a prophet to foresee 
that the Diamond match machine will shortly 
create a revolution in the match industry of the 
whole world, a matter which has not happened up 
to now in other branches of industry in such a 
decided form. 

“The advantages demonstrated in the present 
report, when we refer to the profits. compared with 
the old method of manufacture, are very clear. 

‘* Economy in materials and wages diminish the 
cost of production of matches from 30 to 40 per 
cent, and as far as hygienic advantages are con- 
cerned, all the desideratum of our governors are 
not only satisfied, but even surpassed. 

‘‘ If, before finishing, I mention the best kind of 
wood for working with the Diamond match ma- 
chine is pine, which grows in enormous quantities 
in Austria and in Bohemia, and is even cheaper 
than|in America, it is clear that the introduction 
of this new marvel cannot find any opposition, but 
is desirable under any consideration.’’ 

There is talk of a deal which was being carried 
on for the purchase of 10,000 shares of Diamond 
Match stock et 225 by an English syndicate.. This 
is said to have been the reason for the support 
given Diamond Match by the Moores. There was 
@ delay in carrying out the trade and this precipi- 
tated the failure of the Moores. It is claimed the 
deal is not yet entirely off and that there is a 
probability of its going through in an amended 
form even yet. This would mean a combination 
between Bryant & May and the Diamond Match 
company for the control of the match industry of 
Great Hritain. Bryant & May are now the largest 
match manufacturers in England. The Diamond 
Match company has a large factory in England 
which is now practically complete.

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FAMILY THAT IS QUITE REMARKABLE 


Six Long-Lived Kentuckians Who 
Have Over 1,000 Descendants, + 
Lexington, Ky., July 24.—{St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.}—The Webb family of Letcher 
County is the wonder of Hastern Kentucky. 
About the year 1790 Benjamin Webb left his 
home in Ashe County, N. C., and emigrated 
to the unbroken wilds of Eastern Kentucky. 
He built a home on the beautiful and historic 
Kentucky River, only a few miles from its 
source, where the early Kentucky pioneer, 
Daniel Boone, had camped years before at 
the mouth of Boone’s Fork, and where, tra- 
dition says, the first log hut built in Kast- 
ern Kentucky was erected.

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ELECTRICITY FROM COKE. 


THE PROBLEM OF GETTING NEARLY 
FULL POWER FROM COAL. 


Dr. Jacques’ New Process to Reduce 
the First Cost of Electric Light to 
un Quarter of What It Is—What the 
invention Will Accomplish—De- 

- seFiption of the Method of Getting 
Out the Power—Present Waste Is 


Enormous. 


Few announcements in practical science 
of recent years have been calculated to ex- 
cite so much interest as that made the other 
day that the problem of the direct conver- 
gion of coal into electricity had been solved. 
The announcement came almost simultan- 

. eously in this country and in Germany—in 
Germany from anveminent chemist that the 
thing could be done, and, characteristically, 

-4n this country from an electrician of high 
standing thai it had been done. Dr. Cohen, 
a German chemist of reputation, has been 
experimenting at the problem for some time, 
and as @ result of his researches announced 
a short time ago his belief that it would be 
possible to transform coal into electricity di- 
rectly. The same month Dr. William W. 
Jacques, an electrician of the Bell Telephone 
company, filed letters of patent upon a proc- 
ess accomplishing exactly this result. 

Just what all this means was best put ina 
lecture by Prof. Oftwald two years ago, 
when he said: “ Had we a cell in which 
electrical energy was produced by the direct 
oxidation of carbon, with an output aj- 
proaching the theoretical, we should be on 
the brink of an industrial revolution com- 
pared with which the invention of the steam 
engine sinks into insignilicance.”’ | 

This is putting the case strongly, but it is,, 
nevertheless, in a large measure true, 

Present Enormous Waste of Power. 

As almost every one at all acquainted with 
the subject knows, the amount of actual 
work that is got out of a pound of coal, 
burned in an ordinary steam engine, is ab- 
surdly small as compared with the total 
amount of power resident in the coal, The 
finest triple-expansion engine on one of our 
great ocean liners, which probably realizes 
the highest efficiency known at the present 
time, secures about only 14. per cent of the 
theoretical efficiency of’ burning coal. An 
ordinary steam engine does not realize over 
7 per cent. The remaining 90 or more per 
cent is absolutely lost—wasted. 

Furthermore, in order to get the potential 
energy of coal into a form where it is easily 

‘ utilizable commercially involves still further 
joss and waste. All the power that is con- 
sumed in running the dynamo is so much 
energy thrown away. A table recently pre- 
pared showing the workings of several hun- 
dred electric light plants in the United States 
disciosed the fact that the large plants of 
the very finest equipment secured only about 
& per cent in actual work or electricity of 

*¢the potential of the coal, and that the small- 
er plants only secured around 2 per cent. 
All told, it is probable that the average for 
the whoie country is less than 5 per cent. 

Now, if a way could be found to reverse 
these proportions approximately, it is easy 
to see what an industrial revolution would 
result, and Dr. Jacques of Boston be- 
lieves that he has done about this. He has’ 
devised a process of singular simplicity, 
gecnerating an electric current direct from 
coel, or rather from coke, and in a séries 

- of tests was able to secure in one instance 
as high as 87 per cent of a theoretical effici- 
ency of the.coal used. This, of course, was 
exceptional, but Dr. Jacques beileves he will 
be able soon to produce electricity commer- 
clally for somewhere between one-fifth and 
one-tenth its present cost. 


Jacques’ Process, Coke and Caustic 
; Soda. 


Put in the very simplest way, Dr. Jacques’ 

rocess is this: Taking a quantity of coke, 

e reduces it to a powder, adds a litte water, 
jams it into a cylinder,.and makes a big 
rcund stick of carbon that looks a good deal 
like a giant firecracker or a stick of carbon 
for an electric arc light very much enlarged. 
This stick of carbon he suspends in a 
cylindrical iron pot containing an electrolyte 
of melted caustic soda. And when acurrent 
of air, introduced by a small tube, is driven 
through this solution electrical action is set 
up, producing a current of extraordinary 
volume. 

To gain the necessary voltage or electrical 
pressure a hundred or more of these iron pots 
are put together, their rims connected by a 

“wire. The whole plant—it can hardly be 
~ a battery—is enclosed in an oven in 
to keep the solution at a uniform tem- 

, perature of about 400° Centigrade. 

Practically that is all there is of this in- 
vention. With the exception of a pump to 
drive the air through the solution of soda 
there is ho machinery at all. Compared 
with this simple affair a steam engine and 
dynamo are, as Prof. Jacques observes, 
“hopelessly complex.’ There are no boil- 
ers, no engine,.no dynamo, no ashes to be re- 
moved, no water to be paid for, no endless 
quantity of supplies needed. 

Roughly speaking, Dr. Jacques estimates 
that the first cost of an electric light plant, 
per horse power, will be something like a 
fourth or a fifth of the present cost. The ex- 
pense of maintenance, or rather of attend- 
ance, is reduced almost to a minimura. The 
carbon cylinders last for 150 hours or more; 
the enclosing oven has a self-feeding attach- 
ment. Practically this generator requires 
little more attention than an ordinary smal] 

_ gteam-heating house plant. 
The Enormous Saving. 

. From a series of tests extending over,many 
months Dr. Jacques estimates that already 

(he § able to generate electricity for a fifth 
or a sixth that of the best plant in the United 
States, and for one-tenth that of the smaHer 
plants. In other words, a pound of coal is 
amade to produce five or ten times as much 
power as at the present time. 

Perhaps this does not bring to the mind 
any clear or vivid idea of the immense value 


The other day Dr. Jacques and Edward At- 
kinson, the statistician, sat down and under- 
took a little speculation in figures. Suppos- 
ing that by Dr. Jacques’ process all the en- 
gines and power plants in the United Statés 
could be reproduced for, say one-fourth of 
their present value, and next that they could 
be run for one-fifth their present cost. In 
the United States there are upward of $1,100,- 
000,000 invested in steam engines alone. This, 
of course, includes locomotives and the like. 
In the matter of first cost Dr. Jacques’ in- 
vention would therefore represent a saving 
of upwards of three-quarters of a billion of 
dollars. ; 
Again, steam power in this country repre- 

. sents an annual expenditure of about $450,- 
. 000,000 a year. That is practically the an- 
nual cost of running the national govern- 
ment, including all the improvements and 
expenditure on public work which the gov- 
ernment undertakes. Were Dr. Jacques’ 
process to be intreduced, even with its pres- 
ent efficiency, this bill for power would be 
reduced to less than a hundred millions. It 
would save the people of this country an- 
nually more than two and a ha!f times the 
amount that is collected from our everlast- 
ing tariff fees. It would save five or six 
times as much as all the silver that would 
be offered for coinage if Mr. Bryan and his 
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Populist brethren get: the government and °

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| STUDYING THE MANFLYING PROBLEM. 


Hargraves’ Australian Machine a Help 
Towards Its Solution—His Line of 
Experiment and the Results. 


Boston Evening Transcript: The news 
that a company is forming for the purpose 
of constructing airships will perhaps tend 
more than anything else to prove to the gen- 
eral public that aerial manflight and aerial 
navigation generally is rapidly approach-. 
ing the era of practical achievement. The 
marked impetus which the problem of man- 
flight has received within the last few years 
dates from the time when Helmholtz gave 
a death blow to balloon navigation by show- 
ing that under the most favorable circum- 
stances, and then only when constructed of 
the most rigid materials, balloons could be 
driven up to a limit of not more thantwenty 
miles an hour through theair. The attention 
of ‘scientists was thus drawn off the balloon 
and concentrated upon the hitherto derided 
flying machine. ‘ Fresh experiments by Max- 
im, Langley, Lilienthal, Chanute, and.others 
have resulted in establishing not merely a 
new science of aerodromics, to use Prof. 
Langley’s term, but also the fact that the 
question of a machine capable of support- 
ing a man’s weight and flying with safety 
and speed through the air for considerable 
distances is not merely possible, but that its 
solution is ‘reduced by a matter of subordli- 
nate detail involving the best forny aero- 
plane and the lightest and most efficient,en- 
gine to work a rotating stem-screw fan. 

The principle which ts the basis of the mod- 
ern flying machine bears the same analogy 
to bird flight as a carriage on wheels. bears 
to pedestrial locomotion. The wing action 
of a bird, flying horizontally, whendissected 
is found to consist of two distinct elements, 
one, @ propulsion forward by back pressure 
on therair, and the other, a support furnished 
by the upward component of the air which 
is forced against the inclined front plane 
of the wing. In the modern flying machine 
it has been found more convenient to deal 
with these separately, so that it now con- 
sists*radically of a plane surface inclined at 
a small angle, which may on the average 
be taken as an incline of one in thirteen, to- 
gether with a rotating screw propeller whic 
forces this inclined plane through the air. 
The principal requisites which then remain 
for the successful accomplishment of flight 
under these circumstances are stability, and 
dirigibility of the aeroplane under all cir- 
cumstances, and such an efficiency of the 
motor, compared with its weight, as to fur- 
nish propulsion sufficient to support the 
atroplane and its passengers. 

The former part of this problem has been 
separately studied in particular by Lilien- 
thal, Langley, and Hargrave, and the latter 
by Maxim. , Maxim has succeeded in proving 
the. power of a motor to raise an aeroplane 
containing passengers above the ground, 
but has not as yet dared to intrust his ma- 
chine and friends to the tender mercies of 
the free air beyond his controlling rail limits, 
Lilienthal has developed the wing form of 
aeroplane without touching the question 
of the motor, and has shown that even the 
variations of the wind alone are sufficient 
to support and. even raise an aeroplane un- 
der intelligent control, and enable a descent 
to be made under perfectly safe conditions. 

Hargrave of Australia, who promises to be 
the Newton of air flight, has attacked both 
problems at once, and by approaching the 
moving aeroplane from the kite principle has 
constructed what is now found to be the most 
stable form of aeroplane in existence. From 
the very first he seems to have recognized 
the strict analogy between the support of a 
moving inclined aeroplane and that of a 
moored kite. If we cut the string of a kite. 
supply it with a motor to drive it hori- 
zontally, and suspend so as to allow it to lie 
at the same angle as when moored, and 
imagine the wind replaced by a calm, a 
relative wind will be produced by the for- 
ward motion of the aeroplane kite, which 
supports it exactly as it was when moored 
by the string. 

The solution of the problem of the best 
form of kite thus involves the simultaneous 
solution of the best form of aeroplane. Or- 
dinary kites are unstable chiefly in a lateral 
direction, owing to the sharpness of their 
edges, and Hargrave has remedied this de- 
fect by inventing the double-plane or cel- 
lular kite, in which the closed-in sides con- 
necting the two planes insure lateral sta- 
bility by developing an opposing side pres- 
sure the moment the machine tends to move 
sideways. An open air space between the 
two operates in some as yet mysterious way 
upon the air currents so as to cause stabil- 
ity in a longitudinal direction, so that when 
it Is allowed to fall freely the cellular kite 
drops quietly and steadily without any fen- 
dency to oscillate or invert. This kite forms 
the aeroplane basis of the Hafgrave flying 
machine. Several additions to this will be 
made to enable it to be more effective and 
dirigible, such as a movable horizontal front 
plane to direct it up and down and regulate 
the inclination, side wings to act as floats, 
rudders, and lateral directors, like the wings 
of the soaring and sailing birds, .and hori- 
zontal stern and vertical rudder planes. 

The motive apparatus etonsists of a spe- 
cially light .engine actuated by petroleum 
and with thé fine boiler tubes arranged in 
such a manner as to be. packed together in 
the smallest possible compasy and yet easily 
reached for. cleantne and repairing.’ The 
whole of the machinery is placed “in the 
central gap between the two double planes, 
and works a vertically rotating screw fan 
placed astern. Hargrave estimates that 8% 
horse-power is sufficient to propel the aero- 
plane so as to support the weight of a man 
and machine together, and the enfire weight 
of the engine does not exceed from thirty to 
forty pounds. To secure extra stability and 
support, a single kite cell is placed above 
. the centr}l gap at a distance of about seven 

feet from it. The rigid parts of the structure 
are all mde of hollow steel, and the cover- 
ings of balloon material. 

The chief difficulty in connection with the 
success of aerial flight by such a machine 
will be in. maintaining its balance when 
steered against or with the wind, and in 
counteracting the effects of the incessant 
variability, which Prof. Langley and others 
have shown to be so peculiarly characteris- 
tic of air motion. Practice and experience 
alone will overcome the former, while when 
the flying instinct is properly developed, 
the lattér may be utilized so advantageously 
that by small alterations of inclination of 
front and side wings the machine may in 
a suitable current be able to dispense to a

The feasibility of human flight, either indl- 
vidually on a small or in numbers on a 
large aerial ship of the combined Hargrave- 
Maxim-Langley-Lilienthal model is. now 
recognized by all students of aeronautics 
and when more means are available for ex- 
periment and. the public comes forward. as 
it appears to be about to do, and furnishes 
both material support and encouragement 
to the inventors, who have hitherto been 
forced to attack the problem single-handed 
and in the face of much’opposition and ridi- 
cule, there is little doubt that aerial travel 
by man will become a matter of days and 


for congratulation that Boston is taking a 
decided lead in aeronautical matters by its 
publication of the Aeronautical Annual and 
by the kite and aeroplane experiments of 
many of its prominent citizens. 

The high kite flying at Blue Hill may seem 
to have only an indirect bearing on the 
problem of manflight, but it nevertheless 
materially aids us in our knowledge of the 
conditions which occur in the element which 
aerial ships will have to traverse, and is 
just as necessary to the flying craft of the 
future as marine soundings are to their ana- 
logues on the ocean of water. At present 
there appears to be an international race 
amongst the aeronauts, and it will be inter- 
esting to see which of the two modern coun- 
tries, America or Australia, is going to win 
So far Prof. Langley has made an admira- 
ble Btart, but Hargrave appears to be a 
most formidable rival.

Lying is the last weapon of the 
candidate who sees, or who thinks he sées 
that he is about to be defeated, resorts to 
here, and if ever black lies were invented to 
smutch the white character of a candidate 
they were those that Grant caused to be 
circulated about Placide. The meanest and 
most cowardly of all falsehoods, and the 
hardest to refute, are those that have some 
Small grain of truthin them. 

“Louis Placide came of an old Huguenot 
family, of good stock, who settled in Bris- 
tol in the days when ships traded at sea. 
His father died at St. Malo, France, and he 
and his mother lived in an old house on the 
borders of the Mount Hope lands for many 
years. Every one loved Louis Placide. 
When a mere lad he used to visit the Bris- 
tol poorhouse, and sometimes spent his 
Thanksgivings and Christmases there. He 
was born with a heart. He was elected 
one of the overseérs of the poor aS soon as 
he became of age. Was any one in trouble, 
he went to Louis Placide. Wasany one sick 
and needed a watcher, he sent for Louis 
Placide. Was any one in danger of a suit 
for debt, he appealed to the heart of Louis 
Placide. 

“The old leather Huguenot purse was 
opened: to the needs of all who came to him.

I’ve seen it—so have you—what are our 
heads for, doctor? And what good is a man 
to any one after he has sold his soul! 

‘*I was a stage driver before I became an 
undertaker. I have been carrying ‘folks 
living or dead all my life. One day when I 
was in Providence during that time, who 
should come to me but Grant, and he said 
to mé, says he, ‘I havea letter here; I want 
you to mail it for me from Warren!’ I 
looked at it and says to myself, ‘ From War- 
ren, from Warren?

Killing of Walter Scott on Last Thurs- 
day Stirs .Up Uneasy Speculations 
Among Riders—In Rainy Weather 
Wet Tires Make the Machine a Per- 
Conductor—Electricians Say 
There Is Little Real Danger, but 
All Is Chance.

The killing of Walter Scott, the bicyclist, 
‘.who was struck by lightning during the 
heavy thunder-storm of last Thursday after- 
noon, has opened up a field of somewhat 
uneasy speciation among riders of: the 
wheel. 

Did the bicycle attract the Nghtning? 

The immediate inference 6n the part of 
many. persons was that it did, and in several 
facts connected with the occurrence there 
was found more than a little reason for the 
belief. It is a problem which touches all 
giders closely, for nothing is more likely, 
especially with a climate subject tosuch sud- 
den changes of temperature as that of Chi- 
cago, than for the cyclist to be caught ina 
sthunder-storm. The danger of such a thing 
has in common opinion seemed not at all 
increased by the presence of the bicycle, and 
in fact it has’ been more than once stated 
that a bicyclist on the city streets is better 
protected against, and ran less risk from, 


would have been safe but for that uncer- 
tainty in the action of lightning which now 
and then makes it break away from all rules. 
How it was that he came to be struck it is 
impossible to say. The fact that the wheel 
was not damaged would seem to show that 
it could not have attracted the lightning, 
and I think may be taken as proof. It must 
be borne in mind, at the same time, however, 
that while the tires are wet a man might be 
killei on a wheel without damage to the 
metal work or even to the tires. There are 
strokes of lightning both big and little, anda 
small one might be carried off through the 
dampness on the tires without injuring ths 
rubber.’’ 


SLAYER OF THE SHAH OF PERSIA. 


Secret Society Which He Served—He 
Hoped to Promote the Inter- 
ests of Babisn. 


The fanatic who assassinated the Shah of 
Persia a while ago was a member of the 
BAabist Society, and the Frenchman Gaston 
Dujarric, who has made a special study of 
the many sects of Mohammedanism, has been 
telling what BAabism is.

But he died that 
year, and Nash-ed-din, a boy of 17 years, 
came to the throne. 

The rich and powerful of Persia feared the 
reformer and his tenets, and the young Shah 
sided with them. He was ferocious in his 
repression of the sect. Hundreds of the 
Bab’s followers were cruelly put to death. 
The Bab himself was taken prisoner in 184) 
and executed. Here are some of the pro- 
posed reforms that were thus repressed with 
a heavy hand, and no one in any part of the 
civilized world can fail to admire them: 

The B&ab professed to be a most faithful fol- 
lower of the prophet, but he believed evils 
had crept into the practice of religion, and 
many social usages should be reformed, for 
the world had outgrown many things that 
were admissible in Mahomet’s day. The 
fervent prayer is more agreeable to God than 
the parroting of passages from the Koran. 
Charity is a duty, but mendicity should be 
proscribed. No person should be put to 
death for his religious belief. There should 
be freedom of conscience. A man should be 
the husband of only one wife. Concubinage 
should be prohibited. Woman is the equal 
of man, Like him, she has a destiny, a per- 
sonality, a mission. She should be taken out 
of the harem. She should be fitted for the 
a life and mingle in it with uncovered 

ace. 

These statements are but a small part of 
the BAb’s philosophy. Some of it was doubt. 
less Utopian, and much of it was far ahead 
of the Persian age in which he lived. But 
the martyrs the young Shah made were the 
seed of the faith. Babiem grew under the 
bloodiest persecutior?Z. Many were tortured 
to death: One of the most conspicuous mar- 
tyrs was the famous heroine of the reform, 
Kurret el Ayn,ia beautiful woman, who had 
preached the new faith with burning zeal 
wherever she could get a hearing, and par- 
ticularly in the harems; where her sex se- 
cured admission for her without difficulty. 
When she fell under the ban of the Shah, her 
life was promised to her if she would ab- 
jure the new teachings. She refused to pur- 
chase her life at such a price, and was sen- 
tenced to be burned to death. Before the 
flames had touched her body, her execu- 
tioners, more merciful than the Shah, choked 
her to death with a woman’s veil, the veil she 
had rejected contrary to the law and cus- 
tom of her people. 

The sect, thus bloodily suppressed, ceased 
to be an open branch of Mohammeédanism, 
and became a secret society. It has 
spread among all classes. It seems intangi- 
ble to the outer: world, but it is powerful 
and active. It is no longer merely a relig- 
lous sect. It is a party, and into the secret 


‘fold are gathered, besides many of the best 


among Persians, the disappointed, the 
dreamers, the cranks. It was one of these 
cranks, who, in 1852, attempted to kill the 
Shah; and it was years later that the Shah 
regretted the cruelties of his early reign, 
and ceased to persecute the BAbists. 

One day the Shah asked a BAabist how nu- 
merous were his coreligionists. ‘‘ Your Ma- 
jesty,’’ said the man, ‘* you may be sure that 
wherever two Persians .are seen together, 
one of them is a ‘BAabist.’’ This, of course, 
was a great exaggeration, but there are 
many thousands of them. 

The other day a Babist, in the name of his 
society, killed the Shah. It is another il- 
lustratior of the fact that even the most 
humane and liberal philosophy may enlist 
in its support fanatics who, for the cause of 
their propaganda, may commit deeds that 
make the world shudder. -” 


CARE FOR SUNSTROKE. 


HOW THE POLICE ASSIST THE VIC- 
TIMS OF OLD SOL’S RAYS. 


— 


All Severe Cases Are Treated at Coun- 
ty Hospital — Ambglances Carry 
Simple Remedies with Directions 
for Use—Police Officers Are Provid- 
ed with Printed Instructions Tell- 
ing Course of Restoratives to Be 
Followed—Two Sorts of Sunstroke. 


During the hot summer months one of the 
most frequent of the many accidents which 
happen on the streets is sunstroke. The 
constant breathing times, when the cool 
breeze from the lake breaks in om the sum- 
mer heat and gives a chance for recupera- 
tion; while they prevent the gradual ex- 
haustion of strength which attends pro- 
tracted hot weather, are no aid against the 
sudden prostrations which mark every hot 
spell, however short. Each day of unusual 
heat is followed by the information that 
from four to a dozen or even more people 
have given way under the rise in temper- 
ature, 

Sunstroke is so common a thing that spe- 
cial instructions for the treatment of the 
victims of old Sol are things of necessity 
with the officials upon whom the care of 
such cases devolves. That there are such 
instructions made by the police authorities 
everybody Knows, but just what they are 
is so little understood that in the absence 


‘of an officer with his little book of printed 


advice there is more likelihood of sympa- 
thetic bystanders doing harm than good. 
In most cases, however, the bystanders have 
no need to interfere, and the routine pre- 
scribed by the authorities is carried out from 
the first steps toward restoration of con- 
sciousness to the delivery at the hospital, 
All cases of sunstroke are cared for by 
the county, for the city concerns itself with 
no disease except smallpox. The first appli- 
cation of restoratives, however, and the 
transportation to° the County. Hospital, 
where all sunstroke cases are taken, are the 
work of the police force. It is not expected 
that the police will do more than také all 
possible precautions to get the patient to 
the hospital without further injury, but this 
requirement is sufficient to necessitate both 
a careful examination of the state of the 
patient and a knowledge of the needs of the 
situation. 

There are six ambulances located in vari- 
ous parts of the city for the conveying of 
‘‘cases,”” whether victims of heat or acci- 
dent, to the hospital. They are statidéned in 
the following places: 

Harrison street and Pacific avenue, 
Desplaines street and Waldo place. 
Fifty-third street and Lake avenue, 
Chicago avenue, near Clark street. 
Forty-eighth and Halsted streets. 

No. 233 West Chicago avenue. 


Ambulances Provided with Remedies. 


Each of the ambulances is provided with 
such simple apparatus and remedies as can 
readily be applied in the street, and are cal- 
culated to restore or to prevent injury tothe 
patient during the journey to the hospital. 
There are bandages, antiseptics, stimulants, 
and during the hot weather cracked ice 
for use in sunstroke cases, with a cap for 
use in applying it. The ‘instructions to the 
officers state that in case of prostration by 
the heat, as well as other instances where 
medical aid is required, they are ‘* simply 
to supply as far as lies in’their power the 
place of the physicfan, and when he arrives 
are to follow his instructions and render him 
such assistance as they can." There is no 
regular surgeon or physician accompanying 
the ambulance. 

“It would be a great advantage if there 
were,’ said Capt. Campbell. ‘‘ We need a 
corps of surgeons for ambulance usé, but 
we have never been able to get the Council 
to see it that way. They should be ona 
salary, and one should accompany each 
wagon.” 

The treatment of the sunstroke patient be- 
fore the arrival of a physician or during 
the journey to the hospital is carefully pre- 
scribed for the police officers. The fact 
that the great .need is to get the sufferer 
to the hospital and into the hands of a reg- 
ular physician is recognized as: the prime 
factor, but at the same time such cautions 
are given as will prevent the sacrifice of life 
through an ignorant attempt to move a 
patient not fit for the exertion. Extreme 
caution in the handling of ‘‘a sunstroke”’ 
is impressed upon them. 

Sunstroke cases are divided into two sorts, 
totally different in their nature, and in the 
necessities for a cure. A mistake in dis- 
tinguishing the varieties is likely to endjina 
fatality, but the appearance of two persons 
suffering from strokes of different sorts is 
so different as to do away with the danger 
if suitable precaution is employed. 


Two Sorts of Sunstroke. 


The first of the varieties ts found when 
the heat has reduced the sufferer to a state 
f total collapse, and the treatment pre- 
scribed before the arrival at the hospital 
Is similar to that used in case of collapse 
from any other cause. The victim of this 
variety is like a person in a faint. He falls, 
limp and motionless. His hands and face 
are cold and white. His eyes are sunken and 
lusterless. His skinds cold and clammy and 
bathed in perspiration. His breathing is in- 
terrupted and sighing. In fact, the whole 
appearance is one of: weakness and faint- 
ness, as thought he were suffering from 
some sudden shock which had deprived him 
of his faculties. This is the most dangerous 
cf the two forms, and greater care is needed 
in its handling even than is customary with 
accidents of a seemingly more severe nature. 
Rough handling, lifting him into the ambu- 
lance, or the ride to the hospital may readi- 
ly cause death before the physicans have 
a chance to apply restoratives. The little 
book prepared by Dr. F. Henrotin for the 
use of officers in charge of patrol and ambu- 
lance wagons says forcibly tha‘everfect quiet’ 
and stimulants are the only things appli- 
ble. 

“Place the patient with thé head quite 
low,”’ it says, “‘ in some shady place, and ad-. 
minister one-half teaspoonful doses of the 
stimulant, in a little water only, until the 
doctor arrives. If the weakness and faint- 
ness areextremeunder noconsideration must 
he be raised with the head high, jolted in 
moving, or carried any distance to the sta- 
tion or hospital until examined by a phy- 
sician.’’ 

The other sort of sunstroke is the result 
rather of a rush of blood to the head than of 
absolute exhaustion. The sufferer fallsina 
way more nearly resembling a convulsion 
than-a faint. His face is bluish, red, or pur- 
ple. The veins of the neck and forehead are 
swollen and distended. Unless the stroke is 
far advanced the head is hot and the eyes 
bloodshot. The breathing is harsh and forced. 
The whole appearance indicates an unusual 
amount of blood in the head and face. ~- 

*“‘In these cases,”’ says the little book, 
“raise the head moderately and apply ice 
freely to the head and back of the neck. 
Give no stimulant unless ordered by a phy- 
sician.”

On Tuesday afternoon the Queen came up 
from Windsor to be on hand at the wedding 
of her granddaughter, the Princess Maud. 
There was some doubt in my mind as to 
whether she would really come, she has 
given London the slip so often. However, 
there was a chance, and I proposed to take 
it. She was to arrive at Paddington at a few 
minutes arter 5 and drive by way of Consti- 
‘tution Hill and the Mall straight to Marl- 
borough House, where she was to see the 
united family ot Waleses, inspect the pres- 
ents, and drive back to Buckingham Palace. 
I drove around to Marlborough House in 
good time and found quite a number of peo- 
ple assembled at the main entrance on Pall 
Mall. Then I went down past St. James’ 
Palace to the Mall that divides St. James’ 
from Green Park, To my surprise there 
were not half, no, not a quarter, as many 


people lining that noble thoroughfare as had 


turned out on the occasion of the garden 


party. I suppose that as the Queen has so 
often disappointed them they staid away, 
and then what is the sight of one old lady in 
black compared to that of hundreds of ladies, 
young and old, arrayed in every Color of the 


rainbow.

Those who had faith had their reward. 
There were. so many =e eae to - 

that I decided, on the advice of a ver 
at bobby, to take my stand under the 
shadow of St. James’ Palace, opposite the 
side entrance to Marlborough House. _ 

“ Wouldn’t it be best to go up to the main 
entrance?” I asked. “ You'd better stay 
where you are,” said. he with the confidence 
of experience; “ she’ll change her mind just 
as Mke as not and drive in at the side; then 
if you’re up at the top you won't see her ut 
all.” ‘How-well this bobby knew his Queen! 

I had not been standing many minutes 
when a carriage dashed up to the side en- 
trance, a door in the gate was opened and 
one of her Majesty’s Indtan servants disap- 
peared through it. In another minute or 
two a boy and a man and a barrel came out 
from Marlborough House grounds through 
the same opening. The boy had a shovel 
and he began at once to scatter red sand or 
gravel over the little incline from the street 
to the gate. 

Ha, ha! said I, the Queen is going in by 
“the side entrance, and that is what the 

Indian servant came to tell, and sure enough 

the next moment dppeared' a mounted 

policeman, who always preceeds the royal 
carriage. Then I heard a line of cheering 
and hand clapping, and the Horse Guards 
came dashing along, behind them an open 
barouche drawn by four horses, and be- 
hind that more Horse Guards. 

» Her Majesty Passes. 

I had a very good look at the Queen, for 
the carriage slowed up a little just before 
entering Marlborough house gate. She looks 

gexactly like her pictures. I never saw a 
face with less expression, but I suppose 
that is becausé she is a Queen. It would be 
impossible for her to look anything but im- 
passive, for no one could keep up an ani- 
mated expression through a sixty years’ 
reign. 

Want of expression seems to me to be as 
much a part of royalty as ermine and red 
coaches. To be sure, I have never seen 
royalties in their off moments, but when on 
dress parade they look stolid enough. I have 
seen the Prince of Wales dozens of times, 
ang I never saw him change his expression. 
I once saw the Princess smile, but that was 
when she passed a friend in Hyde Park, 

Let the crowd’cheer its loudest, the royal 
family looks neither to the right nor to the 
left. 

I am bound to acknowledge that the Queen 
is beginning to look old, but being stout she 
does not show the wrinkles as a thin person 
would, as the Princess of Wales will at her 
age. She was, of course, dressed in black, 
and wore a: black crépe bonnet. She sat 
rather low in her barouche, and bent slight- 
ly forward as the crowd cheered. Well, she 
is a good woman, and deserved the cheers 
that folNowed her. For sixty years she 
has reigned wisely and well. No wonder 
her loyal subjects sing ‘‘God Save the 
Queen,” and the better they know the Prince 
of Wales the louder they sing it. 

Princess Maud’s Wedding Procession. 

Some kind friends from Philadelphia who 
were stopping at the Bath Hotel in Picca- 
dilly invited me to luncheon on Wednesday 
and to see the wedding procession from their 

- windows. ‘The procession was to leave Buck- 
ingham Palace at 2:40 p. m., and as I knew 
that it would be late and I hada great many 
things to do, I did not leave my hotel in the 

Strand till 1 o’clock. You would have sup- 

posed that that was early enough to avoid 

‘the crowd. I told the cab driver to get as 
near the Bath Hotel as he could, and he 

- dropped us at Piccadilly Circus. My niece, 

a young girl of 15, was with me The 

drfver should have taken us around another 

way, but he earned his shilling easier by 
leaving us where hedid. It wasquitea walk 
up to the Bath. As the streets were entirely 
free from vehicles of any kind_ we might 
have walked in the middle of the road, but in 
an- evil moment we chose the sidewalk. 

When we reached the corner of St. James’ 

*Btreet we were caught in the crowd and car- 
ried along with it. To my horror it bore us 

down on St. James’ street, where it is no 
exaggeration to say that the people were 
packed like sardines in a box. We tried to 
get out of it but could not budge. 

Every few moments there would be some 

. heavier pressure from the outside and we 
would be almost crushed. I called to the 
police: “‘ Please get us out; we are being 

killed.”” They looked at us and saw the im- 

possibility of breaking through that human 

wall, and then they looked away again. 

Then a gang of five men—from Whitechapel, 

udging by their appearance and manner— 

egan pushing altogether. I looked at my 
miece, she was as white asa sheet. ‘‘I am 

being crushed to death,” she said; “I’m 
* gfraid I’m going to faint.” 

‘“ Have you no mercy?” I said to the brutes 
who were pushing. “ Don’t you see that you 


| are crushing this child?” They only laughed. 
oe had not had so much fun in a long 
me. 

Then I raised my voice and cried: “ For 
God's sake, police, get us out of here. These 
men are trying to kill us!’”” But the police 
made no sign. “I'll give you a pound to get 
us out,” I shouted, but they -were incor- 
ruptible. 
balcony just above the street tried to lift 
the child up to where they were, but the 
surging crowd soon bore us beyond their 
reach. Women were screaming and crying 
and men were pushing and struggling. If 
it was as- bad as this now I knew that it 
would be worse when the procession came in 
sight. Then I expected to be trampled to 
death, for the men around us were brutes. 

I was so alarmed for my niece, who was 
getting whiter every moment, that I gave 
| one last cry: “In heaven’s name let us out; 
the child is going to faint.”” At this moment 
a woman in front of me said: ‘“ You stick 
by us; we'll get you out.” She was hanging 
on the arm of a big, strapping. fellow, who 
was pushing with the strength of a giant. 
We kept close to them, you may be sure, for 
the woman’s confidence and the man’s 
strength gave me courage. 

“Now, here you are,” said the woman, 
“get out there.” It was a place where 
the crowd was not so thick, and we were 
nearer to a policeman. She poked him in 
the back. ‘“‘I say, there, get these people 
out.” She spoke with authority. The po- 
liceman raised his hand, the crowd moved 
aside, and we stepped out into St. James’ 
street, free! I had barely time to thank our 
rescuers before they disappeared. The 
Bath Hotel, where our friends were waiting 
for us, was not more than a block away, on 
the next corner, and .we were soon with 
them. This hotel is an old-fashioned place, 
solid and comfortable and not much to look 
at, but it looked like heaven to me. I never 
had such an experience béfore in my life, 
and I never want such another. My niece 
is still suffering from the crushing she re- 
ceived. 

Dozens of People Fainted. 

From the balcony we were on we could 
see everything, and the principal thing to 
see before the procession came was “ the 
faints.”” They all came fromthe corner 
where we had been. Dozens of them, men 
as well as women, were carried by in the 
arms of the Red Cross men and the police. 
Just down the street below the hotel was a 
temporary hospital, with trained nurses, 
provided with stretchers to lay the patients 
on. The whole thing was wonderfully well 
managed. Except in that one awful spot 
where we were caught there was no unrull- 
ness. Though the people had been waiting 
for hours they were perfectly good natured. 

To pass the time—for the procession did 
not come until long after 3—we fortunate 
ones on the gallery threw pennies out on the 
treet for the children to scramble for, and 
cramble they did. It was as good as a 
football game to see them. After a while 
a solitary barouche dashed down Piccadilly. 
There was one woman in it—the Duchess of 
Manchester—who turned down St. James’ 
stréet. Then.a mounted band appeared 
dressed in suits of gold cloth with black 
postilion caps on their heads. They took 
their station at the St. James’ street turning. 
and played ‘‘God Save the Queen” and 
“The Washington Post March.” 

Finally the Royal Guards appeared and 
then the royal procession. 

Rank Measured by Footmen, 


The bride and bridegroom in a state coach 
with three footmen. up behind. Then the 
Prince and Princess of Wales in an equally 
gorgeous coach with four footmen up be- 
hind. Then lesser royalties with fewer foot- 
men. . 

It was a beautiful sight, the ladies in 
diamond tiaras, the men in scarlet uniform, 
the gilded coaches, the outriders, the be- 
wigged footmen, the mounted band. I felt 
as though I was assisting at Cinderella’s 
return from the ball. 

Nothing was more wonderful than the 

sight of Piccadilly returning to its usual 
condition. At first the crowd surged into 
the middle of the street from every direction 
as far as the eye could reach, from Hyde 
Park corner to Piccadilly Circus. Then 
the carriage of the Marquis of Salisbury cut 
gently through the human mass. Then other 
noblemen’s carriages appeared. Then came 
a row of hansom cabs and finally the buses, 
and Piccadilly was itself again. 
After a cup of tea and some slices of thin 
bread and butter we were ourselves again. 
The great show was over, and as citizens of 
the great republic across the sea we had en- 
joyed every detail of it, for, though we do 
not care about supporting a royal family 
ourselves, we are always glad to see one 
when somebody else pays the expenses. 
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NEW YORK’S AMPLE WATER SUPPLY. 


Engineer Birdsall Says It’s Adequate 
and Being Increased. 

Charles Sewall, Chairman of the Water 
Supply committee of the New York Board of 
Fire Underwriters, gave out for publication 
on Friday a statement to the effect that the 
amply supply of water reported as on 
storage by the Public Works Department 
was due to the excessive rainfalis during 
February, March, June, and July. and that 
if a dry year like that of 185 or 1880 shouid 
come after the new mains are opened in 1897 
or 1898, the superabundance of water afford- 
ed by the excessive rainfall would be of lit- 
tle avail. The statement was shown to G. 
W. Birdsall, Chief Engineer of the Croton 
aqueduct. Mr. Birdsall said: 

“There is no danger of any lack of water. 
The storage reservoirs save the waterina 
wet year for use in adry year. Thechances 
are that this year we shall not use one-half 
of our stored supply. We have added: this 
year reservoirs to the capacity of 10,000,000, - 
000 gallons more than last year, and there 
are now in course of construction reservoirs 
for 5,000,000,000 gallons more. T%é usa of 
those reservoirs is to store water in wet sea- 
sons against a scarcity in dry ones. We 
have also under consideration plans for an 
added capacity of 25,000,000,000 galions. 

“The capacity of the Croton and Bronx 
River watersheds is 230,000,000 gallons of 
water daily in the driest years. This yea” it 
will average 280,000,000 gallons daily. There 
is no fear of any lack of water.” ‘
